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EASTERN  SITUATION 
IS  BECOMING  SERIOUS 

Uncertainty  and  Delay 
Cause  Bad  Feeling. 

Early  Conflict,  However, 
Is  Not  Expected. 


Paris,  Dec.  21. — Reports  received  here 
from  both  centers  of  the  Japanes-e- 
Russian  controversy  lead  the  offlciali; 
to  conclude  that  the  situation,  while 
serious,  does  not  involve  an  extension 
©f  the  present  crisis.  A  dispatch  re- 
ceived t(»day  from  Toklo,  dated  yester- 
day says  that  Japan  has  not  yet  an- 
swered Russia's  first  proposition.  The 
officials  say  this  shows,  first,  that  the 
alarmist  reports  of  the  English  war 
correspondents  saying  Japan  has  an- 
swered in  the  negative  are  incorrect, 
second,  that  Japan  continues  to  seek 
means  for  meeting  llussia's  over- 
tures. 

On  the  other  hand,  another  Toklo 
dispatch  frankly  sets  forth  the  agitated 
Btate  of  Japanese  public  sentiment  and 
the  intense  feeling  against  Russia,  and 
also  foreshadows  the  possible  dispatch 
of  Japanese  troops  to  Korea,  but  it  is 
added,  if  this  is  done,  it  will  be  with 
the  assent  of  Russia,  which  will  re- 
lieve the  expedition  of  having  the  sig- 
nificance of  a  war  move  against  Rus- 
sia. 

The  oftlcial  advices  from  St.  Peters- 
burg continue  to  have  a  hopeful  tone, 
nntl  with  advices  from  Toklo  of  the 
saine  tenor,  the  authorities  assert  they 
have  goih!  reason  to  believe  that  the 
situation,  although  serious,  has  not 
reached  the  point  of  a  war  crisis  being 
Immineiit.

RECONSIDERATION  ASKED. 

New  York,  Dec.  21.— It  is  generally 
understood  that  Japan  asks  Russia  to 
reconsider  her  reply,  says  a  dispatch 
to  the  Times  from  Toklo. 

The  reply  contained  no  tangible  con- 
cession, inasmuch  it  excluded  Japan 
altogether  from  the  Manchurian  ques- 
tion and  proposed  an  equal  position  for 
the  two  powers  in  Korea. 


NOT   AN   ULTIMATUM. 

Tokio,  Dec.  21.— Japan's  reply  to  Rus- 
sia was  handed  to  Baron  De  Rosen  this 
afternoon  at  a  conference  betweten  the 
Russian  minister  and  Foreign  Minister 
Komura   at   the   Russian   legation. 

Japan's  reply  is  in  no  way  in  the  na- 
ture of  an  ultimatum,  but  she  askd 
Ru.ssia  to  reconsider  certain  essential 
points  in  her  reply  to  Japan.  Baron 
De  Rosen  is  now  sufficiently  recovered 
to  resume  the  negotiations. 

Sixty  military  engineers  have  been 
dispatched  to  Korea  to  replace  the  civil 
telegraph  operators  attached  to  the 
Japanese  telegraph  lines  on  the  penin- 
sula. It  is  officially  stated  that  the 
step  taken  has  no  military  significance.

will  be  necessary  to  man  the  conveyan- 
ces of  the  sick  as  well  as  those  of  the 
dead. 

A  number  of  extra  "business  agents" 
were  posted  throughout  the  city  today 
by  the  Livery  Drivers'  union,  for  the 
purpose,  j:ay  the  union  officials,  of  pre- 
venting interference  on  the  part  of 
union  sympathizers  with  the  movement 
of  hearses,  should  the  undertakers  at- 
tempt to  substitute  them  for  the  black 
"dead  wagons."  'The  undertakers  and 
liverymen  are  accused  by  the  union 
officials  of  seeking  to  divert  public  sym- 
pathy from  the  strikers. 

Twelve  independent  undertakers  are 
reported  by  the  union  as  having  signed 
the  wage  and  hour  agreement.

Colon,  Dec.  21.— Information  has  been 
received  here  that  about  100  Colombian 
troops  have  landed  at  the  island  of 
Fines,  northwest  of  Cape  Tiburn,  which 
is  situated  at  the  western  entrance  of 
the  gulf  of  Darien.  The  island  of 
Pines    Is    In    Panjima   territory    and    is 

the  only  island  along  that  coast  which 
is  wooded,  peakec  with  mountains  and 
also  well  watered,  thus  offering  every 
f.acility  for  camping  a,nd  being  used  as 
a  btise  of  observtiton.  It  is  signihcant 
in  this  connectio  1  tliat  United  States 
auxiliary  cruiser  Mayllower  left  this 
harbor  yesterday  bound  in  the  direction 
of  the  island  of  Pines  to  obtain  confirm- 
ation of  the  report.

Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  Dec.  21.— In  the 
superior  court  today  all  respondents  in 
the  prosecutions  for  bribery  and  conspir- 
acy arising  from  Lant  K.  Salsbury's  con- 
fession of  the  attempt  to  put  through 
the  LakeMichigan  water  deal,  who  had 
not  previously  confessed  to  their  part  in 
the  deal,  pleaded  not  guilty.  January  11 
was  settled  upon  as  the  day  for  beginning 
their  trials  and  it  was  ordered  that  the 
attorneys  for  the  various  reupondenls 
-sliould  arrange  for  the  order  of  trial  and 
report  on  Jan.  4.  Thocie  who  were 
ciiarged  vvitli  conspiracy  demanded  sep- 
arate   trials. 

The  informations  filed  in  court  today 
divulged  the  fact  that  seventeen  wit- 
nesses are  to  be  used  by  the  prosecution 
in  the  water  deal  cases.  Thirteen  wit- 
nesses are  named  upon  the  information 
in  the  bribery  cases  as  foUowd:  Lant  K. 
Salsburv,  Frederick  H.  Garman,  Marsh 
H.  Sorrick.  Clay  H.  HolUster,  Corey  H. 
Bissell,  Clark  E.  Slocum,  Abraham  G. 
Hysels,  I.  F.  J^amoreaux,  J.  Ru.-«ell 
Thompson,  Adrian  Schriver,  Reyner 
Stonehou.se.  John  T.  Donovan  and  John 
McLachland. 

Of  these,  all  but  Sorrick  and  Hollister 
have  been  implicated  in  the  deal.  Sor- 
rick Is  the  cashier  of  the  State  bank  of 
Michigan,  where  Thomas  F.  McGarry  is 
said  to  have  deposited  money. 

Hollister  is  cashier  of  tbe  Old  National 
bank,  in  which  wiis  depo.sited  the  money 
used  bv  Salsbury,  and  in  which  Sals- 
bury  and  Stllson  V.  McLeod  committed 
the  offenses  against  the  United  States 
banking  laws  for  which  they  have  served 
terms.

City  Council  Will  Fix  Re 

numeration  of  City 

Employes. 

Few   Changes  Arc   Ex- 
pected— Bond  Issue 
to  Come  Up. 


The  fixing  of  salaries  of  city  employes 
tor  the  coming  year  will  come  up  at 
the  council  meeting  this  evening.  But 
few  changes  in  the  list  are  expected. 
Thw  cornniittee  on  finance  has  submitt';d 
&  report  advising  a  few  changes  in  the 
pay  of  some  of  the  subordinate  em- 
ployes, one  or  two  of  whom  are  given 
raises  of  from  $2.50  to  $5  per  month. 

The  salaries  of  all  the  principal  city 
cfflcials  are  fixed  by  the  charter  whil*; 
those  of  the  police  and  fire  departments 
do  not  come  up  for  consideration  at  this 
time. 

The  question  of  the  salary  of  Secre- 
tary W.  F.  Markus  of  the  free  em- 
ployment bureau  has  also  been  con- 
sidered by  the  committee,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  but  that  it  will  remain 
at  the  old  figure,  $75  per  month.  Mr. 
Markus  applied  for  an  Increase,  and 
there  was  some  little  talk  of  doing 
away  with  the  bureau,  but  the  only 
maimer  in  which  this  could  be  done  by 
the  council  would  be  to  pass  a  special 
ordinance  abolishing  the  free  employ- 
ment commission,  and  there  is  little  or 
no  talk  at  present  of  such  action. 

The  proposition  to  vote  $50,000  bonds 
for  the  extensions  to  the  water  and 
light  departnunt  will  be  put  into  legal 
form  ready  to  »•(•  placed  on  the  ballots 
at  the  tomlns?  municipal  election.  Man- 
ager Cuse  requested  bonds  to  the  extent 
of  $75,000  but  the  council  considered  that 
$50,000   was  Kufflt  lent. 

The  final  action  in  regard  to  amend- 
ing the  employment  ofllce  ordinance, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "for  com- 
mon labor"  will  be  taken. 

The  ordinance  changing  the  name  of 
Fiftv-fifth  avenue  to  Central  avenue 
vill   also  be  given   its   final  hearing. 

The  meeting  like  that  of  last  Monday 
night,  promises  to  be  a  short  one.  unless 
unexpected  business  is  brought  up.

New  York,  Dec.  a.— If  the  loss  of  his 
stenographer  and  her  substxiuent  suit 
against  him  for  ?250  for  alleged  breach  of 
contract  have  embittered  M.  Quad,  hum- 
orist, he  gave  no  hint  of  it  during  the 
hearing  ot  the  case  in  the  Twelfth  dis- 
trict municipal  court. 

Blithely  tne  aged  defendant  answered 
a  question  as  to  the  efforts  of  Miss 
Marie  Aileen  Billings,  the  pretty  plaintiff, 
to   write  a  play. 

••She  worked  on  the  play  until  she  got 
plaved  out,"  he  a.sperted. 

And  again   he  told  of   bringing      cham- 
pagne to  Miss  Billing's  flat  in  W  est  Nine- 
ty-sixth street,   but  added  quickly  in  ex 
tenuation: 

••But  it  was  of  the  67-cent  variety." 

Often  In  his  testimony  Ciiarles  B.  Lewis, 
who  is  betttr  known  as  M.  Quad,  referred 
to  .Miss  Billings  as  "Kid."  That  was  his 
friendly  title  lor  lier  in  those  days  when 
she  wrote  with  the  humorist  near  her. 
He  told  his  part  without  a  trace  of  re- 
sentment and  there  was  no  malice  tn  his 
voice,  only  a  deep,  far-away  regret  when 
he  pointed  to  a  fur  boa  worn  by  Misa 
Billings. 

••My  money  paid  for  that,"  was  the  only 
comment. 

For  the  most  part  M.  Quad  made  his  re- 
cital standing  in  a  nonchalant  attitude  by 
the  witne.'js  chair.  Blushes  robed  his  face 
ol  its  pallor  when  he  testified  to  certain 
episodes. 

He  told  about  the  alleged  partnership 
entered  Into  between  him  and  the  com- 
plainant, in  which  a  flat  was  rented  and 
the  furniture  paid  for  on  the  installment 
plan.  He  said  he  gave  Miss  Billing."  ^2^ 
a  week  and  did  not  have  a  kev  to  the  flat. 
He  .said,  however,  that  he  visited  the  flat 
Mondays  and  Fridays.  Some  letters  which 
he  admitted  having  written  to  Miss  Bill- 
ings were  read  in  court.  One  of  them 
(<aid  in  part: 

"I  would  have  made  $15,000  the  other 
day  out  of  a  copper  mine  had  I  not  spent 
the  money  in  buying  more  copper  mlne.«. 
Some  day  we  will  own  every  copper  mine 
in   the  country." 

'•We  talked  about  being  the  copper  king 
and  queen  and  buying  horses  and  riding 
to  Venice." 

In  one  of  the  letters  Mr.  Lewis  spoke 
of  adopting  the  complainant.  In  explain- 
ing the  letter  he  said  that  the  adoption 
was  one  •'with  a  legal  rope  tied  to  it." 

When  the  question  as  to  the  disputed 
authorship  of  the  play  "Tennes.see"'^  was 
brought  up  ju.st  before  the  resting  of  the 
ca.se,  Mrs.  Arthur  B.  Lewis,  a  daughter- 
in-law  of  the  humorist,  declared  that  she 
had  made  the  first  tvpewritten  copy  of 
the  play  and  that  she  copied  from  Lewis" 
own  handwriting.

FIRST  TIME  IN 
TWENTY  YEARS 


Sam  Harper  Slept  In  a 
Bed  In   County 


The  cost  of  the  repairs  to  the  West 
Duluth  bridges  will  exceed  by  several 
hundred   dollars    the   original   estimate. 

The  original  estimate  of  the  city  en- 
gineer was  $7600.  It  w-as  found,  how- 
ever, after  the  work  was  commenced 
that  a  large  number  of  the  timbers 
which  were  expected  to  be  good  were  so 
rotten  that  they  were  unfit  for  use,  and 
the  bridges  had  to  be  practically  re- 
built. 

New  piling  was  driven  in  the  spaces 
between  the  old,  and  new  stringers  were 
laid  across  these,  so  that  the  bridges 
are  now  practically  new. 

The  new  piling  extends  only  under 
the  car  tracks,  so  that  the  new-  part  of 
the  bridge  is  but  sixteen  feet  in  width. 
Outside  of  the  car  tracks  little  or  noth- 
ing has  been  done  in  the  way  of  re- 
pairing the  bridges,  and  while  they  are 
safe  for  light  wagons,  heavily  laden 
teams  aie  warned  to  take  the  central 
part  of  the  bridge  between  the  car 
tracks. 

■"The  bridges  ought  to  be  good  for 
eight  or  ten  years,"  said  Mr.  Palton, 
the  city  engineer,  this  mornign.  "That 
is  the  ordinary  life  of  a  wooden  bridge, 
if  it  is  kept  in  repair. 

"The  work  on  the  Central  avenue 
bridge,  the  last  of  the  four,  will  be  com- 
pleted by  noon  today  and  the  men  paid 
off.  The  condition  of  the  bridges  was 
much  worse  than  we  expected,  and 
none  of  the  old  timbers  which  we  were 
counting  on  were  fit  for  use.  For  that 
reason  the  estimate  has  been  exceeded 
somewhat. 

"The  central  part  of  the  bridges  is 
now  in  condition  to  bear  any  load  It 
may  be  called  upon  to  bear.  The  heavy 
double  truck  cars  and  the  still  heavier 
work  cars  may  use  the  bridges  in 
safety." 

The  work  of  repairing  the  bridges  has 
been  in  progress  since  early  in  Sep- 
tember. The  bridges  were  taken  in 
order,  that  on  Fortieth  avenue  west  be- 
ing repaired  first.  The  cars  have  been 
running  over  the  Central  avenue  bridge 
for  several  days,  but  the  work  was  not 
entirely  cCmpleted  until  noon  today.

Hamilton.    Ohio,   Dec.   21.— Sam   Harper, 
a  well-known  colored  character  of  Ham- 
ilton,   slept    in   a   bed   Saturday   night    for  I 
the    first    time    in    twenty    years.      After 
sleeping    on    ash-pans,    piles    of   stono,    in 
cellars,    on   barrels   and   every    other    con-  j 
ceivable    thing  and  in   nearly   every    con- 
ceivable way,   the  old  man  found  rest  at 
the    county    infirmary,    to    which    he    was  ! 
forced    to   go   for   the   winter. 

Harper  was  born  in  1848.  near  Waynes- 
ville,  Warren  county,  Ohio.  He  received 
a  good  common  school  education,  and  at 
the  age  of  18  began  working  on  the  Ohio 
River  steamboats.  He  remained  on  the 
river  for  sixteen  years,  and  then  "jined 
out"  with  the  De  Haven  &  Miles  Ameri- 
can Racing  and  Hippodrome  company. 
While  with  that  company  he  contracted 
a  habit  of  sleeping  any  place,  and  ac- 
quired an  antipathy  to  a  bed  that  has 
nut  been  overcome. 

He  saya  himself  that  he  ha.<?  not  known 
what   a   bed    felt    like    for    twenty    years, 
and  it  has  been  said,  although  It  cannot  I 
be   vouched   for,    that  he  can   sleep   hang- 
ing on  a  meat-hook.     For  the  last  seven-  I 
teen  years  Harper  has  been  a  porter  in  a  ! 
local     saloon.      Although    the      proprietor  | 
tried    to    make    him    comfortable   by    pro- 
viding a  bed  for  him  Harper  would  never 
u.«?e  it.     He  would  .«leep  at  any   time  and 
on    anything    that    was    handy    when    he 
became  drowsy. 

During  the  past  year  this  mode  of  liv- 
ing was  all  right  for  the  old  man,  but 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  12  o'clock 
closing  ordinance  in  this  city  he  was  de- 
prived of  many  of  his  roosts  in  saloons 
which  were  formerly  kept  open  all  night. 
This  did  not  bother  him  until  the  coming 
of  coldweather.  He  Viraved  the  weather 
until  Thursday,  when  he  caught  a  bad 
cold.  He  b^vame  slightly  ill,  and  his 
friends  decided  to  send  him  to  the  In- 
firmary. The  old  man  demurred,  but 
was  finally  prevailed  upon  to  go.  Friends 
offered  to  convey  him  to  the  in.«titution 
on  the  hill,  but  Harper  insisted  on  walk- 
ing. Whistling  his  favorite  tune.  "The 
Girl  I  Left  Behind  me,  '  he  started  to  the 
Infirmary.  He  was  well  satisfied  with 
his  lot  in  a  short  time  after  bi.s  arrival. 
Harper  has  never  been  arrested.  He  has 
witnessed  many  things,  the  relation  of 
which  would  cause  several  sensations, 
but  always  kept  liis  own   confidence. 


Nc  Visitors  Are  Being  Re- 
ceived at  tlie  White 
House. 

Washington,  Dec.  21.— President  Roose- 
velt began  today  the  observance  of  the 
congressional  holiday  recess.

The  lack  of  poetofflce  boxes  in  which 
books,  packages  and  parcels  may  be 
posted,  is  being  complained  of  on  all 
Bides  by  Christmas  shoppers.  ' 

In  almost  every  other  city  of  the  pop- 
ulation of  Duluth,  In  the  United  States, 
there  are  large  sheet  iron  boxes  placed 
on  the  street  corners  in  the  business 
district  of  the  city,  for  the  receipt  of 
parcels  and  mall  of  all  kinds  which 
cannot  be  posted  In  the  regular  letter 
boxes.  Collections  are  made  from  these 
boxes  several  times  a  day  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  the  letter  boxes,  and 
they  save  the  business  men  and  citi- 
zens in  general  an  immense  amount  of 
trouble  and  annoyance. 

The  absence  of  these  boxes  is  felt  par- 
ticularly at  the  Christmas  sejison,  whoa 
the  number  of  packages,  bundles,  booivs 
and  boxes  sent  out  of  the  city  is  enor- 
mous. 

'It  Is  a  nuisance  to  be  compelled  to 
go  to  the  postofllce  to  poet  a  newspaper 
or  a  book,"  said  a  local  business  man 
yesterday,  who  had  on  his  hands  the 
family  shopping  for  Christmas.  "It 
was  bad  enough  when  our  branch  post- 
offlces  were  done  away  with.  We  ar^^ 
frequently  compelled  to  go  to  the  post- 
office  for  stamps,  as  few  of  the  stores 
In  the  city  have  them  for  sale.  There 
was  doubtless  some  little  expense  at- 
tached to  the  branch  postofflces,  but 
there  would  be  but  very  little  expense 
involved  in  keeping  one  or  two  boxes 
in  the  down-town  district  for  the  re- 
ceipt of  Christmas  parcels.  The  init- 
ial outlay  would  be  practically  nothing 
and  the  only  expense  would  be  the  col- 
lection of  the  mail  once  or  twice  a  day, 
which  could  doubtless  be  managed 
without  any  further  equipment  than 
the  office  has  at  present. 

"In  Duluth,  where  the  postofflce  is  in 
a  central  location  the  need  of  the  boxes 
is  not  felt  to  the  extent  that  It  is  in 
other  cities  where  the  postofflce  is  far- 
ther removed  from  the  business  district

Disposition  of  Estate  of  Mrs.

The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lydia  H. 
Roe.  who  died  in  the  East  about  six 
months  ago,  was  filed  in  probate  court 
of  St.  Louis  county,  Saturday  after- 
noon, Mrs.  Roe  was  the  mother  of  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Lovett,  of  this  city,  and  formerly 
lived  in  Duluth. 

By  the  terms  of  the  will  the  house- 
hold effects  in  the  residence  at  1728  East 
Third  street.  Jewelry  and  other  personal 
effects  will  go  to  Lydia  E.  Roe.  who 
now  lives  at  the  family  home.  She  Is 
to  occupy  the  house  as  long  as  she  de- 
sires at  an  annual  rental  of  $1.  Miss 
Roe  is  to  receive  $40  per  month  as  long 
as  she  remains  unmarried. 

The  Roe  property  Is  to  be  held  in  trust 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  years.  At  the 
expiration  of  that  time,  Miss  Lydia 
Roe,  Mrs.  Sara  Roe  I^ovett.  of  Duluth, 
and  Daniel  Roe.  of  Chicago,  are  to  re- 
ceive $2000  each.  Miss  Roe  Is  to  receive 
an  additional  $5000,  and  the  property 
remaining  is  to  be  divided  equally  after 
certain  minor  bequests.  These  bequests 
include  $500  for  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  missions; 
$500  for  the  American  Missionary  so- 
ciety, and  $500  for  the  Congregational 
Home  Misslonar>'  society. 

The  will  was  executed  Nov.  2.  1890. 
and  the  executors  are  the  three  children 
named.  The  estate  is  valued  at  about 
$30,000.

Presented  at  the  Lyceum 

By  Messrs.  Joubert 

and  O'Donnell. 

At  the  Lyceufli  last  evening  Gen.  G. 
D.  Joubert  and  Gapt.  W.  S.  O'Donneil 
told  the  people  of  Duluth  all  about 
the  cause,  duration  and  effect  of  the 
Boer  war  recounting  in  a  very  compre- 
hensive and  interesting  way  the  prin- 
cipal battles,  the  suffering  of  the  Boe'' 
people  and  the  loss  to  the  English. 

"The  real  ca-use  of  the  war,"  saul 
Captain  O'Donneil  was  England's  lus; 
for  the  gold  and  diamond  mines  which 
were  discovered  in  South  Africa.  Th<J 
Boers,  as  nearly  everyone  knows,  ar<} 
a  peace  loving,  thrifty  people,  who 
confined  all  of  their  efforts  to  the  dev- 
elopment of  their  country,  in  every 
manner  possible." 

He  told  of  the  brute-like  cruelty 
which  he  claimed  was  shown  by  th^ 
English,  especially  expressed  towards 
the  old  men  and  the  women,  22,000  of 
whom  died  during  the  war  for  the 
hardships  heaped  upon  them. 

Captain  O'Donneil  is  a  native  of  Ire- 
land and  like  most  of  his  countrymen 
is  endowed  with  rare  talent  of  wit  and 
his  speech  last  evening  was  permeated 
with  a  good  natured  humor. 

•  It  took  England  three  years  and  co?t 
her  400.000  men  and  $300,000,000  to  subdue 
the  republic  and  if  we  ever  recover 
from  our  impoverished  condition  of  the 
present  time.  England  will  have  to  sub- 
due us  again.  In  our  strength  we  never 
could  bear  up  under  the  Insults  that  are 
dally  thrown  Into  the  faces  of  our 
people."

All  Mills  But  One  That 

Will  Run  This  Winter 

Sawing  Now. 


With  the  exception  of  the  St.  Louis 
Lumber  company's  mill  at  We.st  Du- 
luth, which  will  start  up  probably 
next  week,  all  the  harbor  mills  that  will 
do  winter  sawing  are  in  operation.  The 
Hubbard  Sc  Vincent  mill  started  up  on 
Its  cuiitraxts  last  week  after  a  few 
days'  shut  down  for  repairs. 

Local  lumbermen  estimate  the 
amount  of  un.sold  lumber  on  the  doclcs 
here  as  about  30.000,000  feet,  com- 
pared with  something  over  54,000,000 
feet  Dec.  1.  The  decrease  In  stock;; 
means  that  sales  thus  far  for  the 
month  have  b<'en  In  the  neighborhood 
of  26.000,000  feet. 

Since  Dec.  1  the  Merrill  &  Ring  com- 
pany is  said  to  have  sold  practically 
all  of  its  15,000,000  feet  stock  on  hand 
the  first  of  the  month.  Sales  have  also 
been  made  by  the  Lesure  Lumber  com- 
pany  and  others.

The  American  Lumberman,  comment- 
ing on  the  situation  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes,  as  shown  by  the  Bradley  report, 
says:

It  Is 
probable  that  the  falling  off  this  year 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  steady  de- 
clension that  will  follow  in  successive 
future  years.

IT  IS  TO  LAUGH. 

The  spectacle  of  the  organ  of  the  dethroned  bosses  of 
the  Republican  party  in  Duhith  protesting  against  viola- 
tions oi  the  primary  election  law  is  certain  to  be  very 
amusing  to  those  who  know  the  true  reason  of  this  sud- 
den  exhibition   of   outraged   virtue.     The   "down-in-thc- 
mud    chieftains"    affect    to    be    very    much    shocked    be- 
muse a  few  members  of  one  political  party  took  part  in 
♦he  primary  election  of  another  political  party — although 
there    is    no    evidence    to    prove    that    any    such    thing 
occurred — and  they  assume  an  indignant  attitude  at  this 
interference  with  the  will  of  the  '"honest  people"  of  the 
part> — meaning  themselves.     The  sole  cause  of  this  af- 
fected indignation  is  that  the  voters  turned  down  their 
candidates   and,   of   course,   that   is   "dishonest   and   im- 
moral," from  the  point  of  view  of  the  political  bosses  and 
grafters  that  find  it  impossible,  under  the  primary  elec- 
tion   law,    to    dictate    the    nominations.      They    do    not 
like  the  primary  law  because  it  has  wiped  out  the  meth- 
ods by  which  they  worked  the  game  of  political  graft  all 
along  the  line  in  the  "'good  old  days"  of  the  caucus  system, 
and   because    it    has    given    the   voters    of   the   party    the 
power  to  select  candidates  who  have  not  received  their 
*'0.  K,"  who  have  not  promised  to  vote  according  to  the 
orders  of  the  bosses,  and,  most  grievous  sin  of  all  to  the 
mercenary  organ,  who  have  declined  to  be  "held  up"  for 
its  benefit,  as  are  the  occupants  of  state  offices  filled  by 
'the  advice  and  consent"  of  the  local  member  of  the  state 
central  committee  who  gained  his  place  in  that  organiza- 
tion against  the  protests  of  the  best  elements  of  the  party 
in  Duluth.     When  from  such  a  disreputable  ring  of  poli- 
tical grafters  there  comes  a  hypocritical  appeal  for  pure 
.^nd  honest  elections,  accompanied  by  a  brazen  attempt  to 
besmirch   the   reputation   of  The   Herald,  which   has   re- 
peatedl)'  upset  their  schemes  and  exposed  their  records 
»o  that  all  the  people  may  know,  no  further  evidence  is 
needed  to  show  the  great  victory  that  was  won  for  the 
voters  when  the  primary  election  law  was  enacted.     The 
^surprising    feature    is    that    they    should   publicly    exhibit 
their  sore  spots  and  raise  a  laugh  at  their  own  expense. 

It  was  a  sad  day  for  the  custom  house  politicians  and 
their  organ  when  J.  .-Xdam  Bedc  routed  their  forces  and 
captured  the  nomination  for  congress.  Then  it  was  that 
the  primary  law  aroused  their  disgUNt  adn  bitter  enmity. 
Mr.  Bede  is  a  poor  man,  and  he  had  nothing  to  con- 
tribute to  the  mercenary  organ.  He  is  an  honest  man, 
and  he  would  not  serve  the  special  corporate  interests 
that  the  organ  represents.  Mr.  Bede  believes  that  his 
first  duty  is  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  people,  and  he  de- 
clined to  bow  the  knee  to  the  bosses  and  take  their  or- 
ders. Thus  he  became  the  target  of  their  abuse,  and  they 
savagely  opposed  his  nomination  and  would  have  fought 
his  election,  had  they  possessed  the  necessary  courage  to 
back  up  their  desires.  Again  The  Herald  incurred  their 
enmity  because,  as  an  independent  newspaper,  it  opened 
its  C()lumns  to  Mr.  Bede  when  he  was  refused  a  hearing 
in  the  Republican  organ,  unless  he  paid  the  price  it 
demanded.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  Mr.  Bede  was 
fortunate  in  the  enemies  that  he  had  made,  because 
support  l)y  the  organ  of  the  custom  house  politicians  and 
special  corporate  interests  might  have  led  many  people 
to  believe  that  he  had  joined  the  malodorous  cotnbina- 
tion. 

The  Herald's  record  on  the  primary  election  law  is 
clear  and  consistent.  For  years  it  advocated  the  system- 
of  direct  nomination  and  did  much,  in  common  with 
other  newspapers  throughout  the  state,  to  arouse  public 
sentiment  and  compel  the  legislature  to  pass  the  law.  It 
has  steadily  supported  the  law  and  exposed  and  de- 
nounced the  schemes  of  the  political  grafters  who  would 
destroy  or  emasculate  it.  So  now  it  stands  for  the  strict 
enforcement  of  the  law;  properly  enforced,  there  can 
be  no  such  abuses  as  those  which  the  organ  pretends  to 
have  discovered.  Not  being  the  organ  of  any  party,  The 
Herald  has  been  at  liberty  to  support  worthy  candidates, 
regardless  of  their  political  affiliations,  and  to  oppose 
those  whom  it  deemed  unworthy  of  public  confidence. 
And  it  has  not  hesitated  to  tender  advice  and  to  criticise 
those  to  whose  election  it  was  friendly,  whenever  it  con- 
sidered such  advice  or  criticism  was  needed.

There  has  been  unearthed  no  such  collusion  be- 
tween the  civil  and  police  administrations  with  the  baser 
elements  of  society  that  there  has  been  in  New  York, 
yet  crime  and  criminality  seem  to  have  selected  Chicago 
as  their  own.  It  is,  indeed,  a  remarkable  situation,  when 
the  most  prominent  citizens  are  driven  to  the  extremity 
of  forming  vigilance  committees  for  the  protection  of  so- 
ciety. It  suggests  the  pioneer  days  of  California  and 
Montana.  Yet  this  can  all  occur  in  a  city  of  not  far  from 
2,000,000  people,  a  center  of  learning  and  the  seat  of  al- 
most unrivaled  industrial  activity  and  prosperity.  The 
question  as  to  who  is  to  blame  seems  not  to  have  been 
given  a  satisfactory  answer.  Location  upon  the  great 
highways  of  commerce  between  the  East  and  West,  has, 
perhaps,  something  to  do  with  it.  Accessibility  to  a 
territory  of  unsurpassed  riches  and  enterprise  and  the 
possibility  of  protection  afforded  in  a  densely  crowded 
city,  doubtless  have  much  to  do  with  making  Chicago  a 
center  of  criminal  as  well  as  of  commercial  and  indus- 
trial activity. 
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COLORED  TEACHERS  OSTRACIZED. 

Miss  Anne  Shannon  Evans,  states  a  local  item  in  the 
St.  Louis  Globe  Democrat,  has  tendered  her  resignation 
as  a  teacher  in  one  of  the  public  schools  of  that  city  be- 
cause a  rule  of  the  board  and  superintendent  required 
her  to  attend  meetings  of  teachers,  one  of  whom,  Miss 
Beatrice  Hudlin,  is  colored. 

The  Herald  does  not  for  one  moment  believe  that 
Miss  Evans  would  be  any  the  worse  for  attending  a  meet- 
ing at  which  Miss  Hudlin  might  be  present.  It  does  not 
appear  that  there  is  the  slightest  possibility  of  there  be- 
ing any  principle  involved  beyond  the  fact  of  Miss  Evans' 
failure  to  recognize  merit,  even  though  clothed  in  ebony. 

One  colored  young  woman  among  hundreds  of  white 
teachers!  Think  of  the  sacrifice  that  Miss  Evans  would 
make  being  present  at  a  meeting,  where  a  colored  girl 
by  reason  of  merit  in  education  and  conduct,  is  entitled 
to  sit  on  a  professional  equality  with  her  white  sisters! 
Doubtless  Miss  Evans'  inherited  notions  of  aristocracy 
have  suffered  great  violence.  Doubtless  she  feels  that 
heroic  devotion  to  those  notions  will  more  than  compen- 
sate her  for  any  violation  of  the  golden  rule  and  disregard 
of  the  principle  of  universal  brotherhood  and  sisterhood. 
Of  course  ]\liss  Evans  utterly  fails  to  realize  that  the 
young  woman  whom  she  would  ostracize  may  have  feel- 
ings susceptible  of  deepest  injury  and  that  the  stab  in- 
flicted may  produce  wounds  for  which  there  can  be  no 
balm. 

It  has  only  been  about  five  years  since  the  board  of 
education  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  employed  as  a  teacher  in 
one  of  the  schools  of  that  city  an  estimable  young  col- 
ored woman  of  about  the  quarter-blood.  She  assumed 
charge  of  one  of  the  schools  in  which  there  was  a  liberal 
proportion  of  colored  children.

She  had  gradii^ated  with  honor  also  from 
the  normal  training  school.  She  had  not  only  been  re- 
spected, but  even  regarded  with  affection  by  the  young 
white  women  in  her  classes.  Her  employment  as  a  teach- 
er was  simply  the  reward  of  inerit  and  high  character. 

Miss  Celia  Davis,  for  that  was  the  name  of  the,  up  to 
that  time,  most  fortunate  young  woman,  began  her  career 
as  a  teacher  under  the  most  flattering  circumstances. 
But  there  were  white  families  in  the  district  who  ob- 
jected to  Miss  Davis  instructing  their  children.  Petitions 
were  circulated  calling  upon  the  board  of  education  to 
reconsider  its  action.  The  board  acted.  Miss  Davis  was 
retired  and  the  "door  of  hope"  for  success  in  her  chosen 
profession  was  closed  forever.  The  harrowing  thought 
of  years  of  work,  of  preparation  for  a  life  of  usefulness 
all  going  for  naught,  preyed  upon  her  mind.  She  entered 
a  decline  and  in  less  than  a  year  and  a  half  died  of  a 
broken  heart.

A  CENTER  OF  CRIMINALITY. 

In  Chicago  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  organ- 
ize a  vigilance  committee  lor  the  prevention  of  crime, 
the  detection  of  criminals  and  to  facilitate  the  course  of 
justice  in  their  punishment.  The  organization  is  called 
the  "anti-crime  committee"  and  it  will  operate  in  con- 
nection with  the  police  department  and  the  courts. 

Chicago  has  become  the  city  of  refuge  of  almost  all 
classes  of  criminals,  and  while  the  police  department 
♦  here  is  one  of  the  best  organized  and  one  of  the  most  ef- 
ficient in  the  country,  it  seems  unable  to  cope  with  the 
♦ask  before  it. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  things  about  Chicago  is 
the  fact  that  while  the  city  government,  from  the  stand- 
point of  civic  honor,  and  freedom  from  taint  of  "boodle" 
and  boodleism,  is  one  of  the  cleanest  in  the  country,  the 
sociological  conditions  are  such  as  to  foster  crime,  and 
to  protect  the  criminal  to  a  larger  degree  than  in  any  other 
dty  in  the  country.

The  crime  is  believed 
to  have  been  due  to  despondency  over 
the  Impoverished  condition  of  the  fam- 
ily jiurse  and  the  near  approach  of 
.Christmas. 

The  crimes  were  extraordinary  in 
their  thoroughness  and  there  was  evi- 
dently no  mishap  in  their  enactment. 
The  wife  was  killed  flrst,  while  sleeping 
tit  her  husbands  side  in  bed,  two  of  tiie 
children  were  killed  as  thty  ran  hither 
and  thither  through  the  house  in  the 
darkness  of  early  morning,  endeavoring 
to  esc«pe  their  merciless  parent.  Tho 
third  child  was  killed  in  Its  bed  after 
Its  older  brother  and  sister  had  been 
lulled. 

The  dead:  Rosecoe  \V.  Derby;  his 
wife.  Dell.i;  Harold,  aged  S;  Alicev 
aged  7;  Thomas,  aged  5. 

Derby  had  been  down  town  as  late  as 
11  oclock  Saturday  night  ostensibly 
chopping,  but  in  all  probability  secur- 
ing ammunition  for  his  revolver.  When 
he  got  home  his  wife  and  he  talked  with 
a  neighbor  who  had  been  calling  over 
the  approacing  festival.  Derby  seemed 
pale  and  nervous.  Shortly  after  his  ax- 
Tlval  at  home  the  neighbor  left  and 
the   Derby  family   went   to  bed. 

Mrs.  Derby  was  shot  to  death  tn  bed, 
two  bullets  having  been  fired  into  her 
forehead  and  a  third,  probably  fired 
after  the  children  had  been  extermin- 
ated, in  the  back  of  the  neck.  Airs. 
Derby  probably  was  killed  during  sleep, 
the  expression  on  her  face  showing  no 
elgn  of  a  struggle,  and  it  was  calm  an  2 
peaceful.

Did  yon  fvc>r  wonder,  when  you  hnnjr  up 
yotir  stockinu  on  Christmas  Kve.  whnt  other 
Ilttlf  jflrls  and  boys  all  over  the  world  were 
dolnjr?  Perhaps  you  thlok  that  they  are  all 
hnnf?!ntf  up  their  stoeklDKS.  too;  ftolns;  to 
Bleep  Just  as  you  do,  sure  than  Santa  Claus 
will  come  pattering  orer  the  roofs  with  his 
"elRht  tiny  reindeer,"  and  fllllng  your  stock- 
ings with  all  sorts  of  delightful  things  whll* 
you  sleep. 

No,  Indeed!  If  yon  were  a  little  German 
child,  Mvlnjf.  perhaps,  near  the  great  city  of 
Munich,  you  would  not  be  hanfflng  np  that 
»tookinB  with  so  much  certainty.  St.  Nlch- 
ola.*  Eve  Is  a  very  Important  occasion  there. 
At  six  o'clock  there  Is  a  preiU  trampling  and 
ringing  of  hellsi  outside  the  door,  and  then  a 
knock,  and  In  comes  Santa  Claus  himself— 
Pt.  .Mcholas,  as  they  call  him  there,  some- 
times. That  Is  only  another  of  his  names;  he 
has  a  great  many.  He  Is  rosy,  white  haired 
and  smiling,  and  wt>arp  a  suit  of  fur.  with  a 
Mg  cap.  He  greets  everybody  cheerfully,  and 
calls  each  child  by  his  or  her  name.  Every 
one  ho  asks:— "Have  yon  been  good  this  rear, 
little  C.retchen  (or  Hans,  or  Peter)?"  If 
Gretchen  says  "yes"  she  gets  cakes  or  fruit, 
and  Is  asked  what  she  wants  for  a  Christmas 
gift.  If  she  says  "no"— and  every  child  must 
tell  the  truth  to  St.  Nicholas-she  gets  a 
scolding  aud  no  gifts  at  all. 

Then  St.  Nicholas  goes  mnrrlly  awnv  to 
some  other  hous«>  to  question  the  children 
there.  On  Chri.stmas  day  the  promised  gifts 
come  and  the  children  are  told  that  the 
Christ-Child  brought  them. 

St.  Nicholas  is  always,  wherever  he  Is 
found,  the  servant  of  the  Chrlst-Chi'd.  In 
Northern  Germany  they  call  him  "Knecht 
Rupert"  ("Servant  Rupert").  He  comes  on 
Christmas  Eve,  knocks  on  the  doors,  say- 
ing that  the  Chrlst-Chlld  has  sent  him.  He 
Is  dressed  In  fine  clothes,  big  boots,  enormous 
bat  and  wears  a  flaxen  wig.  He  carries  a 
pack  of  presents  on  his  back. 

In  South  Austria  all  the  children  of  the 
town  gather  In  the  church  on  Chrlslmas  Eve. 
Presently  St.  Nicholas  comes,  walking.  In 
the  robes  of  a  bisiiop.  An  angel  in  white 
walks  on  either  side,  carrying  cake  and  nuts. 
Behind  them  come  strange  flgures  chained  to- 
gether; they  wear  fantastic  costumes  aud 
have  biack  faces. 

St.  Nicholas  and  the  angels  go  Into  the 
church,  but  the  devils  stay  outside. 

St.  Nicholas  calls  np  every  chi'd  In  the 
church  and  asks  how  he  has  behaved  that 
year.  If  he  has  been  good  he  gets  the 
usual  cake  and  nuts. 

After  this  the  nglv  demons  come  In  and 
dance  around  the  children,  but  not  to 
touch  them.  All  the  children  go  home. 
They  put  baskets  or  dishes  on  the  window 
Pill,  say  their  prayers  very  solemnly,  and 
go  to  sleep.  In  the  morning  some  one  has 
filled  the  baskets  with  gifts. 

The  little  French  peasant  children,  who 
w.  iir  heavy  wooden  shoes,  put  these  inside 
the  f.nder  at  night  and  St.  Nicholas  puts 
the  gifts  In  them.

I  \\'ith  his  (rect  figrure,  white  hair  and 
{lowing  beaid,  Mr.  Stanchfield  is  a  fine 
!  example  of  tlie  old  pioneer,  that  class 
of  men  to  whom  Minnesota  owes  so 
much — one  of  the  men  who  dared  face 
privations  a.ad  perils  to  open  the  path- 
way for  ci\  ilization;  oire  of  the  men 
who  fought  their  way  through  the 
woods,  swimming  streams  aiid^uttinjr 
paths  through  the  forest,  all  the  time 
being  compelled  to  keep  watch  for 
treacherous  Indians  who  lay  in  wait 
to  kill  them  on  sight. 

In  the  old  days  of  1847,  when  the  In-  j 
dians    still     'ought    with    the   silent   ar- 
row,   and    followed    the    pioneers    with 
stealthy  treid  through  the  foresls  ane'. 
over   the   pl.iins,    Mr.    Stanchlield   made  j 
his  first  trip  north  of  Minneapolis,  then 
known  as  St.  Anthony,  up  the  Mississ-  | 
ippi   to   Run   river  and  diseovered   th'- 
va.st  forests  and  on  account  of  his  re-  , 
port  many  i  eople  hastened  w  estvvaru  to  ! 
settle  on  the  rich  timber  land  which  ho 
described. 

CAPITALL«TS  ARE  ATTRACTED.  | 
A  second  trip  made  by  Mr.  Stanch-  1 
field  up  Crow  Wing  river  in  the  fall  of 
the  same  year  also  attracted  such  wide- 
spread attention  in  the  East  that  cap- 
italists hastened  to  purchase  tlie  land 
and  cut  the  timber. 

The  story  of  the  two  trips  is  best 
told   in   Mr.   Stanchfield's  own   words. 

"I  made  the  first  trip  up  the  Miss- 
issippi from  St.  Anthony  in  IS47,"  he 
said,  "and  I  am  sure  that  I  was  the 
first  white  man  who  ever  went  north 
of  Minneapolis.  Two  capitalists,  Caleb 
Gushing  and  Franklin  Steele,  both  of 
Boston,  came  to  this  region  in  the 
spring  of  tliat  year  and  engaged  me  to 
make  an  exploring  trip  north. 

"I  agrreed  to  their  proposition.  They, 
as  well  as  others  of  my  friends,  advi?ed 
me  to  take  an  armed  force,  for  fear  ot 
an  attack  by  Indians.  I  replied  that  T 
would  be  ir  more  danger  by  having  an 
armed  forci?  with  me  than  I  would  be 
with  two  h  ilf-breeds  to  row  the  canoe 
I  intended   to  travel  in. 

"I  engag-td  two  half-breeds,  Charles 
Manock  and  Severse  Bottineau,  and  ar- 
ranged with  them  to  remain  with  me 
until  the  entire  trip  was  finished. 

"We  started  from  the  east  bank  of 
the  Missisfippi  early  in  the  morning. 
Our  starting  place  was  where  the  rail- 
road bridge-  now  crosses  the  river  to 
the  island.  As  we  rowed  into  the  cen- 
ter of  the  river  we  were  liailed  by  a 
number  of  settlers,  who  asked  us  liow 
long  we  expected  our  canoe  to  la-^t. 
They  said  that  before  a  week  was 
passed  the  bottom  would  be  stove  in  by 
sunken  log;?. 

GUIDES    WOULD    DESERT. 

"We  journeyed  up  the  river  for  sev- 

days,    when    the    two    half-bieeds 

bcame  discouraged  anel  plotted  to  take 

the  canoe  and  provisions  with  which  it 

was  stocked   and  return. 

"I  heard  them  and  made  up  my  mind 
to  thwart  them.  I  knew  if  I  failed  in 
my  undertaking  I  would  never  be  ablt^  i 
to  find  employment  in  this  section  ot  j 
the  country  again,  so  decided  if  the  | 
worst  cann^  to  the  worst  I  'would  com-  j 
pel  them  to  obey  me.  j 

"I  was  well  armed — had  two  rifle  pis-  j 
tols,  in  fact — and  was  a  hearty,  stronsj  j 
young  man,  well  able  to  take  care  of  i 
myself  in  r   tussle. 

"The  morning  after  their  conversa- 
tion about  returning,  I  arose  early  and 
woke  the  two  half-breeds.  I  tolel  T^Ian- 
oe-k  to  gt^t  brerakfa?t  ready  and  I  would 
return  shortly.  I  left  the  camp  and 
walked  about  two  miles  to  the  nerth- 
west,  whei  e  I  could  see  a  hill  with  sev- 
eral l;ill  trees  on  top  of  it.  After  reach- 
ing the  hill  I  climbed  one  of  the  trees, 
and,  looking  into  the  distance,  I  could 
see  what  loseinbled  a  great  forest, 
stretching  away  as  far  as  the  eye  could 
reach. 

"I  came  down  the  tree  and  returned 
to  camp.  After  breakfast  I  told  the 
two  half-breeds  that  if  they  wished  to 
return  to  St.  Anthony  they  could  do  so, 
but  they  ^vould  have  to  wait  until  the 
following  morning.  I  spoke  to  them  in 
such  a  way  tliey  knew  1  would  not  let 
them  trifle  with  me,  so  they  agreed.

One  of  my  half-breeds  could 
understand  the  language  spoken  by  the 
Indians,  so  we  got  along  with  them  all 
right.

Cora  Latshaw  Given  New 

Trial  By  District  Court 

Judges. 

Judges  Enslgji,  Cant  and  Dlbell,  of  dis- 
trict court  have  reversed  the  order  of 
Municipal  Judge  Wlndom,  denying  the 
motion  of  Cora  Latshaw  for  a  new  trial 
and  the  Spalding  hotel  typewriter  case  is 
again   open   for   legal   settlement. 

The  action  was  originally  brought  in 
municipal  court  by  Mrs.  Latshaw  against 
Annie  Jones  to  recover  on  some  promls-  ; 
sory  notes  given  by  the  latter,  in  buying 
out  Mrs.  Latshaws  business  and  good  will 
as  .stenographer  at  the  Spalding  hotel. 

The  defense  was  made  that  the  business 
was  not  such  as  would  warrant  the 
amount  claimed  by  Mrs.  Latshow.  and  a 
verdict  wa*;  rendered  for  the  defendant. 
Mrs.  Latshaw  moved  for  a  new  trial, 
which  motion  the  court  denied,  and  8h« 
then    appealed    to    district    court. 

In  the  memorandum  filed  with  order 
reversing  the  decision  of  the  municipal 
court,  tne  judges  state  that  a  certain 
letter  from  Mrs.  Latshaw  in  September 
of  last  year  Is  insufficient  to  be  conald 
ered  as  a  release  of  the  obligation  en- 
tered Into,  and  that  even  were  the  letter 
sufficient  for  that  purpose  It  was  not  en- 
ough that  the  defendant  should,  at  the 
end  of  thirty  days  after  the  plaintiff's  re- 
turn to  the  ciiy,  feecretly  entertain  the 
opinion  "that  the  business  and  good  will 
were  not  worth  the  amount  of  the  t^aid 
notes."  The  court  holds  that  It  was  in 
anv  event  necessary  that  she  notify  Mrs. 
Latshaw  of  such  claim  or  opinion,  if  any 
such    was   entertali*ed.

Chicago,  Dec.  22.— Two  highwaymen

having  secured  any  booty.  The  car 
was  attacked  within  two  blocks  of  the 
town  hall  poHoe  station,  and  the  score 
of  passengers  were  thrown  Into  a  panic.

CARNEGIE  ISSUES  WARNING 

AGAINST  BUYING  ON  MARGIN 

Says  This  Sort  of  Speculation  Is  the  Parasite  of 
Business,  and  He  Hopes  That  Pittsburg  Business 
Men  Will  Quit  It

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington,  Dec.  22.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— J.  Adam  Bede  has  returned  to 
Washington  from  Boston,  where  he  was 
the  guest  of  Congressman  Gardner  and 
the  famous  Essex  club  at  a  banquet  given 
by  that  organization  on  the  night  of  Dec. 
19.  Mr.  Bede  was  one  of  the  leading 
speakers  at  the  diimer,  and  during  the 
course  of  his  remarks  touched  upon  reci- 
procity with  Canada.  He  did  not  make 
this  his  principal  theme,  however,  but 
dwelt  upon  it  incidentally  and  says  his 
remarks  stumed  to  full  upon  fertile 
ground.  He  told  his  Boston  auditors  that 
Minnesota  was  chiefly  interested  in  se- 
curing reciprocity  trade  relations  with 
Canada,  most  particularly  with  regard 
to  wheat.  Tlie  great  milling  interests  of 
the  North  Star  state  hud  now  reached  a 
point  where  it  was  found  almost  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  continue,  to  mix  hard 
Canadian  wheat  with  that  of  the  softer 
variety  grown  further  south  in  order  to 
obtain  best  results.

Dates  i-ar  back. 

Ftw  pvi'plo,  perhaps,  realize  how  im- 
lucr.s.jo  "J  13  lilt-  cu.slora  of  keeping  Uons 
in  eapiiviLy.  V.  t-  hrst  read  ot  them  In 
liisluiy  Hri  tx'iug  kept  l)y  Assyrian  kings 
lor  purputit-s  of  sport,  as  when,  more  tlian 
Suw  years  ago,  'liglatli  I'lK-sor  hoasta  of 
having  slain  "in  the  luliness  of  his  man- 
ly might"  y.U  of  these  animals;  or  whtn. 
a  few  centuries  later,  Assurl>anipal,  his 
Euccessor  o!i  ttie  Assyrian  throne — the 
efftminate  Sardananpulus  of  the  Greek 
logciKl— makes  similar  vaunt.  Assyriolo- 
gists  tell  us  that,  though  some  of  tliose 
victims  may  liave  betn  fiain  in  open  field 
or  orgunizid  hattlt-.  yet  others  were 
brought  into  the  royal  hunting  fields  in 
cagea»— captive  beasts  wiiose  teeth  hnd 
betn  carefully  drawn  out  or  filed  down, 
80  as  to  render  tlu-m  imapaole  of  hurting 
the  royal  sportsman— and  thtn  let  loose, 
poor,  toothles.s.  or  almo.st  toothless, 
wretches,  to  fall  Ix'neath  the  kingly  spear. 
Oriental  sculptures  still  sjiow  us  graphic 
representations  of  the  unhappy  beasts 
being  reluctantly  drivt-n  out  from  Iheh- 
barred  capes  to  .satisfy  the  Eastern  mon- 
arch's thirst  for  blood.  At  Rome  and 
Constantinople  lions  wore  kept  for  a  very 
different  purpose--a  purpose  sure,  soonT 
or  later,  to  result  In  their  being  kept  as 
objects  of  curiosity.  In  the  Middle  Ages 
the  keeping  of  captive  Uons  received  a  de- 
cided impulae  from  the  crusading  move- 
ment.      Every   crusader  passing  through 


Ccnstantinople  on  his  way  to  the  Holy 
Land  must  iiave  heard  of  the  Kmperor 
Alexius'  lions;  and  a  contemporary  cnron- 
icler,  who  lias  unrivaled  opportunities  of 
getting  information,  mentions  tliat  in  IIW 
Die  L.oinbard  or  Aquitanian  pilgrims  en 
raged  the  emperor  by  slaying  turee  of  his 
pet  lions,  and  sending  liia  small  drove  of 
itopaid.s  scurrying  orf  over  the  wails  of 
j  the  imperial  city. 

The  most  pathetic  story  in  all  crusading 
1  literature  ttUs  how  an  Aquitanian  noble 
.  during  the  First  Crusade  rescued  a  lion 
I  that  was  in  peril  of  his  life,  and  how  th,; 
lion,  in  gratitude,  followed  him  about 
wherever  iie  went,  refusing  to  quit  his 
side  till  tht;  moment  came  for  the  pilgrim 
t<.»  embark  upon  his  sliip  for  home.  Steal- 
ing away  from  his  brute  companion,  Gof- 
fler  de  la^  Tors— for  so  was  the  lion's  mas- 
ter named— managed  to  get  on  board  with- 
out his  companion;  but  as  tiie  sliip  was 
sailing  off  the  lion  caught  sight  of  hi-3 
friend  and,  plunging  into  the  water,  swam 
straight  out  to  sea  till  he  was  drowned. 
From  crusading  days  it  would  seem  that 
almost  every  great  monarch  had  his  own 
lion,  or  if  not  a  lion  some  other  strange 
beast.  Tame  lions  were  used  as  royal 
gifts  when  popes  or  monarchs  wished  to 
sliow  special  honor  to  each  other.  Bald- 
win I,  king  of  Jerusalem,  sent  Alexius 
two  tame  lions  from  the  Holy  Land— per- 
haps to  take  the  place  of  those  whom  the 
Lombard  Crusaders  of  1101  had  slain. 
Lonlface  VIII,  when  he  wished  to  con- 
ciliate the  Florentines  in  a  very  special 
manner,  rent  them  a  "fine  j'oung  lion"— 
which  turned  ou  to  be  so  timid  a  beast 
that  it  could  not  hold  its  own  aarainst  a 
common  donkey,  which  attacked  the  king 
of  beasts  in  the  courtyard  and  kicked  hlra 


to    death    with    his    heete.       An    English  { 
writer,    living   in   the   early  part       of   th(^  { 
thirteenth   century,    relates   that   the   king  ; 
oJ    France  in  iiis  time— presumably  Pliiup  j 
Augustus— had  tame  lions  among  his  coi-  | 
lection  of  wild  beasts  near  or  in  the  wood  ■ 
oi  V'lncennes;  and  the  account  rolis  of  the  i 
French  sovereigns  a  few  years  later  (123J  \ 
A.  D.  and  1304  A.   D.)  show  us  that  Louis 
IX   and   Philip    the    Fair    had    a     regular 
otticer— Leonerius— to  look  after  the  royal  ! 
liens,   with  an   allowance'  of   four  soldi   a 
day   for   his   chargers'    food  and   a  some- 
what   uncertain    pension    for    himself. 

So  far  as  England  is  concerned,  it  is  ex- 
tremely probable  that  Henry  I  kept  lions 
in  his  menagerie  in  Woodstock;  and  it  is 
certain  that  less  than  200  years  latirr  the 
fashion  of  keeping  these  pets  had  l)Ccome 
so  widely  diffused  among  royal  person- 
ages that  the  English  close  rolls  show  us 
that  Edward  II,  when  prince  of  Wales, 
actually  carted  a  pet  lion  about  with  him 
from  place  to  place  in  his  Scotch  cam- 
paign of  1302-3;  and  the  entries  of  pay- 
ment to"  Adam  of  Dichlield.  keeper  of  the 
"prince's  lion,"  for  no  small  item  in  the 
royal  expenses.  The  royal  lions  were  gen- 
erally confined  in  the  "Tower  of  London, 
and  "their  charges,  together  with  those  of 
their  keeptr,  Peter  of  Montpelier,  were 
paid  by  the  sheriffs  of  London— out  of  the 
money  they  owed  to  the  king  for  the 
•■ferm"  of  the  city,  whenever  this  source 
of  supply  had  not  been  drained  dry  hy 
other  calls.  In  these  days  the  lion's  food 
seems  to  have  cost  6d  a  day,  while  the 
keeper  got  only  l^d  'o^  his  trouble 
Doubtless,  however,  the  latter  made  a 
profit  out  of  the  meat.  As  the  years 
went  on  the  number  of  lions  In  the  tower 
seoms  to  have  increased  till  the  year  1-137. 


when  a  rare  contemporary  chronicle  has , 
the  following  significant  query:     "In  this 
year  dyde  (died;  alle  the  lions  that  wareii  | 
in  the  Tower  of  London— the  whiche  was  i 
nought  (not)  seen  In  no  mannys   (man's) 
tyme  before  out  of  mynde."    Nor  were  the 
Scotch  kings  of  the  fifteenth  century  be-  | 
hind  their  English  brethren  in  their  nare 
for    "royal    beasts."      James    II    of    Scot- 
land—the  Stewart   "of  the   Fiery  Face'  — 
had  a  pet  lioness,  and  his  great-grandson, 
James  V,  the  disguised  hero  of  Sir  Wal- 
ter Scott's   "Lady  of  the  Lake,"   had  an- 
other. 

The  captive  lions  of  mediaeval  days 
seem  often  to  ha^'e  lieen  very  ger.tle- 
hearted  beasts..  ViUami  tells  the  tale  how 
some  six  years  before  Dante's  birth  the 
tame  ItOn  whiclj  the  Florentines  kept  hard 
by  the  Piazzi  of  Skn  Giovanni  got  loose 
Into  the  streets  and  actually  seized  hold 
of  a  child,  butjvas^o  scared  by  the  bustle 
round  him  that  hclet  the  child's  moi;her 
take  it  from  his  grasp  without  doing  any 
harm  to  either.  Further  East  the  lion 
was  actually  used  for  hunting  purposes. 
Osama,  the  Syrian  Emir.  who.  borr  in 
the  year  beforej the, First  Crusade  started 
did  not  die  till  the  year  after  Saladin  hatl 
reconquered  Jerusalem,  saw  at  Damasicus 
a  lion  which  had  been  trained  by  its  own- 
er to  play  the  part  of  a  public  highway- 
man. Its  master  would  take  it  out  into 
the  high  roads  that  lay  outside  the  "(Jar- 
den  of  the  FJast"  and  set  it  on  to  attack 
the  passersby.  The  vizier  of  Damascus, 
hearing  this  i^fran^e  story,  had  the  lion 
brought  before  him  and  confronted  ^rlth 
an  ordinary  ram.  iwhen.  strange  to  say. 
the  "king  of  beasts"  lost  heart,  drew  taok 
and  finally  fled  precipitately.  Osama,  ^rho 
was  standing  by,  burst  out  into  lauerhlng, 


while  the  vizier  gave  orders  for  the  lion 
to  be  captured  and  slain  offhand  as  an 
ignoble  specimen  of  his  tribe.  A  similaj- 
scene  was  enacted  some  500  years  later 
when  our  English  King  James  I.  along 
with  his  two  sons.  Prince  Heary  and 
Prince  Charles  (afterward  Charles  I), 
then  a  boy  of  8,  went  to  the  tower  to  see 
the  lions  there  matched  against  "  a  great 
fierce  bear  that  had  latelv  killed  a  child." 
Not  a  single  Hon  of  the  "whole  menagerie 
coud  be  got  to  face  the  shaggv  stranger 
squarely,  and  when  the  bear,  of  its  own 
accord,  came  hastily  out  of  a  corner  to 
■meet  the  last  pair  of  lions  turned  out 
upon  him  they  began  to  "skip  up  and 
down  and  fearfully  fled  from  the  bear;" 
and  at  last,  "not  willing  to  endure  anv 
fight,"  finally  "scurried  oft  in  terror  to 
their  own  d;n  for  safety."

Was  an  unknown  quantity.  Concerning 
the  coinage  systein  of  ancient  Kgypt — 
after  this  era— we  have  little  or  no  know- 
ledge, but  their  standard  of  value  was 
probably  the  "outen"  'or  "ten"  of  copper, 
which  was  circulated  in  the  shape  of 
blocks  nr  bricks  and  measured  by  wwlglit.

A  PANORAMA  OF  BEAUTY.

Even  in  winter  with  the 
sun  sparkling  on  the  ice  and  snow  it  is  a 
charming  spectacle  of  weird  btautv.  Du- 
luth is  without  doubt  the  Zenith  City; 
the  triumph  of  the  Northwest. 


Just  imagine  being

"The  pianos  are  carried  by  the  na- 
tives, who,  although  seldom  weighing 
more  than  140  pounds  and  rarely  belrg 
o\er  5  feet  5  inches  in  height,  will  carr^ 
as  much  of  a  burden  as  a  burro,  an.J 
sometimes  more.  It  is  a  common  sight 
in  those  countries  to  see  one  of  tncs<* 
little  fellows,  with  a  load  weighing  ft.lly 
200  pounds,  suspended  from  the  back  oi 
his  neck,  going  along  at  his  ptculiar 
jogging  gait,  at  the  same  time  urging 
forward  a  burro. 

"The  regular  price  for  carrying  a 
piano  from  Guayaquil,  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  to  Quito,  the  capital  of  Ecuador, 
a  distance  of  320  miles,  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Andes,  is  20  sucres,  which  irf 
equivalent  to  about  $10  in  United  .-xtale,^ 
money.  To  engage  the  men  to  take  tti.; 
piano  to  Quito  is  a  comparatively  eas:' 
taj=k,  as  there  are  alwayg  hundreds  of 
tliem  lounging  about  the  principal 
square  in  GuayaquiL 

"All  you  have  to  do  is  to  tell  the  first 
native  you  meet  of  your  desire,  and  ha 
will  immediately  call  together  a  dozen 
of  his  comrades,  as  willing  and  eager 
to  undertake  the  long,  arduous  journey 
as  if  it  were  for  two  blocks  Instead  of 
nearly  4CK)  miles  of  the  most  difficult, 
desolate  and  Godforsaken  country  on 
the  face  of  the  earth. 

"The  men  will  quickly  secure  a  polo, 
twenty-five  feet  long  and  about  five  in- 
ches In  diameter,  of  tough  bainboo 
wood,  to  the  mlddlf  of ,  which  they  will 
strap  the  piano  in  s^ch  a  way  tha'. 
about  eight  feet  of  the  pole  will  projec; 
from  each  end.  Then  slit  men  take  their 
places  at  either  end,  swing  the  i)ole  on 
their  shouders,  and  fway  they  go  at  a 
dog-trot  on  their  long  trip. 

"The  first  seventy  miles  between 
Guayaquil  and  Uie  mountains  i.s 
through  a  low,  lex'jel  country,  and  this 
section  is  covered 'in  little  more  Ihaji 
two  days.  But  after^  this  country  i;? 
passed  the  route  lies  tjirough  the  main 
range  of  the  And**,  continually  going 
upgrade  for  240  miles  U«fore  they  reach 
the  top.  '.       ^ 

"The  240  miles  Is  traveled  along  nar- 
row paths,  which  at  their  very  widest 
are  not  over  thirty  Inches,  frequently 
narrowing  down  to  eighteen.  At  inter- 
vals of  about  200  feet  are  pa.ssing  place->, 
about  five  feet  wide  and  twenty  feet 
long.  These  paths  for  mile  after  mil>J 
run  along  ravines  of  tremendous  depth, 
where  one  misstep  would  send  one  down 
1000  feet  or  more.  Sometimes  the  paths 
are  just  barely  wide  enough  to  get  the 
piano  through. 

"When  the  day's  journey  is  finished 
the  men  make  preparations  for  their 
simple  meal,  which  usually  is  nothing 
more  than  flour  mixed  with  water  untu 
it  reaches  the  consistency  of  custard. 
This  Hour  is  carried  in  horns,  which  aic 
slung  over  the  back  after  the  style  c^ 
a  hunter's  horn.  And  it  is  on  food  of 
this  kind  that  these  natives  live  year  n. 
and  year  out. 

"After  this  meal  they  lounge  around, 
talking  and  smoking  cigarettes,  unlf; 
nightfall,  when  they  throw  themselves 
on  the  ground  for  their  night's  rest,  for 
thev  never  sleep  in  a  bed  from  o"e 
year's  end  to  the  other.

A.s  liuman  nature  is  constituted,  the  pro«- 
perou.s  farmer  will  hesitate  much  longer 
before  paying  50  cents  for  a  really  valu- 
able government  book  which  his  neigh- 
bor, by  writing  early  to  Hon.  Mr.  So-and- 
So  secured  for  notldng.  than  over-paying 
$7  in  instalments  for  a  morocco-bound 
and  illustrated  manual  of  etlqiiette.  It 
may  lie  depended  upon  that  the  people 
who  bought  these  publications  really 
wanted  them,  and  the  reason  for  wanting 
thtm  is  u.sually  plain  enough. 

The  demand  for  the  ginseng  bulletin 
obviously  was  stimulated  by  the  very 
wide  exploitation  of  the  culture  of  this 
root,  which  was  a  feature  of  the  adver- 
tising v)ages  of  last  summer's  magazin«»s. 
The  department  of  agriculture  receives 
an  average  of  twenty-flve  letters  a  day 
from  citizens  who  want  to  try  their  hand 
at  ginseng  culturt^.  and  the  information 
put  Into  printed  form  has  given  the  btist 
answer  to  such  questions.  The  interest 
In  food  analysis  Is  undoubtedly  a  part  of 
the  present  popular  fondness  for  comput- 
ing the  percentages  of  carbohydrat'Js. 
fats  and  protelds  In  cverv  article  on  the 
table.  The  "Horse  Book"  and  "Cow 
Book"  are  those  which  it  has  been  hai-d- 
est  to  supply.  The  "Horse  Book"  espe- 
cially l.s  wanted  just  as  much  by  city 
stablekeepers  as  by  farmers  In  the  coun- 
try. It  does  not  aflord  the  usual  oppor- 
tunity for  trading  between  rural  and  ur- 
ban members.  The  superintendent  of 
documents,  however,  was  able,  by  offer- 
ing bundles  of  other  documents  In  (ex- 
change, to  secure  from  outside  book.sell- 
ers.  as  woU  as  congressmen,  about  1000 
copies  of  the  "Horse  Book"  and  800  of  the 
"Cow  Book."

The  catalogue  of  the  superintendent  of 
documents  has  author  and  sul)joct  index 
with  the  titles  in  the  same  alphabetical 
series  This  is  the  way  in  which  the 
books  of  a  library  would  l^e  indexed  in 
its  card  catalogue.

was  that  It  was  driven  by  a  boy  with- 
out a  coat.  The  diminutive  animal  so 
captivated  him  that  he  talked  about 
It  continually,  and  for  some  time  tried 
to  find  out  who  owned  the  horse.  At 
last  he  found  that  he  was  the  property 
of  a  butcher,  who  had  bought  it  for 
?20.  The  man  of  'blood"  learning  who 
wanted  to  buy  the  horse,  resisted  ail 
offers  until  they  reached  $300. 

Grant  purchased  the  white  pacer  and 
named  him  Butcher  Boy,  and  for  many 
a  day  might  be  seen  whirling  along 
behind  it  on  the  way  to  and  from  ihe 
White  Housie.  President  Grant  was 
freuyently  fined  for  fast  driving  in  tho 
city. 

September.  1879.  Getieral  Grant,  on 
his  trip  around  the  world,  arrived  at 
Pan  Francisco,  where  30  years  before 
he  had  gone  with  empty  pockets,  with- 
out friends,  not  knowing  where  he 
could  get  a  night's  lodging  or  a  break- 
fast. He  was  received  with  the  greatest 
honors.  Every  attention  that  could  be 
bestowed  upon  him. 

Knowing  him  to  be  a  great  lover  of 
the  horse,  a  matinee  was  given  at  Oak- 
land race  track  for  his  benefit.    A  purse 


of  $1000  was  olTered  for  any  horse  that 
would  beat  2:13  1-4,  which  was  the  re- 
cord of  Rarus  at  that  itme.  For  the 
prize  Orin  Hickox  entered  the  bay  geld- 
ing. St.  Jullen.  At  least  40,000  r)eoplc 
attended  the  matinee,  more,  of  course, 
to  see  General  Grant  than  the  horses. 
General  Grant  took  more  Interest  m 
the  horses  than  in  the  reception.  He 
visited  all  the  stables  and  examined 
the  horses  closely. 

When  St.  Jullen  appeared  on  the 
track  to  compete  for  the  $1000  General 
Grant  examined  the  horse  minutely. 
Hickox  went  up  the  stretch  and  came 
down  for  the  word.  The  horse  flew 
to  the  first  quarter  in  0:32  1-2;  to  the 
half  in  1:05  3-4.  When  half  around  tho 
upper  turn  we  could  see  from  the  stand 
that  the  horse  was  wabbling,  and  m 
spite  of  Hickox's  masterly  driving  the 
horse  went  to  a  tangled  break  and  lost 
so  much  time  it  seemed  impossible  for 
him  to  acomplish  the  trick.  At  the 
three-quarter  pole  the  horse  had  only 
31  3-4  seconds  to  cover  the  last  quartet 
and  win.

Washington,  Dec.  22.— It  is  understood 
on  good  authority  that  carefiii  polls  have 
been  made  of  the  Minnesota  house  dele- 
gation in  congress  on  the  questioxi  of  re- 
ciprocity with  Canada,  and  that  probably 
a  majority  of  the  members  are  against 
the  idea,  with  Tawney  and  Buckman 
leading.  Stcener.';on  Is  under.stood  to 
have  declined  at  present  to  commit  iiim- 
self.  Stevens  Is  said  to  be  against  recip- 
rocity, but  so  far  as  he  is  concerned  it 
lias  been  impossible  to  verify  the  report, 
nor  is  It  known  whicli  of  ihe  members 
not  named  here  favor  reciprocity  and 
which   oppose   It. 

It  is  said  that  when  the  reciprocity 
movement  gets  under  good  headway  in 
the  state,  the  members  of  the  delegation 
wiio  oppose  it  will  say  that  reciprocity 
is  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  millers 
in  Minneapolis,  and  that  the  common  peo- 
ple, and  especially  the  farmers,  are  not 
interested  In  it.  An  attempt  will  be  made 
by  those  opposed  to  reciprocity  to  line  up 
the  rural  citizens  against  it,  and  this 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  tlius  far 
sentiment  among  the  farmers  has  not 
taken  any  definite  form  either  for  or 
against  reciprocity,  so  far  as  reported 
here.

From  there  tiiey  went 
to  the  liouse  of  a  farmer  named  Chris- 
tlanson.  a  mile  and  a  q\iarier  Irom  the 
camp,  where  they  drank  about  half  of  the 
liquor..  They  left  Christianson's  about 
8:30,  intending  to  return  to  tho  camp,  but 
had  not  gone  far  before  Luckow,  Pope 
and  Johnson  became  stui)id  from  the  ef- 
fects <^»f  the  alcoh"!  and  could  proceed 
no  farilier.  MuUett  went  back  and  got 
a  hand  sled,  on  which  he  hauled  John- 
son to  a  I'lg  shack  near  by.  and  then 
returned  for  Pope.  Sunquist,  in  the 
meantime,  had  assisted  L.uckow  into  the  i 
building.  I 

MuUett  and  Sunquist  made  a  fire  in 
the  center  of  the  log  floor,  and  all  five 
lay  down  around  it,  leaving  the  door 
open  to  allow  the  smoke  to  escape.

LAKES  MENACE 
WINDY  CITY 

Harvard  Professor  Says 

That  Chicago  May  Be 

Submerged. 

Cambridge,  Mass.,  Dec.  22.— Professor 
William  R.  Davis  of  the  geological  de- 
partment of  Harvard,  who  has  been 
studying  the  geology  of  the  great  lake 
region  especially  about  Niagara  Falls, 
has  reached  the  conclusion  that  if  the 
present  tendencies  continue,  in  time  most 
of  Chicago   will   be   submerged. 

Professor  Davis  began  a  lecture  in  the 
university  museum  with  a  deecriptlon  of 
the  gorge  hewed  out  Ijy  the  Niagara 
cataract,  and  then  gave  an  account  of 
the  early  character  of  the  great  lakes 
region,  of  the  successive  advances  and 
retreats  of  the  Laurentide  ice  sheets  and 
of  th>3  gradual  evolution  of  the  great 
lakes  in  their  present  form  and  with 
their  present  system  of  drainage  Orig- 
inally the  lakes  drained  into  the  Missis- 
sippi! through  what  is  now  the  Illinois 
river,  but  with  the  gradual  physiographic 
changes,  the  northern  outlet,  became 
lower  than  that  at  Chicago,  and  the 
water  flowed  out  first  through  one  chan- 
nel and  then  through  another,  finally 
finding  its  way  over  an  escapment  be- 
tween Erie  and  Ontario,  through  which 
it    has    cut    the    Niagara    gorge. 

Estimating  that  the  cataract  baa  taken 
about  10.000  years  to  cut  back  to  its  pres- 
ent   location,    although    this    estimate    is

Dr.  Howard  S.  Straight,  who  attended 
Radder.  gave  the  cause  of  death  as  acute 
nephritis.  Medical  experts  say  that  this 
could  be  caus'-d  by  administering  some 
drug,  such  as  digitalis,  which  would  para- 
lyze the  action  of  the  heart.

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Dec.  22.— Ernest  W. 
Radder,  late  secretary  and  trsasurer  of 
the  Central  Trust  company,  who  died  Jast 
August,  was  a  forger  and  embezzler  to 
the  extent  of  thousands  of  dollars.  So  far 
$43,000  is  the  total  sum  officially  reported, 
but  it  is  tliought  the  steal  will  reach  nctar- 
ly  $100,000.  In  view  of  developments,  it  is 
suspected  his  death  was  due  to  suicide. 

For  some  time  prior  to  his  death  Rad- 
der had  been  secretary  of  the  Central 
Trust  company.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  the  city's  younger  business 
mtn.  He  was  admired  as  a  young  rnan 
who  had  made  his  way  from  a  humble 
station  in  life  to  a  position  of  trust  and 
considerable  Importance  in  the  loca' 
financial  world.  His  integrity  was  thought 
to  be  above  question.  There  had  ntvei 
been  a  breatli  of  suspicion  against  his 
reputation. 

As  secretary  of  the  Central  Trust  com- 
pany and  virtually  its  executive  oiTlcer, 
Radder  had  the  unlimited  confidence  of 
his   board   of  directors.

The  writer  adds  that  he  saw 
Harjes  at  once  and  threatened  to  turn 
the  account  over  to  the  Credit  Lyonaise, 
and  thereupon  Harjes  agreed  to  tell 
everything  good  he  could  about  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  company  and  the  affair, 
i'llfforts  through  other  sources  also  were 
made,  according  to  letters  and  cable- 
grams quoted,  to  counteract  the  effect 
of  various  reports  circulated  as  to  the 
impending  collapse  of  the  underwriting 
scheme  in  New  York.  In  one  of  the 
letters  from  Paris  addressed  to  Alex- 
ander &  Green,  Mr.  Alexander  is 
quoted  as  follows: 

"I  constantly  say  to  all  parties  that 
nothing  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  as- 
sisting the  underwriters  here  to  dis- 
pose of  their  bonds  unless  they  frankly 
come  forward  when  notified,  acknowl- 
edge their  liability  and  make  their  lirst 
payment,  when  all  hands  will  unite  in 
endeavoring  to  sell  any  bonds  they  may 
wish  to  dispose  of. 

"The  Viscomte.sse  Dandignea  sat  by 
me  at  dinner  last  night.  She  #as  some 
of  the  Scott's  Union  Iron  works  .stock, 
and  had  just  telegraphed,  refusing  to 
sell  It  except  for  a  higher  price.  I 
think  I  persuaded  her  that  It  would  be 
^ood  judgment  not  to  stand,  but  I  sug- 
gested to  her  that  perhaps  Scott  would 
make  her  an  offer  in  the  securities  of 
the  new  company,  which  will  be  good 
enough  to  be  attractive,  as  one  of  her 
difficulties  is  the  trouble  of  investing 
the  money  she  may  receive." 

In  another  letter,  dated  July  21,  signed

"I  do  not  care  to  express  any  opinion 
as  to  the  course  that  should  be  taken 
in  connection  with  the  water  and  light 
bonds,"  said  L.  N.  Case  this  morning, 
when  asked  concerning  the  proposed 
issue  of  150,000  bonds  for  the  exten- 
sion Oi  the  water  and  light  system. 

"The  facts  of  the  matter,  however, 
are  these;  During  the  past  few  years 
the  water  and  light  department  has 
accumulated  about  $50,000  or  $60,000  in 
surplus  profits.  During  the  past  year 
the  department  has  expended  $40,000, 
more  or  less,  on  extensions.  There  is 
an  issue  of  $40,000  bonds  authorized  but 
not  yet  placed  on  the  market.  These 
bonds  pre  for  the  purpose  of  reimburs- 
ing the  department  for  the  surplus 
profits  expended  on  extensions.  This 
new  issue  of  $50,000  is  to  take  care  of 
the  extensions  during    the  coming  year. 

•  There  are  just  three  things  that  can 
be  done  with  our  surplus  profits.  They 
can  be  expended  in  making  extensions 
to  the  system,  in  reducing  the  rates,  or 
in  creating  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  Ihe 
bonds  when  they  fall  due.  This  last 
course  cannot  be  taken  under  the  pres- 
ent charter  unless  it  is  amended. 

"It  is  for  the  board  of  water  and 
light  commissioners  to  decide  what 
shall  be  done  with  the  profits.  There 
are  many  arguments  on  both  sides  of 
the  question,  and  I  do  not  care  to  ex- 
press an  opinion  as  to  what  policy 
should  be  taken.  Whatever  policy  Is 
taken  by  the  board  will,  of  course,  be 
my  policy. 

"The  object  aimed  at  Is  to  make  each 
genenition  pay  its  share  toward  the 
!  building  up  of  the  water  and  light  de- 
partment. At  present  we  have  a  sys- 
I  tern  that  Is  for  the  most  part  amply 
sufficient  for  a  population  of  four  times 
the  present  population  or  the  city.  The 
1  question,  then,  is,  has  the  present  gen- 
eration done  its  share,  and  should  the 
profits  be  used  in  reducing  the  rates, 
j  or  IS  it  our  duty  to  provide  by  means  ot 
[a  sinking  fund  for  a  part  at  least  of 
the  bonds  which  will  mature  at  some 
future  date?  And  again,  should  the 
present  generation  pay  for  extensions 
out  of  the  surplus  profits,  or  should 
they  be  taken  care  of  by  a  bond  issue  ? 

"Tho-5e  are  the  questions  that  the 
board  and  the  people  at  large  have  be- 
fore them,  and  no  polity  has  been  an- 
nounced yet  by  the  board. 

"Another  point  to  be  considered  Is 
that  the  department  needs  a  working 
ca.pltal  of  about  $25,000.  There  is  con- 
suintly  on  our  books  a  large  list  of 
otustanding  accounts,  which  make.s  It 
necessary  to  have  that  much  more  cap- 
ital to  keep  the  business  running  prop- 
erly." 

Those  who  argTie  against  the  new 
bond  Issue  claim  that  the  department 
has  to  pay  4  per  cent  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  is  paid  but  l'^  per  cent  in- 
terest on  the  surplus  profits,  and  that 
it  would  mean  a  saving  of  ly^  per  cent 
to  the  city  in  interest  if  the  surplus 
profits  were  used  for  the  extensions  of 
next  year  in  place  of  the  money  from 
the  proposed   new  bond   issue. 

"I  prefer  not  to  say  anything  in  re- 
gard to  that  point,"  said  Mr.  Case, 
when  asked  concerning  it.  "That  is  a 
matter  of  policy  that  must  be  decided 
by  the  board  and  does  not  come  within 
my  province." 

The  new  bond  issue  Is  causing  con- 
siderable comment,  favorable  and 
otherwise,  and  the  report  of  the  coun- 
cil committee  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  water  and  light  commissioners  will 
be  awaited   with   Interest.

Washington,  Dec.  22.— The  govern- 
ment of  Honduras  finds  itself  confront- 
ed by  a  united  band  of  creditors  de- 
termined to  colect  the  millions  in  bonds 
that  the  country  has  steadily  refused 
to  pay,  on  one  pretext  or  another,  for 
more  than  thirty  years.  Just  now  it 
looks  as  If  complications  might  grow 
out  of  the  attempt  of  the  British  and 
French  bondholders  to  compel  the  gov- 
ernment to  come  to  some  kind  of  equit- 
able terms. 

Unless  Honduras  shows  a  disposition 
to  settle  its  large  outstanding  foreign 
debt,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  a  British 
warship  will  be  dispatched  to  the  coast 
to  make  the  demands  of  the  bondhola- 
ers  more  emphatic.  At  a  recent  meet- 
ing in  London  a  protest  was  framed 
and  sent  to  Honduras  calling  attention 
to  the  length  of  time  the  bond  debt 
had   remained   unpaid,   coupled   with   a

District  President  J.  D.  Nichols  of  the 
Scranton  district  was  a  minister  before 
he  became  a  labor  leader,  and  he  has 
been  an  able  and  forceful  advocate  of 
temperance  among  the  miners.  Presi- 
dent Dettroy  of  the  Hazelton  district, 
and  President  John  Fahy  of  the  Fottf- 
ville  district  have  observed  for  yeai-s 
the  baneful  effects  of  intoxicants  in 
their  ranks,  and  they  have  been  out- 
spoken in  backing  up  Mitchell's  ei- 
forts.  .     ^ 

The  leaders  believe  that  if  they  can 
get  the  miners  to  stop  drinking  their 
present  splendid  organization  will  prove 
simply  invincible  when  another  big 
strike  comes.  Shenandoah,  the  town

CANADIANS 
FEAR 

The  United  States  Will 

Force  Annexation 

on  Them. 


Strongly  Disapprove  Our 

Putting  Warships  In 

the  Lakes. 


Ottawa,  Canada,  Dec.  22.— It  is 
■tran&e  how  the  Idea  that  Canada  is  in 
danser  from  the  United  States  is 
•preadlng  even  among  men  of  broad, 
progressive  ideas,  familiar  with  the 
Ideas,  familiar  with  the  people  and  in- 
■titutioas  of  the  great  republic. 

Andrew  Holland,  a  member  of  the 
firm  who  furniBhfs  the  official  steno- 
arraphlc  reports  of  the  senate  of  Can- 
ada, in  a  letter  published  here,  review- 
ing Canada's  relations  with  the  United 
States,  sets  forth  that  years  ago  Amer- 
ican statesmen  adopted  and  still  main- 
tain "a  well  defined  and  unswerving 
policy  towards  Canada,  and  that  is  to 
absorb  us  Into  the  Union  by  gentle 
pressure,  if  possible,  or  by  fraud  or  by 
force  if  necessary." 

He  feels  that  within  a  decade  Canada 
may  be  in  the  throes  of  a  life  and 
flealii  struggle  to  maintain  her  position 
under  the  British  flag  or  her  own, 
owing  to  the  enormously  productive 
power  of  the  United  States,  the  nee  es- 
•Ity  for  marltets,  especially  for  a  mar- 
ket in  Canada,  from  which  they  an- 
ticipate being  cut  out,  the  suggestion 
to  acquire  the  French  territorial  and 
fishing  rights  on  Canada's  Atlantic 
coast  and  In  the  mouth  of  the  Gulf  of 
fit.  Lawrence. 

Stress  is  laid  upon  the  undisguised  j 
■atisl'action  with  which  the  press  of 
the  northern  and  northwestern  states  i 
view  "the  Americanization  of  the  Can- 
adian Northwest"  by  the  settlement  of 
thousands  of  United  States  citizens  on 
the  prairies  of  Canada;  all  these  facts 
point  in  the  same  direction' — to  "the 
ever  existing  danger  there  Is  in  relying 
on  the  honesty  of  purpose  and  friend- 
ship of  the  political  leaders  in  the  re- 
public." 

George  Holland  Is  not  of  the  same 
OT>ltiion.  In  an  address  to  the  Ottawa 
board  of  trade  the  day  before  the  letter 


referred  to  was  written  by  his  brother, 
George  Holland  asked,  for  instaaiue, 
whether  the  United  States  was  to  be 
considered  a  nation  of  freebooters,  who 
would  undertake  to  annex  Canada  by 
force  if  we  became  an  independent  na- 
tion? He  answered  in  the  negative, 
and  it  was  this  answer  which  drew 
forth  Andrew  Holland's  expres.sions  of 
opinion  above  mentioned. 

The  intimation  that  the  government 
sees  no  objertion  to  the  United  States 
placing  additional  navy  training  slilps 
on  the  lakes  has  elicited  strong  expres- 
sions of  disapproval  from  men  connect- 
ed with  the  defensive  forces. 

The  British  authorities,  who  have  the 
right  of  final  decision,  will  do  nothing 
without  Canada's  assent,  and,  as  the 
government  of  Canada  itself  desires  to 
place  training  ships  on  the  lakes  within 
the  next  year  or  two,  it  is  difficult  to  see 
on  what  ground  it  can  oppose  the  In- 
tention of  the  authorities  at  Washing- 
ton. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  while  the  alarm- 
ists make  a  great  outcry  about  what 
the  Americans  would  do  to  Canada  in 
the  lakes  region  in  case  of  war,  Canada, 
on  tlie  other  hand,  controls  the  entrance 
to  the  lakes  and  in  effect  holds  the  great 
lake  cities  of  the  Union  at  her  mercy. 
That  is  to  say,  while  the  United  States 
has  no  means  of  reaching  the  great 
lakes  with  fighting  ships  from  the  sea- 
board, British  gunboats  and  cruisers 
could  be  brought  up  to  bombard  Ameri- 
can cities,  destroy  American  commerce 
and  spread  ruin  far  and  wide,  and  while 
the  United  States,  with  all  her  resour- 
ces back  of  the  lakes,,  might  hold  suf- 
ticient  of  the  lake  region  to  enable  her 
to  create  a  new  navy  to  meet  the  in- 
vaders, in  the  meantime  the  damage 
would  have  been  done  and  incalculable 
loss  intlicted.

PRESIDENT 
TALKS 

To  Fifteen-Year-Old  Stu- 
dent of  the  Gov- 
ernment. 


Schoolboy  Gives  His  Im- 
pressions of  the  Chief 
Executive. 


Washington,  Dec.  22.— "I  saw  the 
president  of  the  United  States  this 
morning,"  said  James  G.  Card,  a  Cleve- 
land school  boy,  15  years  old,  who  is 
here  studying  cong-resa  and  other 
branches  of  the  government,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  senior  class  of  civics  in 
the  central  high  school  in  that  city. 

"The  thing  that  impressed  me  most 
about  him  was  his  memory.  A  few  days 
ago  Representative  Burton,  of  Cleve- 
land, told  the  president  he  Intended 
bringing  me  to  see  him. 

"This  morning  Mr.  Burton  took  me 
In  the  room  where  there  were  twenty 
or  thirty  other  people,  and  as  soon  as 
he  mentioned  my  name  the  president 
said:  'Oh,  yes,  this  is  the  high  school 
boy  from  Cleveland.  Why,  Mr.  Card,  I 
am  delighted  to  see  you.' 

"Then  he  told  me  that  he  would  not 
have  missed  seeing  me  for  a  good  deal, 
and  talked  with  me  about  the  school 
for  a  minute,  and  went  on  around  toe 
room  shaking  hands  with  other  people 
who  were  there.  Mr.  Burton  told  me  he 
had  just  mentioned  my  name  to  the 
president,  and  it  made  me  wonder  that 
a  man  who  is  so  busy  could  remember 
so  trilling  a  thing  as  my  visit. 

"I  watched  the  president  when  I  was 
waiting  there.  He  went  around  among 
the  people  and  spoke  first  to  those  he 
knew  and  was  very  pleasant  with  those 
he  had  not  met  but  who  were  intro- 
duced to  him. 

"He  struck  me  as  being  a  democratic 
and  very  strong  man.  He  gave  me  a 
good,  liard  grip  when  he  shook  hands 
with  me,  and  I  could  see  he  was  in  line 
health.    I  guess  he's  all  right. 

"I  heard  Senator  Bailey  and  Senator 
:  Spooner  speak  on  the  Cuban  reciprocity 
,  bill.  They  are  all  right.  Senator  Bailey 
Interested  me  a  whole  lot.  My  impres- 
sion of  him  was  that  he  knows  a  lot 
and  knows  he  knows  it,  and  is  pretty 
well  satisfied  with  his  position.  He 
does  not  care  whether  other  people 
think  the  way  he  does  or  not.  He  thinks 
he  IS  right,  and  that  is  all  there  13 
to  it. 

"Senator  Spooner  impressed  me  as  a 
man  who  knew  what  he  was  talking 
about.  Of  course,  I  am  not  far  enough 
along  yet  to  appreciate  the  fine  consti- 
tutional points,  but  I  was  much  im- 
pressed with  Mr.  Spooner's  speech. 

"When  I  went  into  the  house  I  was 
told  they  were  debating  the  pension  ap- 
propriation bill,  but  I  heard  them  talk 
about  the  tariff  and  Cuba  and  steel 
rails  and  a  lot  of  other  things.  I  did 
not  understand  how  these  things  had 
anything  to  do  with  pensions  until 
somebody  told  me  that  they  were  ju3t 
talking  for  effect  on  the  country. 

"The  most  interesting  thing  I  have 
discovered  in  the  house  Is  the  strength 
of  erafL" 

"What?"  asked  the  Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. 

"The  strength  of  graft.  Why,  four 
men  ran  the  house,  the  speaker  and  the 
Republican  members  of  the  committee 
on  rules." 

"But,"  It  was  suggested,  "graft  has 
not  anything  to  do  with  it." 

"Of  course  it  has,"  stoutly  asserted 
young  Mr.  Card.  "When  I  am  strong 
with  my  teacher,  haven't  I  got  a  graft 
on  him?" 

"O,  you  mean  personal  Influence,  per- 
haps. Down  there  the  word  graft  Is 
synonymous  with  dishonesty,  you 
know." 

"Is  that  so?"  asked  the  student. 
"Well,  I  guess  I  do  mean  personal  in- 
fluence. They  are  the  strong  men  in 
the  house,  are  they  not?" 

Card  will  meet  several  of  the  house 
and  senate  leaders  and  talk  with  them. 
When  he  returns  to  Cleveland  he  will 
make  a  full  report  of  what  he  has  seen, 
to  his  class,  which  elected  him,  after  an 
exciting  contest,  to  the  mission,  and 
pays  his  expenses.

Will  Wear  It  In  Silver 

Case  Around  His 

Neck. 

Springfield,  Mass.,  Dec.  22.— Dewey, 
a  well-behaved  fox  terrier,  whose  hom-* 
Is  In  Rye,  will  be  the  first  dog  honored 
with  a  regular  annual  railroad  pass. 
Dewey  has  been  a  traveler  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  roau 
for  several  years. 

Hitherto  he  has  been  deadheaded  or 
supplied  only  with  trip  passes,  but 
now  trainmen  along  the  line  have  made 
application  to  the  passenger  depart- 
ment for  an  annual.

St.  Petersburg,  Dec.  22.— William  J<!n- 
nlngs  Bryan  was  received  in  audience  by 
Czar  Nicholas  at  noon  yesterday.  The 
audience,  which  lasted  for  fifteen  min- 
utes, was  arranged  almost  on  the  spur  oi 
the  moment  by  Ambassador  AlcCormiok, 
who  until  Sunday  was  uncertain  as  to 
the  time  of  Mr.  Bryans  arrival  at  St. 
Petersburg. 

During  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Brj'- 
an,  hlB  majesty  expressed  in  the  most 
emphatic  manner  tne  feeling  of  frlendsliip 
entertained  by  him  and  by  the  Russian 
nation  for  the  United  States,  and  the 
hope  that  the  good  relations  wiiich  have 
always  existed  between  the  two  coun- 
tries would  never  be  disturbed.  He  gave 
evidence  of  the  deepest  interest  and  ac- 
quaintance with  affairs  In  the  United 
States. 

In  response  to  Mr.  Bryan's  inquiry 
concerning  the  progress  of  public  instruc- 
tions in  Russia,  his  majesty  gave  a 
minute  description  of  the  system  of  edu- 
cation in  the  Rus.slan  empire,  showing 
an  intimate  knowledge  of  educational 
methods  and  the  statistics  relating 
thereto.

Logging  Operations  Will 

Not  Be  So  Expensive 

This  Year. 


This  May  Cause  Greater 

Ou^ut  Than  Was  First 

Expected. 


**The  lumber  manufacturers  in  North- 
ern Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  and  Up- 
per Mi.hiRan,"  said  a  local  lumberman 
yesterday,  "went  into  the  woods  this 
past  fall  with  the  intention  of  cutting; 
fewer  logs  this  winter  than  in  previous 
seasons,  and  the  prospects  at  this  d-it^ 
are  that  they  will  not  change  their  in- 
tentions. 

'The  general  sentiment  among  manu- 

factui'ers   of   lumber    in   every   part   of 

the  Northern  Avhite  pine  district  is  li- 

ward  a  reduction  of  the  lumber  output, 
with  a  view  of  maintaining  prices.  It 
is  not  that  the  lumberman  desires  to 
get  out  less  lumber,  but  with  the  pre:i- 
ent  high  cost  of  stumpage  and  the  ex- 
pense of  getting  the  timber  out  he  13 
practically  compelled  to  shut  down 
some  of  his  operations. 

"With  pine  stumj>age  at  $6  per  1000 
feel  there  is  less  money  in  the  whole- 
sale lumber  business  than  most  peop'e 
outside  of  it  are  aware. 

"The  lumbermen  have  watched  very 
closely  the  financial  conditions  of  the 
country  and  they  have  realized  that 
values  of  securities  have  slumped,  and 
that  the  financing  of  new  enterprises 
for  some  time  to  come  will  not  be  s^o 
easily  accomplished  as  in  the  past  few 
years.  They  see  the  railroads,  car 
Bhops,  factories,  lake  transportatio.i 
companies,  iron  mines  and  promoters 
of  all  sorts  i>auslng  and  curtailing  ex- 
pen.ses.  and  while  the  farming  com- 
munities hJive  been  generally  prosper- 
ous, there  i.s  not  the  prospect  of  a  large 
demand  for  lumber  for  new  building 
enterprises. 

"It  is  the  fear  of  overstocking  that 
has  made  the  lumber  manufacturers 
wary  at  this  time,  and  they  are  less 
Inclined  to  take  chances  than  they  were 
when  stunipage  was  cheaper  and  tne.y 
could  afford  to  risk  more." 

The   lumbermen   claim   that   the  out- 


come   of    any    logging   season    depends 
largely  on  the  weather  conditions.  Last  j 
month  the  weather  was  generally  fav-  i 
orable  for  the  starting  of  camps,  mak-  } 
ing   roads,    cutting   and    skidding   logs,  i 
During    the   latter     part    of     the    past ! 
month    the   frost   began    to   harden    the  j 
ground  and  then  the  snow  came.  Most  i 
of  the  loggers  would  have  preferred  the  ) 
snow  to  have  come  a  few  weeks  farther  j 
off,  preceded  by  good  freezing  weather,  i 
but  most  of  the  wet  places,  small  lakts 
and  streams  in  the  logging  districts  are  ' 
now  pretty  well  ice  bound  and  will  bear 
up  loads.  I 

The  season  began  early,  and  as  it  1 
promises  to  be  long,  some  predict  that  j 
the  lumbermen  will  be  tempted  to  break  i 
their  resolutions  to  reduce  their  log  | 
output. 

One  of  the  important  factors  that  has 
had  a  tendency  to  induce  the  loggers  to 
heavier  operations  is  the  change  that 
has  taken  place  in  the  labor  situa- 
tion. 

Early  in  the  fall  labor  was  scarce, 
but  now  more  men  are  applying  for 
work  than  can  be  employed.  Wages 
have  dropped  from  $30  and  $35  per 
month  to  $20  and  $26.  and  some  em- 
ployers are  said  to  be  hiring  as  low  as 
$18  per  month. 

Since  places  are  more  difficult  to  se- 
cure, the  woodsmen  are  sticking  closer 
to  the  camps  this  winter  than  tljey  have 
before  in  many  years,  and  it  is  not 
likely  that  they  will  desert  the  camps 
in  any  great  numbers  this  year  to  cele- 
brate Christmas  festivities.  "^"^hen 
labor  Is  scarce,  work  at  the  camps  is 
usually  tied  up  or  hindered  for  about 
two  weeks  at  the  Christmas  holidays 
by  the  men  quitting  and  going  into  the 
towns  and  cities  to  spend  their  money. 

Taking  the  labor  situation  and  the 
lower  prices  of  provisions  into  consid- 
eration, the  cost  of  putting  in  logs  will 
be  materially  reduced  this  winter.  This 
consideration  may  possibly  have  a  ten- 
dency to  enlarge  operations  beyond 
:  what  was  first  Intended. 

j  Much  activity  is  claimed  for  Northern 
I  hardwood  districts,  and  it  is  said  that 
j  the  hardwood  lumber  output  will  be 
^^quite  large  this  coming  year.  Hard- 
j  wood  stocks  were  pretty  well  sold  out 
j  this  year,  and  there  will  be  no  surplus 
j  to  menace  the  market  for  the  new  cut, 
]  so  that  the  loggers  can  drive  ahead 
i  with  the  assurance  of  cheap  labor  and 
i  the  prospect  that  all  the  lumber  they 
turn  out  will  be  absorbed  by  the  mar- 
ket.

As      they    were    ascending    the  j 
southern    slope   of    the    mountain    their  | 
ears   were  startled  by   the   long-drawn  , 
howl  of  a  mountain  lion.  These  animals  | 
are   greatly    feared    in    this   portion    of  j 
the  country  on  account  of  their  blood- 
thirsty  ferocity   and    the   untiring   per- 
tinacity   manifested    in    running   down 
their    (juarry.     They    have    no    fear    of 
man.   and   boldly  attack  him   wherever 
met   with.     Fortunately   they  are   rare 
and  nearly  extinct. 

In  the  hurry  and  excitement  of  -the 
morning  Blackie  Tookson  had  forgotten 
his  pistol,  and  had  no  weapon  of  any 
kind  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
pocket  knife.

A  rescue  party  waa  organized  as  soon 
as  she  was  able  to  falter  out  her  fear- 
some story.  A  grewsome  sight  greeted 
them  upon  reaching  the  scene  of  the 
traigedy.  Blackie's  body,  mangled  al- 
most beyond  recognition,  was  still  warm 
but  life  was  quite  extinct.  Both  lions 
were  lying  near  him  quite  dead.  liis 
funeral  was  attended  by  thousands.  He 
slefci>s  in  the  quiet  graveyard  of  this 
jilace,  where  the  mockingbird  will  sing 
and  the  prairie  grass  wave  above  his 
upturned  face,  pole  with  that  strange 
pallor  which  death  alone  can  give,  but 
his  memory  will  never  be  forgotten.

That  "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive"  is 
one  of  the  greatest  truths  ever  uttered.  Much  has  been 
vritten  of  the  joy  of  giving,  but  very  little  of  the  acute 
agony  of  those  who  cannot  give.  The  case  of  the  Cleve- 
l?nd,  O.,  man  who  killed  his  wife  and  children  and  then 
committed  suicide  is  simply  an  exaggerated  instance  of 
the  unspeakable  licart  anguish  of  those  unable  to  give. 

The  Christmastide  brings  joy  into  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  homes.  The  very  atmosphere  vibrates 
with  the  all-pervasive  spirit  of  love  and  of  the  pleasur- 
able sell- sacrifice  inspired  by  love  and  duty.  Thousands 
upon  thousands — aye  millions — in  every  nation,whose  peo- 
ple recognize  the  cross  as  the  symbol  of  the  Creator's 
love  and  as  the  token  of  their  redemption,  at  this  recur- 
ring season  respond  heart  and  soul  to  the  angel  song 
that  signaled  to  the  world  the  birth  of  the  babe  at  Beth- 
lehem. Yet  while  our  hearts  thus  respond  and  while  our 
hands  are  upon  our  purses,  let  us  not,  when  we  are  "re- 
membering" those  not  likely  to  receive  much,  forget 
those  who  cannot  give.  Have  3-ou  seen  that  messenger 
boy  with  longing  eyes  looking  into  the  shop  window  and 
earnestly  thinking  how  he  would  like  to  do  something  for 
mother  a  little  more  magnanimous  than  usual?  Have 
you  thought  how  glad  it  would  make  his  heart  to  be  able 
to  give  little  sister  sonic  small  token  that  would  doubly 
exalt  him  as  a  hero  in  her  wondering  mind? 

Have  you  ever  experienced  a  Christmas  eve  when  you 
were  "broke"  and  when  you  wore  thinking  of  how  you 
would  like  to  give  to  a  dear  old  mother  or  a  devoted  sis- 
ter, or  perchance  to  a  loving  wife,  some  token  of  your  af- 
fection and  could  not  do  it?  Have  you  ever  walked  the 
streets  looking  in  the  windows  radiant  with  lights  and 
beaming  with  Santa's  smiles  and  thought  of  how  glad 
little  Ted  or  trusting  Anna  would  be  to  have  even  a 
top  pony  or  dog,  and  yet  had  not  the  money  to  get  them? 
Perhaps  your  case  has  not  been  so  extreme  as  all  that, 
but  whoever  you  are  unless  you  were  born  a  millionaire 
yon  can  appreciate  something  of  the  exquisite  torture 
and  misery  of  being  unable  to  give,  especially  when  giv- 
ing is  the  order  of  the  day.  Infinitely  greater  is  the  woe 
suffered  by  such  an  one  than  is  that  of  the  person  who  is 
not  likely  to  receive.

Let  us  not  forget  that, 
while  we  are  making  up  our  lists  and  knotting  our  brows 
over  the  disproportionately  small  size  of  our  "roll,"  the 
Stores  are  full  of  beautiful  and  useful  articles  with  a 
range  of  prices  that  will  conform  to  the  size  of  any 
prudently  expended  Christmas  allowance.

of  the  postoffice  department  by  men  seeking  dishonest 
advantage  in  connection  with  the  letting  of  contracts  for 
furnishing  supplies.  The  donation  of  stock,  the  division 
of  profits  and  the  granting  of  rake-offs  have  all  operated 
to  make  that  department  a  veritable  Augean  stable.  True, 
but  two  comparatively  obscure  clerks  have  been  con- 
victed and  some  of  the  big  rascals  may  even  go  unscathed 
of  punishment,  but  the  people  can  congratulate  them- 
selves that  the  stealing  has  at  least  been  checked..  Men, 
who  in  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  private  life,  might  have 
established  themselves  as  citizens  and  business  men  of 
standing  and  moral  decency  found  themselves  unable  to 
stand  the  test  of  probity  required  in  an  upright  official. 
They  were  taken  up  "on  the  high  mountain"  by  the  emis- 
saries of  Mammon  and  shown  the  possibilities  of  graft. 
They  fell  down  and  worshiped.  They  are  still  down, 
but  not  in  the  attitude  of  worship. 

Close  in  succession  in  the  past  few  years  have  come 
the  revelations  that  caused  the  downfall  of  Boss  Croker,  in 
New  York,  the  humiliation  and  summary  punishment  of 
Ames  and  his  companions  in  crime  in  Minneapolis,  the 
conviction  of  boodlers  in  St.  Louis,  the  overthrow  of  a 
corrupt  administration  in  Pittsburg,  and  the  wholesale 
indictment  and  conviction  of  bribers  and  bribed  in  Grand 
Rapids.  The  atmosphere  has  doubtless  been  greatly  clar- 
lied  in  all  these  places  and  the  men  who  have  fallen  under 
the  rod  of  chastisement  in  their  respective  localities 
should  for  years  to  come  serve  as  warnings  to  their  suc- 
cessors in  office. 

There  will,  of  course,  always  be  men  who  will  seek  to 
corrupt  public  officials.  There  will  always  be  some  weak 
and  some  wicked  men  in  office.  The  weak  will  fall  in 
the  presence  of  temptation,  and  the  boldly  bad  will  for  a 
time  seem  to  fatten  on  graft  at  the  expense  of  the  people. 
It  looks  as  though  it  might  be  a  good  thing  for  every  pub- 
lic servant  who  daily  confronts  temptation  to  violate  the 
trust  reposed  in  him  to  have  posted  in  his  office,  writ  in 
letters  large  and  glaring,  a  schedule  of  those  public  of- 
ficials of  the  country  who,  within  the  past  few  years, 
have  been  indicted  for  crime,  the  nature  of  the  crime 
committed,  the  punishment  meted  out,  and  the  present 
standing  in  their  respective  communities  of  those  who 
escaped  punishment.

THE  PRIMARY   LAW'S  ENEMIES. 

The  utter  inability  of  the  hidebound  party  organ  to 
comprehend  what  independent  journalism  means  is  well 
illustrated  by  the  puerile  attempt  of  the  News  Tribune 
to  convict  The  Herald  of  inconsistency  because  it  has 
placed  principle  before  party  and  has  supported  worthy 
candidates  for  public  office  regardless  of  their  political 
affiliations.  The  party  organ  is  always  the  subservient 
tool  of  the  party  bosses,  prepared  at  all  times  to  jump 
when  they  pull  the  string  and  ready  to  do  their  bidding, 
regardless  of  the  interests  01  the  people,  who  have  a  right 
to  expect  that  a  newspaper  shall  stand  for  honest  govern- 
ment and  clean  political  methods.  The  party  organ 
cares  only  for  the  success  of  the  political  machine  with 
which  it  is  identified  and  no  work  is  too  dirty  for  it 
to  perform  in  behalf  of  the  bosses  at  whose  dictation  it 
acts.  Political  graft  sustains  it.  and  it  lives  in  an  at- 
mosphere of  corruption  and  impurity  that  dulls  the  moral 
sensibilities  and  renders  it  incapable  of  understanding  the 
attitude  of  newspapers  that  are  free  from  the  taint  of  po- 
litical bossism  and  from  the  degrading  and  debasing  in- 
fluences of  political  grafting.

ONE  FIREMAN 

In  Flames  That  Did  $250,- 

000    Damage  In 

New  York. 

New    York.       Dec.       22.-The       famous  j 
"Two  nines"  fire  alarm,  summoning  more 
fire  apparatus  than  any  other  alarm  pro-  , 
vid'd  for  by  New  York's  Hre  department.  . 
was  sounded  last  night  for  a  terrific  fire  , 
which    destroyed    the    stx-story     factory 
building  of  the   Herrmann  Furniture  and  , 
Plumbing  Cabinet   works  In   Mott   street, 
and  the  four-story  varnish  factory  of  the 
firm,  run  under  the  name  of  the  H.  Herr- 
mann  Lumber  company.     A  quarter   of  .i 
million  dollars  damage  was  done,    battal- 
ion Chief  Martin  Coleman  perished  in  the 
fall    of    two    great    wals    of    the    factory. 
There  was  a  frightfu  panic  among      the 
Italian    inmates    of    the    swarming    front 
and   rear   tenemenl.«.    opposite   and    in   tr.j 
rear    of    the    burning    buildings    and    the 
firemen    and    police    re.'^erves    from    these 
precincts     had     the     utmost     difficulty     ni 
getting   the   people    out    to    the    streets. 

The  fire  started  on  the  third  floor  and 
when  the  firemen  arrived  the  first  second 
and  third  fioors  were  in  a  blaze.  The 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  alarms  were  sent 
in  in  rapid  succe.<5sion.  and  about  an  hour 
afier  the  fire  started  the  '"i-Vs"  alarm 
was  sounded.  ,     ,         .       j 

Battalion  Chief  Coleman  had  f^ntered 
the  building  with  a  number  of  men.  In- 
cludins  Ueut.  Jones  and  Father  Smith, 
the  fire  department  chaplain.  They  wore 
about  twentv-five  feet  in.side  when  fire 
came  through  the  walls  and  the  building 
shook.  The  firemen  saw  the  danger  and 
dashed  for  the  outside.  The  chaplain  es- 
caped, but  a  iK-am  U\\  and  hit  Coleman 
and  Jones,  pinning  them  to  the  floor. 
Jones  in  pulline  himself  out.  felt  for 
Coleman.  Ho  found  him  so  pinned  he  > 
could  not  rescue  him.  but  eot  his  helmet.  '■ 
which  he  put  on  and  escaped.  AVithin  a 
minute    the    entire    rear    and    side    walls 

fell. 

After  the  building  had  been  totally  de- 
stroyed the  bodv  of  Chief  Cileman  was 
found  wedged  under  fallen  debris  in  suf'h 
a  position  that  the  firemen  were  unable 
to  reach  it.  Coleman  was  made  a  battal- 
ion chief  last  August.  He  won  the  Ben- 
nett medal  for  bravery  eight  years  ago 
for  rescuing  two  women  from  a  board- 
ing  house   fire   in    Kast   Tenth   street.

Removal  of  Murray  Lum- 
ber Company's  Plant  at 
Ashland  Progressing. 

The  plant  of  the  Murray  Lumber 
company  of  Ashland,  which  was  torn 
down  and  moved  to  Superior  is  going  up 
rapidly  ajid  it  will  not  be  long  now  be- 
fore it  will  be  ready  for  operation. 
The  Murray  mill  wa^  a  new  plant 
which  had  been  placed  In  Ashland  only 
two  years  since,  where  it  sawed  for  W. 
H.  Gilbert,  the  Norway  king,  up  to  last 
fall.

GRAIN  GOSSIP. 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  There  were 
two  kinds  of  helps  for  the  wheat  market 
last  week.  The  speculative  situation  dt- 
veloped  in  a  way  to  start  shorts  and  to 
araw  attention  to  the  verv  large  line  held 
by  one  Interest.  There  was  a  sudden  in- 
crease in  the  foreign  buying  of  Kansas 
•wheat.  There  was  a  falling  off  In  the 
Northwest  receipts.  The  Argentln»^  crop 
news,  until  recently  very  favorable,  began 
to  tell  of  rains  in  the  midst  of  harvest 
and  of  damage  to  the  grain.

Waldorf  to  Coc  Commlsion  Co.:  De- 
spite the  discouraging  dullness,  sjiecula- 
tive  feeling  among  conservative  traders 
tonight  continues  optimistic.  Bear  con- 
tingent and  its  followers  have  put  out 
lines  of  stock  in  United  States  Steel  and

wise  than  pessimistic  reasoning  th.at  has 
become  stale  from  many  weeks  of  exces- 
sive use.

ZION  CITY,  ILLINOIS 

The  world  has  heard  of  Zlon  through 
» two  kinds  of  pens— the  florid  hyperbole  j 
of    the    Zion    Banner    and    the    caustic 
scoff  of  the  Chicago  reporter,  says  the 

Boston  Transcript.  It  remained  for  the 
world  to  get  a  dispassionate  view  of 
Dowie's  city  through  the  scientific  eye 
of  Professor  John  J.  Halsey,  of  Lake 
Forest  university,  who  went  neither  to 
pray  nor  to  scoff,  and  came  away 
neither  scoffing  nor  praying,  but  with 
a  sane  discussion  of  an  economic  ex- 
periment, which  fills  six  columns  of  the 
Indianapolis  News. 

The  material  side — the  splendor  or  the 
saualor  of  its  streets,  the  stateliness  or 
the  meanness  of  its  homes— is  the  evi- 
dence upon  which  one  bases  his  first 
judgment  of  a  city.  Most  travelers 
analyze  no  further.  Xenophon  dismi.ssed 
all  his  cities  as  "great  and  prosperous." 
Only  the  burrowing  sociologist  or  the 
penetrating  social  philosopher  voices 
judgments  based  on  other  data  than 
brick  and  mortar  and  asphalt.  Now, 
the  dominant  note  of  the  material  .side 
of  Zion  IS  struck  when  you  discover  its 
railway  station  to  be  "the  prettiest  on 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern;"  and  this 
dominant  note  is  borne  out  in  the 
width  of  the  streets— from  66  to  100 
feet;  in  the  two  grand  boulevards  which 
cross  the  city  from  the  cardinal  points, 
each  300  feet  in  width,  and  the  other 
two  that  cross  diagonally,  each  150  feet 
wide;  in  the  900  acres  of  parks,  and  in 
the  substantial  quality  of  its  dwellings. 
That  the  material  aspect  of  Dowit's 
city  should  be  pleasing  is  easily  ex- 
plained. The  chief  reason 
Dowie  owns  all   the  land  and 


is     this: 


built  on  a  given  lot  , shall  be  of  given 
dimensions;    that   evwy   house    in    cer- 
tain sections  shall  bei  used  for  dwelling 
purposes    only;    that    eaoh    house    shall 
set  back   from   the  street  a  given  dis- 
tance and  shall  have  a  given  frontage— 
from  66  to  100  feet.    FJinaliy,  and  this  is 
the    most    important    condition   of    the 
leases,  if  a  house  is  built  on  the  lot  it 
must   be   built   by   "The   Zion   Building 
and     Manufacturing    association,"     in 
whose  power  it  Is  thus  put  to  make  the 
city     a     perfect     architectural     whole. 
Moreover,  Zion  City  came  not  by  grad- 
ual   growth,    in     uncertain     directions, 
from   village  to  city,  but  sprang,  so  to 
speak,    full-grown    from    the    brain    of 
Dowie,   and  was  transformed  in   three 
years    from    open    fields    to    a    city    of 
5000  people.     This  permits  symmetry  of 
streets,    and    such   devices    as,    for    ex- 
I  ample,  this:     All  sewers  and  mains  are 
!  laid    in    alleys,    and    the    streets,    once 
I  covered  with  asphalt,  will  not  be  sub- 
ected    to    periodical    tearing   up.      Such 
'  benefits  as  these  are   the  brighter  side 
of  an  autocratic  government,  impossible 
in  any  other  system.

state  laws.  For  enforcing  the  state 
laws,  the  city  is  again  a  unit,  with  a 
judge  and  attorney  general.  This  court 
is,  of  course,  subject  to  review,  as  any 
other  court  is,  by  the  superior 
courts  of  the  state  ;.•  and  the  ideas 
of  Dowie  can  In  no  way  dominaie 
its  actions.  But  the  Jvdge  Is,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  a  devoted  adherent  of  tiie 
Dowie  sect:  and  througltout  the  civil 
offices  it  holds  good  that  Dowie's  nom- 
inees are  always  elected.  '  At  local  elec- 
tions there  is  but  one  party,  the  Theo- 
cratic: and  the  fact  that  only  374  votes 
—all  for  the  same  ticket— were  cast  at 
the  last  election,  argues  a  unanimity  of 
opinion  and  a  lack  of  interest  in  the 
election  such  as  suggest  an  autocratic 
government. 

Dowie's  grip  on  the  city  lies  in  the 
unique  fact  that  it  is'  a  religious  unit. 
Dowie  Is  the  official  "general  overseer" 
of  the  Christian  Catholic  church 
throughout  the  world;  under  his  is  the 
"head  overseer  of  Zlon  City,"  and  under 
the  latter  seven  overseers  charged  vsith 
the  ecclesiastical  rule  of  the  city.  It  Is 
their  business  to  receive  and  administer 
the  tithes,  which  all  members  of  Zion 
in  all  lands  must  render  from  their  in- 
comes, and  which  are  appropriated  to 
the  religious  and  ecclesiastical  promo- 
tion of  the  kingdom.  It  is  their  duty 
also,  by  house-to-house  visitation,  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  life  of  the  peo- 
ple 'for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  dis- 
cipline, which  is  in  righteousness."  By 
these  means  the  zeal  and  devotion  of 
the  people  are  to  be  quickened,  the 
solidarity  of  the  community  maintained 
and  anj-  discordant  elements  brought  to 
notce,  and  ether  reduced  to  harmony 
or  expelled.  The  latter  process  is  not  a 
difficult  one  in  a  community  whose  so- 
ciety is  a  unit  industrially  as  well  as 
in  other  respects:  and,  where  the  black 
sheep  would  soon  find  neither  neighbors 
nor  employes,  the  easiest  mode  of  re- 
lief for  all  concerned  is  peaceful  exodus 
for  the  recusant.  Under  these  circum- 
i  stances  the  authorities  stand  ready  to 
i  purchase  his  investments  in  Zlon  at  a 
fair  market  value,  which  thus  far  is 
j  steadily  rising. 

Finally,  Zion  City  is  a  unit  Indus- 
trially. The  building  trade  is  a  mon- 
opoly in  the  hands  of  a  stock  company 
which,  in  its  charges,  adds  "only  a  rea- 
'  sonable  prolit  above  cost,  and,  after 
paving  the  expenses  involved,  divides 
the  surplus  earnings,  70  per  cent  going 
to  the  workmen,  20  per  cent  to  the 
capital   lenders  and  10  per  cent  to   the

There  are 
no  surplus  supplies  of  copper  eitaer  in 
this  country  or  abroad;  and  nothvvith- 
standing  the  business  unsettlement  aJid 
the  unfavorable  season  of  the  yeai. 
there  seems  to  be  a  ready  demand  tor 
all  the  copper  that  producers  have  to 
sell.  The  general  situation  is  itself  u 
strong  prophesy  that  producers  are  to 
have  at  least  a  12-cent  copper  market 
next  year, — possibly  much  better. 
COPPEIi   SHARE    MARKET. 

"The  failure  of  copper  shares  to  ad- 
vance with  Amalgamated  lately  has 
ben  due  to  the  tightness  of  money,  tae 
money  market  being  firmer  in  Boston 
at  present  than  in  any  other  big  city 
in  the  country.  Brokers  have  felt  that 
the  money  situation  made  any  attempt 
to  boom  copper  share  prices  untiinel> , 
and  the  trading  element  has  contmuci 
to  devote  its  attention  to  AmalgainaLed 
and  the  rallroa  dstocks.  Thare  lias, 
however,  been  some  very  good  mxeot- 
ment  buying  of  the  medium  priced  min- 
ing stocks,  and  it  is  excellent  opinit'U 
that  the  next  real  bull  movement  in 
any  class  of  securities  will  be  ni  the 
coppers. 

■'There  are  two  or  three  reasons  for 
the  belief  that  coppers  will  soon  come 
to  have  the  centre  of  the  speculative 
stage.  One  of  these  is  that  they  are 
next  in  order,  every  other  kind  of  stocks 
on  the  market  having  had  a  period  of 
activity  since  coppers  were  given  any 
special  attention.  The  last  advance  in 
coppers  occurred  tv.o  years  ago  last 
September.  Since  then  all  holdmgs  of 
this  kind  of  stocks  have  had  time  to 
become  solidified;  and  the  fact  that  they 
have  is  confirmed  by  a  canvass  of  ih^ 
commission  brokerage  firms  in  Boston, 
all  of  whom  declare  that  tlfey  are  carry- 
ing fewer  coppers  an  margin  than  ever 
before.  Boston  and  New  England  have 
lost  less  money  during  the  past  year 
than  any  other  section  of  the  country, 
and  people  hero  will  be  in  shape  to 
take  partin  an  active  speculative  cam- 
paign as  soon  as  general  conditions 
warrant.  ''opper  mining  comiianies 
are  prosperous,  and  if  they  are  able  to 
sell  their  product  next  year  at  an  aver- 
age of  12  cents  per  poimd  or  higher, 
as  now  seems  likely,  their  profit.^  will 
warrant  much  higher  prices  for  the 
better  claa.>j  of  stocks.  On  any  reac- 
tion I  think  it  a  good  speculation  to 
buy  the  stocks  of  those  copper  mining 
companies  iiaving  live  progressive  man- 
airements.

Savings  bank,  of  Detroit,  and  was  sent  to  the  state  prison 
in  November,  1902,  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.  An- 
drews used  the  credit  and  money  of  the  bank  to  the  ex- 
tent of  more  than  $1,500,000,  although  the  bank's  capital 
was  only  $150,000,  and  hundreds  of  poor  people  lost 
every  cent  of  their  savings  and  many  were  reduced  to 
poverty.  Andrews  was  a  prominent  politician  in  Detroit 
and  at  the  time  of  his  arrest  was  police  commissioner, 
and  his  release  at  this  time  by  the  governor  is  undoubt- 
edly due  to  the  political  influence  which  he  and  his 
friends  brought  to  bear  upon  the  governor.  It  is  a  mock- 
ery of  justice  that  Andrews  should  be  freed  from  prison 
after  serving  little  more  than  a  j-ear  of  his  sentence. 

Andrews  was  a  "plunger"  and  unscrupulous  and  dar- 
ing in  his  speculative  ventures  he  made  rapid  progress 
with  hi5  "get-rich-quick"  methods.  He  was  rated  as  a 
millionaire  and  his  colossal  nerve  carried  him  along  on

ftiry  of  insensate  mobs!  Organized  imbecility  has  never 
gone  farther.  Could  blind  stupidity  and  criminal  absurd- 
ity ever  have  conceived  or  produced  a  more  preposter- 
ous condition?  Could  fatuous  presumption  ever  have 
found  a  surer  method  of  alienating  from  the  strikers  the 
sympathy  of  the  public?  Funerals  delayed  for  hours  and 
even  days,  hearses  stoned,  drivers  tossed  from  their 
seats,  the  repose  of  the  dead  almost  disturbed  and 
everything  sacred  in  grief  violated! 

The  drivers  have  just  cause  for  complaint  as  to  wages 
and  hours  of  labor.  The  Herald  trusts  their  demands 
will  be  acceded  to.  however  much  their  recent  conduct 
justifies  punishment,  but  in  the  name  of  organized  labor,

Prosecutor  Hunt  of  Detroit,  who  conducted  the  crim- 
inal proceedings  that  sent  .\ndrews  to  the  Jackson  pris- 
on, says:  "The  people's  side  of  the  case  was  not  con- 
sulted by  the  governor  at  all.  It  seems  that  if  a  man  can 
make  a  steal  big  enough  he  can  get  almost  anything.  I 
think  that  this  action  of  Governor  Bliss  will  do  more 
to  bring  the  administration  of  justice  in  this  state  into 
contempt  than  anything  else."  True,  every  word  of  it. 
It  is  an  outrage  upon  justice  and  makes  a  farce  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  law  and  the  punishment  of  those 
guilty  of  crimes  against  the  public.  When  such  things 
happen,  it  is  not  astonishing  that  the  lynching  spirit  is 
aroused  and  that  people  are  led  to  take  the  administration 
of  justice  into  their  own  hands.  The  incident  shows  the 
evil  results  of  placing  the  pardoning  power  in  the  hands 
of  a  governor  who  owes  his  election  to  political  influ- 
ence.s.

REGULATING  THE  AUTO. 

The  safety  and  comfort  of  the  public  is  always  care- 
fully considered  by  the  modern  lawmakers  of  England, 
and  our  American  legislators  would  do  well  to  follow 
their  e.xcellent  example.  One  of  the  latest  exhibitions  of 
this  commendable  characteristic  is  the  passage  of  an  or- 
dinance in  Birmingham  regulating  the  driving  of  "motor 
cars"  or  automobiles  through  the  public  highways.  In  its 
general  provisions  the  law  in  question  is  worthy  of 
adoption  in  any  city  either  Brfitish  or  American.  It 
might  be  applied  quite  to  the  comfort  of  the  average 
pedestrian,  whose  physical  well-being  is  jeopardized  al- 
most any  day  by  the  swift  and  stealthy  approach  of  these 
vehicles,  driven  by  men  wh.j  apparently  are  regardless  of 
results.    The  salient  feature  of  the  law  is  as  follows: 

"If  any  person  drives  a  motor  car  on  a  public  high- 
way recklessly,  or  negligently,  or  at  a  speed  or  in  a  man- 
ner which  is  dangerous  to  the  public,  having  regard  to 
all  the  circumstances  in  the  case,  including  the  nature, 
condition  and  use  of  the  highway,  and  to  the  amount  of 
traffic  which  actually  is  at  the  time,  or  which  might  reas- 
onably be  expected  to  be,  on  the  highway,  that  person 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  under  this  act." 

By  the  specific  regulations  of  the  act  the  requirement 
i''  made  that  each  vehicle  shall  be  registered  and  num- 
bered, and  the  necesity  is  imposed  of  devising  means  for 
exhibiting  the  number  as  an  identification  mark,  to  be 
easily  distinguishable  on  the  car  either  day  or  night.  The 
driver  or  owner  is  compelled  to  procure  a  license,  which 
is  granted  only  upon  the  assurance  that  he  is  a  proper  per- 
son to  handle  a  vehicle  of  this  character  on  a  public  thor- 
oughfare. The  driver  is  compelled  at  all  times  to  recog- 
nize the  prior  right  of  ordinary  traffic  to  the  highway,  and 
in  case  of  accident  he  is  amenable  to  punishment  if  he 
endeavors  to  conceal  his  identity  or  address.  These  reg- 
ulations are  comprehensive  and  thorough.  Their  import 
is  the  protection  of  the  great  majority  of  citizens,  for 
whose  use  the  highways  are  intended, .and  this  English 
idea  might  well  be  imported  by  the  United  States. 


AN  ERRONEOUS   REPORT. 

The  Herald  has  received  from  Hon.  Wayne  Mac- 
Veagh a  copy  of  his  argument  before  The  Hague  tribu- 
nal, expressing  the  views  entertained  by  the  govern- 
ments u"  \  uezuela  and  the  United  Strtes  of  the  contro- 
versy submitted  for  its  decision.  The  question  at  issue  is 
whether  England,  Garmany  and  Italy  are  entitled  to  pre- 
ferential treatment  in  the  payment  of  their  claims  against 
Venezuela. 

On  Nov.  14.  y.-hen  Mr.  ^MacVeagh  was  on  the  ocean 
returning  homeward,  the  New  York  Sun  published  a 
Washington  dispatch  in  which  was  said  that  information 
had  been  received  at  Washington  to  the  effect  that  by 
his  sudden  departure  for  home  Mr.  MacVeagh  saved 
himself  from  recall;  that  according  to  statements  from 
reliable  sources,  that  gentlemtn  had  set  the  tribunal  by  the 
cars  and  provoked  much  ill-feeling  on  all  sides;  that  if  he 
had  elected  to  stay  until  the  tribunal  completed  its  work 
the  situation  would  have  developed  protests  against  his 
continuance  as  counsel;  that  consideration  was  actually 
given  to  the  question  of  his  recall;  that  the  principal 
charge  against  him  was  that  he  had  written  a  letter  to  the 
executive  council  of  the  tribunal,  in  which  he  said,  in  ef- 
fect, according  to  report,  that  if  the  arbitrators  were 
lawyers  instead  oi  diplomat";  they  would  know  their 
business  better— a  remark  which  was  regarded  as  in- 
sulting by  the  tribunal;  that  he  went  beyond  his  rights 
3?  counsel  by  accusing  the  British  government  of  having 
fomented  the  revolution  against  the  \'enezuelan  gov- 
ernment, and  that' this  statement  gave  great  offense  to 
the  United  States  legation  at  The  Hague,  which  main- 
tained that  it  was  unwarranted. 

A  careful  reading  of  Mr.  MacVeagh's  argument  shows 
that  he  discharged  the  important  duty  confided  to  hiin 
in  a  perfectly  amiable  temper.  Indeed,  the  Sun  has  al- 
ready ptiblished  a  correction  of  the  story  which  it 
printed  and  which  was  reproduced  in  many  other  news- 
papers, including  The  Herald.

Dutch  Devoted  to  Dough- 
nuts   and  English 
to  Marchpane. 


To  a  Ifirgre  part  of  Duluth's  population 
national  holiday  cakes  are  as  great  a  fea- 
ture of  the  holiday  season  as  the  gtft-glv- 
Ing  spirit,  the  Santa  Claus  myth  or  11- 
luiniriiitt  i!  Chrisitmas  trees.  What  would 
a.  GeiTJiaii  (,'liriHtmas  be  without  a  larder 
O'lt  IK. Willi;  witli  lebkuchen,  pfeffer- 
neustie,  ^I'liiigtrle  and  possibly  some  na- 
tive marziian  f^ent  as  a  holiday  remem- 
braiii-e  from  the  fatherland?  Where  is  the 

Bcotchman  whose  mouth  does  not  water 
at  thlji  time  of  year  for  his  Scotch  short- 
cake, or  the  Scai)dinavian  whose  thoughts 
do  not  turn  to  the  annual  baking  of  na- 
tional   abelskivers? 

People  with  Dutch  blood  flowing  in 
their  veins  <  (insider  the  holiday  feast  in- 
complete without  a  goodly  suj)ply  of 
douKhuuts,  so  nearly  allied  to  the  oly- 
koeks  described  by  Diedrich  Knkkei- 
bocker  a-^  •"balls  of  sweettned  dough, 
fried  in  h(»gs  fat."  The  English  born 
cling  to  the  marchpane  of  their  ancestors 
and  the  twelfth  night  eake,  with  its  at- 
tentiant  merrymaking  and  superstition. 
Originally  twelfth  night  cake  wa.'-  made 
Bimply  of  honey,  flour,  pepper  and  ginger, 
arul  each  <:ike  contained  one  bean  lor  the 
king  of  festivities,  one  pea  for  the  quee^ 
and  a  clo\e  for  the  knave,  but  now  it  is 
a  frosted  and  ornate  masterpiece  of  the 
confectioner's  art.  Of  marchpane  an 
Knglish  writer  says:  ""The  confection  in 
Which  the  explorer  lights  upon  filberts, 
almonds  and  pistachio  nuts  buried  in 
•ugared  cake  hath  left  a  pleasing  mem- 
ory  in    my    mind." 

MAKING   OF   MARZIPAN. 

Marchpane  Is  similar  to  the  tJerman 
marzipan,  and  from  the  ancient  treasured 
cook  hook  of  a  grossmutler  tlie  following 
receipt   has   been    translated: 

Marzipan— Take  half  a  pound  of 
blanched  almonds,  add  a  third  of  a  tea- 
jpounful  of  lemon  Juice  and  pound  very 
One  In  a  mortar,  mix  well  with  half  a 
pound  of  powdeied  sugar  and  to.ist  over 
A  slow  fire,  stirring  constantly  and  brisk- 
ly tin  the  mass  is  easily  detachea  from 
the  >aucepan.  Sprinkle  your  breadboard 
well    with    powdered    sugar    and    roll    out 

Jour  mass  to  the  thickness  of  two  knife 
acks;  cut  out  In  small  rings,  stars,  etc., 
and  lay  upon  paper-covered  baking  tins 
and  dry  in  a  warm  oven. 

After  the  marzipans  are  dry  and  per- 
fectly cold  they  may  be  decorated  with 
colored  Icings  and  then  set  once  more 
In  the  oven  to  dr>'.  For  white  Icing  takf 
a  pound  of  powdered  sugar,  strain 
through  a  hair  sieve,  add  white  of  one 
•gg  and  teaaijoonful  of  lemon  juice,  and 
Btir  briskly  for  fifteen  minutes.  If  too 
thick  add  a  little  more  white  of  egg. 
Icing  should  be  snow  white  and  should 
run  thickly  from  the  spoon.  For  pink 
Icing  dissolve  a  little  cochineal  till  the 
fleslred  shade  Is  procured  and  add  to  the 
above.  For  yellow  dissolve  a  little  saff- 
ron in  warm  water  and  add  to  the  white 
Icing.  For  green  a  few  drops  of  spinach 
Juice  is  added 

LEBKICHEN   A    SWEET   MORSEL. 

From  the  dough  of  lebkuchen  the  ar- 
tistic hausfrau  molds  the  marvelous  men 
and  women  with  sugar  plum,  currant  and 
raisin  features,  and  the  spirited  anlmalrj 
so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  German  children 
at  Christmas  time.  Sprigerle  are  stamped 
With  square  wooden  stamps  made  pur- 
posely for  these  cakes— four  designs  of 
birds,  ships  and  flowers  on  each— the 
cakes  then  being  carefully  cut  apart  with 
a    pastry    wheel. 

LebkiKlien-One     pound     of     flour,     one 


pound  of  syrup,  half  a  glass  of  lager 
beer,  saleratus  the  size  of  a  walnut  and 
half  an  ounce  of  ground  anise  seed.  Stir 
the  saleratus  in  tne  beer  and  let  it  stand 
for  twenty-four  hours.  In  the  morning 
heat  the  syrup  to  boilng  point,  sift  the 
flour,  add  the  ground  anise  seed,  pour 
the  svrup  and  beer  into  the  flour  and 
form  into  a  stiff  dough.  Allow  it  to  stand 
another  twenty-four  hours,  then  roll  out 
till  about  a  quarter  inch  in  thickness  and 
cut  out  any  desired  figures,  animals, 
stars,  hearts,  etc.  Frosting  can  be  added 
for  decoration. 

SPRINGERLE  IS  POPULAR. 

Springerle— Four  eggs,  one  pound  of 
granulated  sugar,  the  grated  peel  of  one 
lemon  and  half  a  teaspoonful  of  salera- 
tus. Stir  constantly  for  one  hour.  Add 
two  pounds  of  sifted  flour  and  work  into 
a  stiff  dough.  Roll  very  thin,  about  one- 
sixteenth  of  an  inch.  Stamp  with 
springerle  stamp  and  cut  apart.  Sprinkle 
smooth  wooden  boards  thicklv  with  anise 
seed  and  lay  the  cakes  thereon,  leaving 
them  oKrnight  in  a  dry,  cool  place.  Bake 
them  In  a  medium  oven  on  waxed  tins. 
When  baked  they  should  be  a  golden 
brown   beneath  and  wiiite  on   top. 

Pfefferneusse— Stir  till  foamy  half  a 
pound  of  granulated  sugar,  one  whole  egg 
and  two  yolks  and  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
sal-ratus.  Mix  in  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
finely  chopped  citron  and  orange  peel, 
half  a  teaspoonful  of  ground  white  pepper 
and  put  In  ground  cinnamon  and  cloves 
to  taste.  Add  flour  enough  to  make  a 
stiff  paste.  Roll  out  to  half  an  inch  In 
thickness,  cut  into  disks  about  the  size 
I'f  a  quaiter  of  a  dollar  and  bake  in  a 
very    slow    oven. 

AMERICANS    WANT   FRUIT   CAKE. 

Americans  turn  instinctively  to  rich 
fruit  cakta.«  the  chef  d'oeuvre  of  holiday 
liospltallty.  In  making  fruit  cake,  what- 
ever the  ingredients— for  there  are  fruit 
cakes  and  fruit  cakes— to  insure  success 
.several  things  must  be  borne  In  mind. 
First  and  foremost,  more  depends  upon 
the  mixing  and  baking  than  anvthlng 
else.  Mix  the  day  before  and  place  on 
the  ice  or  in  a  very  cool  place  to  ripen. 
Before  i>utting  it  in  the  oven  see  that 
you  have  a  good  solid  fire,  one  that  will 
not  need  replenishing  while  the  baking 
is  jn  progress. 

Rich  fruit  cake— One-half  a  pound  of 
granulated  sugar  and  half  a  pound  of 
well-washed  Dutter  creamed  together.  Add 
to  this  five  eggs,  breaking  in  one  at  a 
time,  and  beating  well  between  each  egg. 
To  this  batter  add  one-quarter  of  a  cup- 
ful of  molasse.«,  one-quarter  of  a  tea- 
spoonful of  cinnamon,  one  of  allspice, 
grated  yellow  rind  of  a  lemon,  one-quar- 
ter Of  a  nutmeg,  grated,  and  half  a 
pound  of  flour,  well  sifted.  Stir  well  be- 
fore adding  one  pound  of  currants,  one 
pound  of  seeded  raisins,  one  pound  of 
Sultanas,  one-half  a  pound  of  shredded 
citron,  two  ounces  candied  orange  peel, 
one-half  gill  of  brandy  and  one-half  a 
gill  of  Jamaica  rum.  Stir  or  knead  ten 
t;r  fifteen  minutes  and  place  in  a  cake 
tin  lined  with  buttered  paper.  Eat  with 
discrimination.  This  will  make  one  large 
or  two  small  holiday  cakes,  which,  if 
wrapped  in  waxed  paper  and  stored  in  a 
stone  crock  away  frorh  nibbling  mice  and 
beyond  the  reach  of  foraging  small  boys, 
will  keep  indefinitely. 

HOW  TO  MAKE 
XMAS  CANDY 


Receipts  For   Preparing 

Many  Dainties  For 

the  Holidays. 

In  the  Christmas  season  candy  holds 
a  place  of  considerable  importance,  for 
it  is  well-nigh  indispensable  to  the  holi- 
day jollification.  At  Christmas  time 
children  are  supposed  to  have  all  the 
candy  they  can  eat,  and  the  wise 
mother  is  she  who  sees  to  it  that  this 
is  pure,  home-made  candy,  which  will 
not  harm  the  little  gormandizers — for 
all  children  are  permitted  to  be  that  on 
Christmas  day.  "Just  this  once"  is  their 
plea  for  "more  candy."  and  well  trained 
in  military  discipline  must  that  mother 
be  who  can  w-ithstand  their  persistence. 
A  few  simple,  home-mflde  candies  will 
not  only  please  everydoy  far  more  than 
the  ordinary  product  of  the  shops,   but 


there   will    be  no   disastrous   results  if 
too  much  is  eaten. 

A  dainty  box  of  home-made  candy 
makes  a  very  acceptable  little  holiday 
gift,  especially  if  the  box  can  be  used 
afterward  for  handkerchiefs,  jewels  or 
as  an  ornament.  A  bonbon  dish  full  of 
home-made  candies  would  be  welcome 
by  anyone. 
CH(^COLATE  CREAM  PEPPERMINT. 

Boil  together  without  stirring  half  a 
cup  of  water  and  a  pound  of  granu- 
lated sugar  until  a  Utile  dropped  from 
the  point  of  a  fork  looks  like  a  line 
hair.  Remove  from  the  fire,  flavor  with 
essence  of  peppermint  and  beat  to  a 
white  cream;  drop  on  oiled  paper. 
"When  cold  dip  these  one  by  one  into 
sweet  chocolate,  melted.  Remove 
quickly  and  spread  upon  oiled  paper  to 
dry. 

NOUGAT. 

Blanch  one- ha  If -pound  of  almonds  in 
boiling  water;  when  the  skins  are  re- 
moved cut  them  in  half  through  the 
center;  lay  on  white  paper  and  place  in 
oven,  leaving  the  door  open  for  them  to 
dry.  In  the  meantime  melt  half  a 
pound  of  sugar  in  a  double  boiler  with- 
out adding  a  drop  of  water.  Stir  con- 
stantly until  the  sugar  boils.  Remove 
from  the  fire  and  stir  in  the  almonds 
immediately.  Pour  into  very  shallow- 
buttered  pans,  which  have  been  previ- 
ously warmed.  Pre.=!s  the  nougat  flat  to 
the  bottom  of  the  pans;  cut  while  still 
warm,  and  when  cold  wrap  in  waxed 
paper. 

MAPI.E  FUDGE. 

Crush  two  pounds  of  soft  maple 
sugar;  put  into  a  saucepan  Avith  a  quart 
of  half  milk  and  half  cream,  or  very 
rich  milk,  and  boil  steadily  vmtll  a  very 
little  dropped  into  ice-cold  water  will 
harden.  Pour  into  well-buttered  pans, 
and  as  it  cools  mark  out  in  squares  and 
let  it  stand  until  it  hardens. 

VANILLA    CREAM    FUDGE. 

Boil  together  one-half  pint  of  cream 
and  one  and  one-half  pounds  of  granu- 
lated sugar  until  it  will  harden,  when  a 
little  IS  dropped  into  ice-cold  water. 
Remove  from  the  fire  and  flavor  with 
vanilla;  boat  until  thick,  then  pour  out 
into  shallow  buttered  tins;  when  It  is 
slightly  cool  mark  out  in  squares  and 
let  stand  undisturbed  until  perfectly 
cold. 

CREAM  WALNUTS. 

Maike  a  fondant  as  for  chocolate 
creams;  tiavor  with  a  teaspoonful  of 
vanilla  extract;  stir  until  it  becomes 
creamy  and  continue  beating  until  you 
have  a  white  >aste.  Form  into  balls 
nnd  press  a  shelled  and  halved  walnut 
against  each  side  of  the  ball  and  set 
aside  until  cold  and  firm. 

MAPLE  NUTS. 

Crush  half  a  pound  of  maple  sugar; 
put  into  a  double  boiler  and  stir  until 
it  melts  to  a  sirup  and  then  add  four 
tablespoonfuls  of  good  cream;  boll  ten 
minutes;  stir  in  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
chopped  hickory  nuts  and  pour  the 
mixture  into  buttered  pans;  cut  into 
squares  while  cooling.

Favors  Primary  Election  Re- 
form In  Michig:an. 

AVashlngton,  Dec.  23.— Senator  Alger, 
when  asked  whether  he  favored  action  by 
the  forthcoming  spring  convention  of  the 
RepubHcan  party  in  Michigan.  recom- 
mitting the  organization  to  primary  elec- 
tion reform,  replied: 

"I  will  assuredly  do  whatever  is  in  my 
power  to  have  the  question  of  nominating 
candidates  by  the  direct  voting  system 
favorably  considered  at  the  spring  con- 
vention. 

""Congress  will  be  in  session  at  the  time 
the  convention  is  held,  so  it  may  be  in- 
convenient for  me  to  leave  Washington 
to  attend  it.  but  my  views  on  the  ques- 
tion are  well  known.  They  were  publicly 
expressed  long  ago,  and  1  have  not  mod- 
ilied  those  views.  I  am  committed  to  the 
principal  of  primary  election  reform  and 
will  assist  all  I  can  to  have  a  law  for 
such  reform  placed  on  the  statute  books 
oi   Michigan." 

i  William  Alden  Smith  says:  "I  desire 
to  give  notice  that  so  far  as  it  is  in  my 
power  to  prevent  it,  there  will  be  no 
Daekward  step  on  the  Issup^  of  primary 
election  reform.  Unless  we  are  over- 
come by  force  of  numbers  the  two  con- 
ventions in  Michigan  next  year  will  re- 
affirm declarations  for  primary  r^forni 
adoptfd  by  the  last  two  conventions. 

•"The  people  are  going  to  have  their 
way  next  year  in  Michigan.  Neither 
tiickery  nor  evasion  nor  bossism  can 
stand  in  the  way  of  accomplishing  this 
wholesome  reform.

Little  Miss  Holly  has  come  to  town, 
dressed  in  shining  green  and  gay  scarlet 
Kown. 

Which  means  that  Christmas  is  just 
around  the   corner. 

Next  to  the  Christmas  tree  Itself  noth- 
ing is  so  suggestive  of  the  greatest  holi- 
day in  all  the  year  as  the  cheery  little 
holly  and  the  gay  mistletoe.  The  woman 
who  hangs  up  a  wreath  of  holly  In  her 
window  on  Christmas  and  the  girl  who 
suspends  the  significant  bit  of  mistletoe 
from  the  chandelier  are  only  following 
customs    centuries    old. 

The  decoration  of  our  houses  and 
churches  with  evergreens  is  so  insiipar- 
ably  associated  in  our  minds  with  Christ- 
mas that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  the 
custom  is  pagan  in  its  origin.  Britain 
with  her  mystical  Druldical  rights;  Saxon 
and  Angle,  with  their  pagan  ceremonies 
in  their  native  land  on  the  shores  of 
the  German  ocean  before  they  crossed  it 
to  help  the  Britons  drive  back  the  daring 
Norsemen;  Rome,  with  her  Saturnalia, 
each  and  all  have  contributed  customs 
and  superstitions.'  until  about  no  Chris- 
tian fe^'Jtival  is  there  woven  so  great  a 
proportion  of  pagan  forms  as  about 
Christmas. 

While  the  h«U»^as  not  nearly  so  an- 
cient a  historloal  pedigree  as  the  mistle- 
toe, it  is  undoubtedly  the  first  favorite 
among  the  Christmas  evergreens.  A  sprig 
of  its  lustrous  g|Bpen  leaves  and  bright 
pe  steaming  plum  pud- 
bn  the  ublqultou.s  mince 
iStle  plant  decorates  our 
.  o'st  Christmassy  manner; 
wreaths  of  it  are  hung  in  windows  of 
countless  hora«ss;  yrrosses  of  it  are  laid 
upon  the  graves  of  loved  ones  and  the 
star  of  Bethlehem  shining  in  a  circle  of 
holly  is  a  famUlar  emblem  in  our 
churches.  > 

There  is  a  hd^^t  or  superstitions  connect- 
ed with  this  .'-•prightly  little  evergreen. 
In  ancient  times,  the  old  chroniclers  tell 
us.  it  wa^  a  pretty  custom  on  Christmas 
morning,  with  the  most  courtly  of  the 
English  gentry,  to  lay  at  the  feet  of 
the  fairest  maid  in  all  the  country  round- 
about a  handful  of  holly.  In  some  parts 
of  England,  curiously  enough,  to  this 
day  it  Is  believed  that  if  more  ivy  than 
holly  Is  used  in  the  decorations  the  wife 
"will  wear  the  breeches"'  for  the  ensuing 
year.  In  Rutlandshire  it  is  thought  un- 
lucky to  bring  holly  Into  a  house  before 
ChristmajJ  eve;  In  Derbyshire  It  is  said 
that  the  husband  or  wife  will  be  master 
during  the  year,  according  as  the  holly 
brought  in  on  thi.s'  season  be  prickly  or 
smooth,  while  In  CJermany  the  branches 
ust'd  as  decorations  for  churches  are 
looked  upon  a.s  a  certain  proteotion 
ag.ilnst  lig;itning.  In  olden  days  a 
branch  of  hully  picked  on  t'hristmas  eve 
wa.s  considered  a  charm  against  witches 
or  evil  spells.  A  twig  brought  from 
church  might  be  kept  for  the  same  pur- 
po.se.  Your  cattle,  too,  will  thrive  if  you 
fiusten  up  a  bit  of  Christmas  holly  in 
stall  or  manger  or  fold,  that  God's  crea- 
tures may  re.1olce  with  man  on  the  an- 
niversary of  his  Ijirtli.  The  holly  used  for 
decorations  both  in  church  and  house 
should  be  cleared  away  before  Candl>jmas 
day.  or  the  second  of  February.  In  «ome 
parts  of  England  It  Is  thought  unlucky 
to  prick  the  finger  If  the  blood  comes 
while  taking  down  tlie  Christmas  holly, 
but  if  a  leaf  stick  to  dress  or  coat  cherish 
it  as  carefully  as  you  would  a  four-leaf 
clover;  it  will  bring  you  good  luck  during 
1904— so    they    say. 

The   English    poets   abound   in    comple- 
mentary   allusions    to    the    holly.      As    far 
back    as    the    time    of    Henry    VI.    carols 
were  sung  in  its  honor.  One  of  the  quaint- 
est of  these  old-time  compositions  runs: 
Here  comes  holly  tiiac  is  so  gent 
To  please  all  men  is  his  intent 
Allelujah! 

Whosoever  against   holly  do   cry 
In  a  rope  shall  be  hung  full  high. 
.\ilelujah! 

Whosoever    against    holly    do    sing. 
He  may  weep  .ind  his  hands  wring. 
Allelujah! 

Shakespeare  at  sight  of  the  evergreen, 
exclaims    appreciatively: 

Helgho!  liie  green  holly! 
This  life  is  most  jolly. 

The  hanging  up  of  the  mistletoe  is  one 
of  the  most  ancient  of  all  customs.  With 
the  Druid.s  the  oak  was  a  sacred  tree, 
and  its  mistletoe  was  doubly  so.  Ai;  the 
period  of  the  winter  solstice  a  great 
festival  was  celebrated  and  the  mystic 
parasite  gathered  with  pomp  and  cere- 
monial. The  ancient  Britons  sallied  forth 
accompanied  by  their  priests,  the  Druids. 
The  arch-Druid,  robed  in  white,  climbed 
the  sacred  tree  and  with  a  golden  knife 
cut  the  mistletoe,  wlncli  fell,  untouched, 
into  the  folds  of  the  white  robe.^  of  at- 
tendant priests.  Each  household  rec<?ived 
a.  spray  of  the  sacred  plant  to  hang  over 
the  entrance  of  their  dwellings,  wh^Teby 
all  evil  sphits  were  exorcised  and  no  ill 
luck  could  enter  the  home  thus  protected. 

The  "evergreen"  custom  of  kissing  un- 
der the  mistletoe  owes  its  origin  to  a 
legend  of  Scandinavian  mythology.

MADONNA 
INJRT 

Great  Artists  Always  Took 

Blessed  Virgin  as 

a  Subject. 

Ancient  Painters  Had  More 

Reverence,    Hence 

Greater  Success.

The   Madonna  has  figured  largely  in 

art  since   the  beginning  of  the  rise   of 

tiie  Roman  Catholic  church.     Some  of 

the  most  noted  paintings  in  the  world 

have  the  holy  mother  for  the  subject, 

and  some  of  the  greatest  painters  have 

left  behind  them  pictures  of  the  Virgin 

Mary   that  v?\U  for  all  time  bear  their 

names.    A  list  of  the  greatest  paintings 

of  the  world,  selected  by  a  compet«"nt 

committee  tome  years  ago,  contains  tne 
following  Madonnas: 

Ansidel   Madonna— Raphael. 

Sistine  Madonna — Raphael. 

Madonna  of  the  Chair— Raphael. 

Assumption  of  the  Virgin— Titian. 

Besides  these  recognized  works  of  art 
there  are  innumerable  other  pictures 
of  the  virgin  painted  by  all  artists  in 
all  lands,  and  they  have  all  been  rever- 
ed by  the  religious  world  and  venerated 
by  artists  and  art  lovers. 

The  National  gallery  in  London 
bought  the  "Ansidel  Madonna."  by  Ra- 
phael, in  18S4.  from  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough, paying  £70,000  for  it,  which  is 
said  to  be  the  highest  price  ever  paid 
in  any  country  for  a  single  picture.  It 
was  painted  in  1506,  when  Raphael  was 
only  23  years  old. 

Of  course,  the  "Slstlne  Maddona,"  by 
Raphael,  which  is  given  a  room  to  itself 
In  the  Dresden  gallery,  is  first  in  value 
there,  and  this  same  painting  has  been 
chosen  by  M.  G.  T.  Watts,  R.  A.,  as  the 
example  of  the  greatest  achievement  in 
art. 

The  great  triptych,  "The  Descent 
From  the  Cross,"  the  chief  work  of 
Quentln  Matsys,  is  the  most  precious 
picture  in  the  Museum  of  Mine  Arts  at 
Antwerp.  Its  value  cannot  be  estimat- 
ed. Matsys,  who  was  a  Flemish  paint- 
er, painted  the  triptych  for  the  chapel 
of  the  joiners'  guild  in  Antwerp  cathed- 
ral in  1508.  The  guild  paid  300  florins 
for  the  work,  which  was  Increased  to 
1500  florins  when  Antwerp  purchased  it 
for  Its  gallery  in   1580. 

"Assumption  of  the  Virgin,"  by  Tit- 
ian, painted  in  1518,  is  the  most  valu- 
able picture  in  the  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Venice.  This  picture,  which 
was  painted  for  the  high  altar  of  the 
Church  of  Santa  Maria  de  Friari.  placed 
Titian  at  the  head  of  the  school  of  Ven- 
etian painters. 

Modern  artists,  notably  the  French, 
have  departed  radically  from  the  old 
masters  in  depicting  the  Madonna,  and 
some  of  the  pictures  have  been  severely 
criticised  by  the  church.  There  are 
some  who  say  the  French  school  lacks 
In  reverence,  but  the  artists  retort  that 
the  greatest  reverence  is  to  portiay 
nature  as  it  is,  and  they  have  gone  in 
for  realism.  One  of  the  most  chaste  aa 
well  as  the  most  beautiful  in  that 
painted  by  Barabino.  This  picture  is  of 
wonderfully  fine  proportions  and  the 
figure   of   the   Madonna  is   artistically 
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draped.  The  face  of  the  Christ  child 
in  this  picture  is  particularly  win- 
some. 

The  Madonna  of  Botticelli  follows  the 
traditions.  Tne  inevitable  halo  is  pres- 
ent over  the  head  of  the  Virgin  and 
of  the  Christ  child.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  famous  Madonnas  and  is  very 
valuable.  Knaus"  holy  family,  with  it3 
beautiful  cherubs,  is  a  great  favorite. 
America  has  as  yet  produced  no  great 
Madonna. 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  by 
American  artists,  but  they  seem  to  lack 
the  reverence  necessary  to  make  a 
great  religious  painting.  Many  of  the 
old  masters  piinted  their  pictures  to  be 
hung  in  churches.  They  were  surround- 
ed by  religious  influences,  and  under 
those  benign  circumstances  produced 
pictures  that  will  last  as  long  as  civi- 
lization.

The  date 
of  the  Itanquet  has  not  yet  been  de- 
ckled -upon,  but  a  date  will  be  set  for 
inviting  Mr.  Maxwell  and  those  of  his 
.i.s.-^ociates  uhun  he  wishes  to  have 
l>ret<ent  to  arj^ue  the  pros  and  cons  of 
the  land  law  acts. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  Mr. 
Maxwell  will  readily  accept  the  invita- 
tion to  api)ear  before  the  lumberman, 
and  an  Interesting  time  is  looked  for 
by  tho.=ie  who  have  given  the  subject 
«ny  attention  whatsoever.  Since  Mr. 
Maxwell  s  appearance  in  this  city  a 
number  of  citizens,  whose  interests  lie 
directly  and  indirectly  in  the  lumber 
business,  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  his  statements  might  be  refuted, 
end  if  this  is  possible,  it  would  prove 
of  great  benefit  to  the  lumbermen  as 
a  whole,  and   possibly  of  benefit  to  the 


citizens  who  entertain  Ideas  of  becom- 
ing settlers  upon  landa  owned  by  the 
United  States. 

It  is  probable,  too,  that  the  lumber- 
men are  beginning  to  realize  that  if  a 
man  with  Mr.  Maxwell's  gift  of  oratory, 
and  who,  in  addition  to  this,  has  studied 
the  problem  in  its  every  phase  for  a 
score  of  years,  is  allowed  to  give  his 
version  of  the  case  without  an  attempt 
at  refutation  on  the  part  of  the  lum- 
bermen, they  might  as  well  not  attempt 
j  any  opposition  to  the  repeal  of  the 
'  laws. 

!  During  the  last  two  or  three  years 
public  sentiment  has  been  enlisted  in 
the  cause  of  Irrigation,  and  this  senti- 
ment is  dally  growing  stronger.  The 
claim  of  the  National  Irrigation  asso- 
ciation, made  upon  every  possible  occa' 
slon,  that  the  public  lands  of  the  Unit- 
ed .States  are  being  secured  by  lumber- 
men through  fraud,  is  one  which  the 
lumbermen  must  disprove  If  they  wish 
to  obtain  any  thoughts  to  their  other 
arguments  on  the  part  of  the  public. 

This  is  really  the  first  time  they  have 
given  notice  that  they  are  willing  to 
debate  the  question,  and  every  pha.se 
of  the  taking  up  of  timber  claims  will 
receive  due  consideration.  During  Mr. 
Maxwell's  address  before  the  Commer- 
cial club  he  .stated  that  there  w-ere  but 
1,000,000  acres  of  lumber  lands  for  whicn 
I  scrip  had  been  issued.  The  lumbermen 
I  claim  that  more  than  ten  times  this 
i  amount  of  scrip  has  beeji  issued  and 
I  is  now  being  held  by  parties  who  are 
j  holding  it  simply  for  speculative  pur- 
!  poses. 

I  The  coming  discussion  of  the  subject 
i  will  undoubtedly  bring  many  prominent 
i  lumbermen  of  the  country  to  Duluth,  as 
.  It  means  much  to  the  lumbermen  to  se- 
j  cure  a  postponement  or  any  action 
whatsoever  on  the  question  of  repeal 
of  the  land  laws.

It  already  has  been  made  in  substance, 
though  In  rather  more  diplomatic  lan- 
guage to  Gen.  Rafael  Reyes,  tlie  Colom- 
bian nUnlster,  who  id  expected  In  Ixls 
forthcoming  note  to  the  state  depart- 
ment to  suggest  The  Hague  tribunal  as 
the  proper  place  for  the  settlement  of  the 
Isthmian  problem.

"Panama  is  a  closed  chapter  in  the  his- 
tory of  nations  and  The  Hague  court  is 
not  the  place  for  settled  questions,  but 
pending  problems,  whloti  are  referred  to 
It  with  the  full  approval  of  all  the  par- 
ties Interested.  When  Ru.ssia.  Germany 
and  France  recognized  the  Independence 
of  Panama  they  set  their  seal  of  ap- 
proval on  the  prompt  action  of  the  Wash- 
ington government  In  pledging  Itself  to 
guarantee  and  maintain  the  independ- 
ence of  the  republic  It  had  previously 
recognized.  Nations  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  settle  questions  of  sovereignty 
of  national  honor  at  The  Hagrue.  More- 
over, in  my  opinion,  it  would  not  be  within 
tne  province  of  the  Washington  govern- 
ment to  grant  such  a  request  from  Co- 
lombia. It  is  to  Panama  not  Wa.-jhlngton 
that  Colombia  should  take  such  a  pro- 
position."

Houghton,  Mich.,  Dec.  23.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  dead  smoke  and  foal 
gases  still  arising  sluggishly  from  tho 
mouth  of  No.  One  shaft  of  the  Isle 
Royale  copper  mine,  on  the  high  hill 
a  mile  back  from  the  water  front  of 
Houghton,  and  the  freshlj'  covered 
graves  of  three  victims,  not  of  the 
flames,  but  of  the  deadly  gases  en- 
gendered therefrom,  call  attention  ancv\ 
to  a  form  of  danger  that  seems  almost 
peculiar  to  the  deep  copper  mines  of 
Lake  Superior.  Coal  mines  are  ofien 
dangerous  from  the  presence  of  fire- 
damp, which  is  highly  explosive,  and 
choke-damp,  a  gas  that  succocates. 
Copi)er  ore  mines,  often  rich  In  sulphur, 
sometimes  take  fire  from  spontaneous 
combustion.  The  St.  l!.awrence  mine, 
at  Butte,  Montana,  now  owned  by  the 
Amalgajnated  Copper  Trust,  has  been 
on  fire  for  nearly  fourteen  years,   with

Serious  damage  has  also  been  ttone 
within  the  past  fifteen  months,  at  Sen- 
ator Clark's  great  L'nlted  Verde  mine, 
in  Arizona,  and  at  the  Mountain  mine, 
operated  by  an  English  company  in 
Shasta  county,  California,  both  of  the.:e 
fires  starting  from  spontaneous  genera- 
tion of  flames  in  ores  cariylng  iieari> 
one-half  sulphur. 

The  Lake  Superior  cojiper  mines  pro- 
duce no  ores,  the  metal  being  found 
native,  sometimes  in  masses  of  hun- 
dreds of  tons  weight  puife  copper,  more 
freueqntly  of  smaller  masses  and 
chunks  of  a  few  pounds  weight,  and 
most  frequently  of  all  In  fine  parliclefc, 
disseminated  through  conglomerate  or 
amygdaloldal  trap  rocks,  which  requlra 
stamping  and  jigging  to  save  the  metal- 
lic contents.  The  very  finest  copper 
Is  as  minute  as  flour  gold  and  cannot 
be  saved  by  any  milling  process  becauKe 
it  will  float  upon  water. 

As  none  of  the  copper  mines  of  this 
district  have  either  coal  or  sulphur 
to  bum.  and  as  the  amygdaloid  mlne^ 
have  but  little  timbering  used  under- 
ground,   it    is    at    first    difficult    to    see 


fire,  the  danger  being  proportioned,  ap- 
parently, to  the  scarcity  of  inflammable 
material. 

Thougli  scores  of  miners  have  lost 
their  lives  in  Houghton  county  through 
mine  fires,  not  one  of  the  number  has 
been  burned,  or  even  had  his  clothing 
scorched.  Death  has  been  caused,  lu 
every  case,  by  suffocation  from  foul 
ga^^s  engendered  by  the  flames.  Wood, 
such  aa  is  used  for  timbering  mines, 
would  burn  freely  and  give  off  carbonic 
acid  gas  on  surface.  Underground, 
where  almost  inconceivable  draft  Is 
given  by  the  tremendous  depths  of  the 
shafts,  the  air  supply  Is  inadeuqate  for 
nonnal  combustion,  yet  the  intense  heat 
forces  the  carbonized  wood  to  unite 
With  such  oxygen  as  is  at  hand,  as 
carbon  monoxide.  Carbon  dioxide,  com- 
monly called  carbonic  acid  gas,  is  a 
chomical  union  of  one  atom  of  carbon 
with  two  of  oxygen,  reuqlred  to  sustain 
life,  but  is  not  poisonous,  effecting  death 
solely  by  mechanical  means.  Carbon 
monoxide,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  pecul- 
iarly acrid.  Irritating  gas,  causing 
smarting  of  the  eyes  and  violent  head- 
aches, even  in  small  quantities,  when 
inhaled.  Anyone  that  has  had  a  whiff 
of  gas  from  a  charcoal  kiln,  where 
wood  is  burned  under  much  the  same 
circumstances  as  In  a  deep  mine  shaft, 
ha.4  Inhaled  diluted  carbon  monoxide, 
the  toxic  and  antiseptic  effects  of  which 
are  marked.  It  first  poisoning  its  victims 
and  then  preserving  their  bodies  from 
de<;ay. 

The  natural  system  of  ventilating 
deep  mines  in  use  In  the  Lake  Superior 
features  of  mine  fires  that  are  unusual 
and  disastrous.  Just  as  a  tall  chimney 
effects  a  furious  draft,  so  a  deep  shaft 
causes  a  similar  but  far  greater  draft, 
where    air   can    enter   the   bottom.       A

FOUR 

Grand  Jury  Makes  Report 

On  Gillespie  Murder 

Case. 


Two  Women  and  Husband 

of  One  Named  As 

Accessories. 


Rising  Pun,  Ind.,  Dec.  23.— In  its  r«?- 
port  of  the  inve.stigatlon  of  the  assass- 
ination of  Miss  Elizabeth  Gillespie  on 
Dec.  8,  the  gri'and  jury  yesterday  after- 
noon returned  true  bills  of  murder  m 
the  finst  degree  against  James  Glllesi^ie, 
a  twin  brother  of  the  murdered  woman; 
Mrn.  Belle  Seward,  her  widowed  sialer; 
Aire.  Carrie  Barbour,  niece  of  Dr.  Thad 
A.  Reamy,  an  eminent  physician  of 
Cincinnati,  and  Myron  Barbour,  her 
husband.  Bench  warrants  were  issued 
by  Judge  Downey  of  the  circuit  court. 
The  Gillespies  were  expecting  the  ar- 
rest.s,  and  Dr.  Gillespie  drove  to  the 
home  of  the  accused  in  a  closed  car- 
riage and  brought  the  indicted  persons 
to  the  court  house,  surrendering  all  of 
them  to  the  court.  The  four  indict- 
ments were  read  to  the  accused.  Th«- 
Indirtments  charged  them  with  'felon- 
iously, maliciously  and  with  premedi- 
tated intent,  causing  the  death  of  Eliz- 
abeth  Gillespie." 

A  conspiracy  among  the  members  of 
the  murdered  woman's  family  to  kill 
her  is  charged.  James  Gillespie,  litr 
twin  brother,  is  the  one  who  is  charged 
as  the  principal,  although  all  are  charg- 
ed with  murder  in  the  fir.st  degree. 
Each  entered  a   plea  of  not  guilty. 

Capt.  Cole.s  attorney  for  the  defen- 
dants, presented  petitions  for  writs  of 
habeas  corpus,  on  the  ground  that  there 
la  not  enough  evidence  to  indict,  and 
that  their  liberty  was  withheld  on  a 
charge  of  a  crime  of  which  they  were 
innocent. 

Judge  Downey  ordered  the  writs  re- 
turnable immediately,  and  the  petition 
was  then  heard  with  arguments.  Coun- 
eel  for  the  defense  stated  that  they 
were  able  to  furnish  a  reasonable  bail, 
but  the  charge  was  not  bailable,  and 
the  only  proceeding  was  under  the 
writs.  It  was  stated  that  some  of  the 
prisoners  will  be  taken  to  Lawrence- 
burg  and  Aurora  and  that  they  will  be 
liept  in  se|»arate  confinement.  Dr. 
Ittiuny,  the  uncle  of  Mrs.  William  Gil- 
lespie and  Mrs.  Myron  liarbour,  came 
heie  from  Cincinnati. 

The  defense  expected  indictments,  as

their  counsel,  Capt.  John  B.  Coles,  and 
his  legal  associates  and  a  daughter, 
Cynthia,  had  the  papers  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  typewritten  and  ready 
to  be  pre.sented  at  once  to  the  court. 
In  the  indictments  each  of  the  four  Is 
charged  with  murder  in  the  first  degree, 
but  the  bench  warrants  which  were 
served  on  them  in  the  court  room 
named  James  Gillespie  as  the  principal 
and  Mrs.  Barbour,  Mrs.  Seward  and 
Myron  Barbour  as  accessories  before 
the  fact.  The  penalty  under  the  Indi- 
ana statutes  Is  death  for  accessories, 
the  same  in  each  case  as  well  as  the 
principal. 

The  hearing  of  the  habeas  corpus  will 
be  held  Wednesday  morning.  The  pros- 
ecution will  then  have  to  show  by  wit- 
nesses sufficient  evidence  on  which  to 
hold  the  indicted  persons.  When  this 
IS  done  It  will  bring  out  some  develop- 
mentf>.  It  was  agreed  to  relestse  the 
two  women  on  bond,  and  this  the  court 
allowed  on  account  of  the  Illness  of 
Mrs.  Seward,  who  suffers  from  heart 
trouble.  They  were  admitted  to  bail  in 
sums  of  $10,000. 

Dr.  William  Gillespie,  Dr.  John  Elfors 
and  Earl  Seward,  her  son,  went  on  Mrs. 
Seward's  bond,  and  the  bond  for  Mrs. 
Barbour  was  furnished  by  five  officials 
of  the  National  bank,  with  which  her 
husband  is  connected. 

James  Gillespie  and  Myron  Barbour 
were  refused  bail  and  remanded  to  jail. 
Crowds  followed  the  two  men  as  they 
were  taken  to  the  county  jail.  An  extra 
guard  v.as  placed  in  the  Jail  for  the 
night.  All  the  pent-up  excitement  and 
strain  under  which  the  people  In  tue 
city  have  been  laboring  for  two  weeks 
has  broken  out. 

James  Gillespie  and  Myron  Barbour 
took  their  Incarceration  in  jail  coolly, 
and  laughed  and  joked  about  the  prob- 
ability of  finding  a  weaon  on  them,  as 
the  sheriff  searched  them.  James  Gil- 
lespie remarked:  "This  is  the  first  time 
1  have  been  in  here.  A  fellow  has  to 
chase  himsejf  here  to  get  exercise." 

Myron  Barbour  laughed  and  said  it 
was  a  number  of  years  since  he  had 
Ijeen  inside  the  jail.  Jim  Gillespie  was 
the  cause  of  a  scene  at  the  court  house 
when  he  struck  a  man  in  the  mouth  and 
knocked  his  camera  from  his  hands, 
breaking  a  plate  as  the  artist  tried  to 
take  a  picture.  Dr.  Gillespie  and 
Myron  Barbour,  together  with  the 
sherltf,  prevented  Jim  from  doing 
further  harm.  He  is  a  tall,  rawboned 
Scotchman,  with  protruding  chin  and 
cool  gray  eyes.  He  is  38  years  old.  Mrs. 
Barbour  is  a  small  petite  brunette  with 
dark  hair  and  magnetic  black  eyes.

A  saving  of  $33.894.r.2  in  the  various 
city  departments  during  the  eleven

yesterday  afternoon.

water  and  light.  $10,402.16:  public  woiks, 
$16T;t.25;  municipal  court.  $3824.72;  sal- 
ary, $9390.20:  printing  and  supplies, 
$.")3T.20;  library,  $2415.10. 

Tliis  will  probably  be  the  last  report 
submitted  to  the  1903  council  by  the 
comptroller. 


The  sharp  decline  in  Portland  cement 
prices  since  last  June  has  meant  a  .saving 
of  something  like  $20,000  to  $25,000  to  the 
contracting  firm  of  Hugo  &  Tims  of  this 
city,  on  the  contract  with  the  Unltea 
States  government  for  a  concrete  pier 
at   Sand   Beach,    Lake   Huron. 

It  was  announced  Monday  that  Hugo 
&  Tims  had  Just  closed  a  contract  for  the 
delivery  at  Sand  Beach  of  25,000  barrels 
of  Alpena  Portland  cement  for  $40,00<J.  or 
on  a  basis  of  $1.00  per  barrel. 

Last  summer  this  firm  was  the  success- 
ful bidd'.r  out  of  many  for  the  new  pier 
work  at  the  harbor  of  refuge  at  Sand 
Beach,  the  amount  of  the  contract  being 
aouut  $;.:w.iiOO,  tiiough  there  is  a  possi- 
bility tiial  fully  PJU.UOO  will  be  available 
on   tiio  present  contract. 

I'he  local  uriii,  wiieii  bidding  figured  for 
the  work  on  the  basis  of  the  prices  cur- 
rent for  Portland  cement  last  June,  which 
was  about  $2.50  in  open  market,  and  about 
$:;.40  per  barrel  where  taken  in  large  lots. 
'J  he  nrni  ligured  that  prices  would  de- 
cline and  almost  immediately  after  the 
contract  was  made,  th;-  prices  of  cement 
began  to  go  down  and  continued  until 
they  were  able  to  purchase  the  amount 
needed  for  80  cents  per  barrel  less  than 
last  June. 

The  improvement  at  Sand  Beach,  which 
lies  just  above  Port   Hurm,  Mich     •     "" 
immense    proposition    and    Hugo 
have   not,    as   is   generally 
whole  contract. 

The  entire  work  will  cost  something 
like  $1,500,000,  of  which  about  $200,000  i:. 
immediately  available  and  it  is  on  this 
appropriation  that  the  local  firm  has  its 
contract. 

Tho  entire  length  of  the  main  pier  will 
be  4i>75  feet,  and  the  total  amount  ot 
Pt^rllaiui  cement  that  will  be  ufcd  will 
probably  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  75,00<j 
barrels,    perhaps    more. 

The  work  planned  includes  the  tearing 
down  of  the  old  superstructure  of  the 
main  pier  to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet 
below  ordinary  lake  level  and  replacing 
it  by  concrete  superstructure. 

The  Sand  Beach  harbor  of  refuge  Is 
more  correctly  known  by  the  postofCice 
addre.ss  of  Harbor  Beach,  Mich.  Its  llrst 
name  was  given  it  years  ago  because  th; 
place  is  distinguished  by  the  only  strip 
of  sandy  beach  along  a  rocky  coast  for 
some  miles. 

The  harbor  has  a  rocky  bottom  and. 
in  case  of  a  hard  northeaster,  vessels  are 
unable  to  anchor,  and  must  tie  up  at  the 
piers  where  they  pound  so  hard  as  to  do 
considerable  damage.  The  new  concrete

"This  is  an  age  of  cement,"  remarked 
Assistant  United  States  Engineer  Clar- 
ence Ci)leman.  yesterday.  "I  have  re- 
cently received  a  letter  from  a  prominent 
engineer  in  the  state  of  New  York  ask- 
ing for  information  relative  to  the  advis- 
ability of  using  Portland  cement  in  the 
construction  of  the  n^-w  locks  along  tht- 
proposed  enlargement  ■if  the  Ei'ie  c;inal. 
The  rild  locks  were  built  of  big  blocks  of 
limestone  at  a  cost  far  exceeding  the  cost 
of  building  the  same  of  concrete." 

It  is  understood  that  the  government 
engineers  have  now  under  pr.ijection 
plans  for  a  new  lock  at  the  Sault  that 
will  be  far  larger  than  the  Poe  lock  or 
the  old  lock  first  built  by  the  government. 
The  plans  for  the  new  lock  will  call  for 
one  about  1300  feet  long,  capable  of  con- 
taining one  of  the  proposed  new  GOO-foot 
steel  steamers  and  her  barge.  The  Poe 
lock  is  about  Sd'  feet  long  and  the  old 
lock    about    550   feet    long. 

It  is  said  that  the  engineers  have  fig- 
ured upon  using  concrete  instead  of  lime- 
stone as  in  the  old  locks.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  concrete  is  harder  and  more 
durable  and  costs  about  $5  or  ?•>  a  cubic 
yard,  where  the  limestone  structure  cost 
about  $30  per  cubic  yard.  If  concrete  is 
used  Instead  of  limestone  it  is  held  that 
a  larger  lock  could  be  built  at  the  cost 
of   the    smaller   oid  locks. 

The  Immense  advantage  of  concrete 
over  limestone  Is  claimed  to  ha\  e  been 
first  diemonstrated  in  government  pier 
work  at  the  Duluth  ship  canal,  concrete 
piers  being  practically  unheard  of  up  to 
that  time,  and  since  then  all  tlie  new  pier 
work  projected   has  been  of  concrete. 

Assistant  I'nlted  States  Engineer  Cole- 
man, who  is  a  conerete  expert,  says  the 
reason  for  the  popularity  of  cement  over 
limestone  is  not  merely  on  the  score  of 
economy,  but  of  utility.  He  argues  that 
there  is  a  point  of  weakness  wlierever 
limestone  blocks  are  set  together,  while 
in  the  monolithic  blocks  of  Portland  ce- 
ment there  is  no  line  of  weakness.  The 
concrete  block  will  break  off  in  frag- 
ments under  a  severe  i)low  rather  tliaii 
crumble  like  limestone,  and  sncli  frac- 
tures are  easily  repaired,  while  in  the 
case  of  limestone  the  blocks  have  to  he 
removed  and  replaced   by  otiiers. 

"It  has  been  demonstrated  thus  far. 
in  the  case  of  the  Duluth  canal  piers." 
says  Mr.  Coleman,  "that  concrete  piers 
suffer    the    least    from    cnllislons." 

Experiments  made  by  Mr.  Coleman  have 
demonstrated  that  one  of  the  hardest 
concrete  mixtures  known  can  be  made 
out  of  a  mixture  of  Portland  cement  with 
sand  made  from  the  trap  rock  found  in 
inexhaustible  quantities  about  Duluth 
When  Portland  cement  and  trap  rock 
sand  are  mixed  In  certain  proportions, 
and  the  block  allowed  to  remain  in  water 
for  a  given  number  of  days,  the  result 
Is  a  substance  that  is  practically  harder 
than  the   trap   rock   itself. 

Tests  of  cement  mixtures  are  made  for 
tensile  strength  and  resistance  of  frac- 
ture and  we  usually  based  on  the  ratio 
of  one  to  30,  that  is,  it  will  require  a  force 
30  times  as  great  to  fracture  the  sub- 
stance than  to  pull  It  apart.  Mr.  Cole- 
man's test  with  trap  rock,  sand  and  ce- 
ment showed  a  tensile  strength  of  at  least 
984  pounds  to  the  inch  and  resisting 
power  30   times   as   great. 

Relative  to  the  discussiort  that  has 
been  had  as  to  the  merits  of  Portland 
cement  manufactured  from  the  slag  of 
,  furnaces.  Mr.  Coleman  says  there  are 
;  jjome  slags  that  are  not  at  all  suitable 
j  for  cement.  Some  iron  ores  have  so 
I  much  sulphur  that  the  slag  is  never  used 
;  for  cement  manufacture. 
i  A.sked  why  cement  prices  have  under- 
i  gone  so  great  a  decline  in  the  past  six 
I  months.    Mr.   Coleman   replied: 

"The   fact   is   there    has    been    an    over- 
pr()duction      of    Portland      cement.        The 
manufacturers     were    figuring    on     more 
I  work   than    has   really   been  accomplished 
in    concrete    building    and    the    result    i5 
i  there    is   so   large   a   stock   of   cement   on 
I  the  market   that  prices  have  gone  down. 
I      "Scores   and  scores   of   Portland   cement 
I  manufactories    are    springing    up      every 
!  year.     It  is  this  very  condition   of  things 
i  that    will    effectually   prevent    the   big   ce- 
I  ment    trust   talked   of   some    time   ago.     A 
prominent   manufacturer  of   Portland   ce- 
ment told  me  that  wtih  so  many  smaller 
cement      works    opening    up    every      year 
there   Is   no   possibility   of   the   formation 
\  of  a   combine   to   control   the   output   and 
I  force   the  prices."

I 
also  invite  your  attention  to  the  source 
from  which  the  paper  claims  to  hav«i 
obtained  Its  Information,  namely,  elate-., 
ments  of  First  Lieutenant  James  Run- 
cie (late  major  United  States  V  cav- 
alry) made  to  various  reliable  parlies, 
and  to  request  that  the  matter  be  re-, 
ferred  to  the  inspector  general  oi  the, 
army  for  su'.h  action  as  may  be  re- 
quired", under  the  cirou;nstances  or  to, 
any  other  authority  which  the  war  de 
pariment  may  deem   proper.

DEPORTATION  OKDERED. 
Washington.  Dec.  23.— feecretai  y  Cortel- 
you  has  ordered  the  deportation  of  the 
skilled  glass  blowers  from  Stourbridge, 
LiHgland.  who  were  detained  at  Elils 
Island  under  the  alien  contract  labor  law. 
The  glass  blowers  were  enroute  to  work 
for  a  Arm  at  Corning,  N.  \. 


Striking  employes  at  the  National 
Iron  compan>''s  plant  in  West  Duluth, 
and  otflcers  and  members  of  Iron  Mohl- 
ers'  union.  No.  315,  have  been  enjoined 
froin  interfering  in  any  way  with  the 
company's  business,  or  its  employes,  or 

from  congregating  at  or  near  the  plant 
lor  the  purpcse  of  harrassing  or  Inter- 
lering  with  men  employed  by  the  com- 
pany. 

The  Injunctional  order,  issued  by 
Judge  Dibell,  this  morning  aifeo  r<--- 
strains  the  strikers  and  union  men  from 
inieriering  with  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies and  nt-cessaries  of  lile  by  me 
workmen  employed,  or  from  intimidat- 
ing boarding  house  keepers  for  the  pur- 
pose oi!  preventing  the  men  from  getting 
lodging  and  board.  The  union  is  re- 
strained froir  dictating  to  the  company 
wha-L  wages  it  shall  pay,  what  shaU  con- 
stitute a  day'n  work,  or  from  interieriug 
in  any  way  with  the  National  Iron  com- 
pany s  business. 

Service  of  the  injunctional  order  was 
made  shorllj  before  noon  today,  and 
Jan.  'I  has  been  set  for  the  heanng  on 
the  return  of  the  order. 

The  complaint  was  tiled  this  morning 
by  Washburn  &  Bailey,  attorneys  lor 
the  National  Iron  company. 

The  defendants  named  in  the  com- 
plaint are;  Gustav  A.  Rakowsky, 
George  !S.  Gardiner,  W.  A.  Wadleigh, 
William  Ritchie,  <.:harles  Johnson,  Er- 
nest Haufl,  Andrew  Bergquist,  Gus 
Johnson,  otherwise  known  as  Carl 
Johnson,  and  Steve  Feehan.  The  above- 
named,  as  individuals,  together  with 
Stanislaus  K  Smith,  John  E.  Graniey, 
Olio  Nelson.  Walter  Ciark.  Joe  liuni, 
Frank  Britz,  John  Johnson,  Martin 
Alusolf,  Charles  Flagstadt,  Anton  Wel- 
ter, Peter  Johnson,  William  Thompson, 
and  all  other  members  of  iron  Molders' 
union.  No.  315,  are  also  made  defend- 
ants. Stanislaus  K.  Smith  is  president, 
and  Gustav  Rakowsky  is  secretary  ot 
the  union. 

The  National  Iron  company, 
in  its  complaint,  alleges  that 
it  ordinarily  employs  about  150  men, 
part  of  whojie  work  is  to  make  gray 
iron  castings,  some  fifteen  to  twenty- 
live  molders  and  core  makers  being  em- 
ployed for  that  purpose.  The  company 
claims  that  iince  April  I,  1903,  it  has 
paid  its  molders  in  the  foundry  33  1-3 
cents  per  hour  for  nine  hours'  work 
daily,  and  has  paid  the  core  makers 
J2.50  per  day  for  nine  hours,  instead  of 
a  like  wage  for  ten  hours,  as  hereto- 
fore. 

It  is  alleged  that  Iron  Molders'  union. 
No.  315,  assumes  the  right  and  power 
to  dictate  to  the  company  the  wages  it 
shall  pay  its  molders,  and  the  number 
of  hours  which  shall  constitute  a  work- 
ing day,  serv  ng  notice  on  the  company, 
April  6,  1903  to  the  effect  that  after 
May  1,  1903,  nine  hours  should  consti- 
tute a  day's  work,  with  the  same  pay 
as  formerly  lor  ten  hours'  work. 

The  compaiy  states  that  Oct.  1.  1903, 
and  up  to  the  time  of  the  strike,  it  had 
several  men  employed  as  molders,  and 
several  othei-s  employed  as  appren- 
tices, the  la.ter  being  under  contract 
employment  'or  a  period  of  three  years, 
at  a  stipulated  amount  per  year  for  the 
purpose  of  Uiarning  the  trade. 

It   l3   chanted   that   Oct.    5,   I90S,   the 


company  decreased  the  scale  of  mini- 
mum wages  for  molders  to  30  cents  per 
hour,  becoming  effective  Oct.  15,  and 
decreafjcd  the  scale  of  wages  of  core 
makers  accordingly,  so  that  the  mini- 
mum scale  of  wages  would  be  the  same 
daily  wage  for  ten  hours  per  day  as 
had  been  paid  since  April  1,  1903,  for 
ni:ie  hours'  work. 

The  company  claims  the  decrease  in 
wages  was  made  because  it  was  paying 
a  higher  scale  than  it  could  afford, 
higlier  than  others  engaged  In  like  bus- 
iness. It  is  also  claimed  by  the  com- 
pany that  it  desired  to  maintain  a 
lower  scale  of  minimum  wages  so  as  to 
enable  it  to  pay  men  according  to  their 
merit,  and  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
highest  wages  for  Inetticient  laborers. 
It  claims  it  should  not  be  subject  to 
the  dictates  of  the  union,  limiting  the 
amount  of  work  one  man  should  do, 
or  be  permitted  to  do,  as  a  day's  work, 
and  to  that  end  to  maintain  what  Is 
called  an  "open  shop,"  without  any  dis- 
crimination for  or  against  union  or 
non-union  men,  or  employes,  and  free 
from  the  dictates  of  the  Iron  Molders' 
union,  so  that  the  company  may  con- 
duct its  business  without  loss  and  com- 
pete with  other  corpor.atlons  in  the 
same  business.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
company  cannot  do  business  on  the 
scale  of  wages  paid  before  the  reduc- 
tion was  made,  and  under  the  limita- 
tion of  daily  work  required  by  the 
union. 

The  company  claims  that  the  union, 
through    its   instructions   to  men   in   its 
shops  and  all  other  shops,  dictates  the 
j  amount  of  work  each  union  man  shall 
do   in   a  day,   and  the   amount,    in   case 
of    the    molders,     is    about      half      the 
amount  of  work  an  ordinarily  good  mol- 
i  der  can  accomplish  in  a  day,  and  that 
I  it   is   this    loss   in    production,    together 
I  w  ith  the  scale  of  w  ages,  that  makes  it 
\  impossible  for  the  company  to  afford  to 
manufacture  gray  iron  castings. 
!     It   is  further  alleged   that   if  a   union 
'  employe,  by  reason  of  his  diligence  and 
j  desire    to    do    an    honest    day's    work. 
;  turns    out    a    greater    amount    of    work 
I  than  the  limit  fixed  by  the  union,  he  Is 
I  stopped  and   fined,   the  effect  of  which 
I  is  demoralizing  to  the  company's  busi- 
ness and  puts  effective  stop  to  any  le- 
ward  for  Individual  effort  as  a  stimulus 
to   industry. 

The  company  claims  it  has  paid  the 

scale   and   submitted   to    the   limitation 

of  production  as  long  and   longer  than 

it  can  afford  to.     It  claims  it  can  hire 

i  all    the   molders  it  desires  for  30   cents 

I  pe  rhour,   which  is  all  it  can  afford   to 

I  pay,    and    which   Is   adequate    compen- 

I  sation.     Allegation    is   made  that    there 

i  are  plenty  of  competent  workmen  ready 

and  anxious  to  work  at  the  30-cent  scale 

if   they   are    not    intimidated    or    inter- 

I  fered  with  by  the  strikers. 

I     The  strike   is   said   to   have   been   or- 

'  dered  on  or  about  Oct.  29,  1903,  at  which 

I  time  all  of  the  nine  employes  named  as 

I  defendants  quit  the  employ  of  the  com- 

:  pany. 

I      It  is  alleged  that  the  apprentices  con- 
tinued to  work  until  Dec.  19,  when  they 
I  were  urged  and  Induced  by  the  striker.% 
I  who  visited  the  foundry,  to  violate  their 
1  contracts.      The    company    claims    that 
when  it  hired  men  to  take  the  place  of 
striker!?,    the   latter   threatened    persona 
keeping    boarding    houses    with    a    boy- 
cott   if    they    took    care    of    non-union 
men.    One  instance  is  given  in  which  a 
non-union  employe  is  said  to  have  been 
twice   driven   from   his   boarding   house 
by  such   threads. 

It   is   claimed   that    the   strikers  have 
attempted  to  intimidate  tradesmen  from 
selling  to  the  company's  foreman,  and 
in  all  ways  short  of  actual  violence  are 
still  endeavoring  to  prevent  men  from 
working  at   the   West   Duluth   foundry, 
and  making  it  intolerable  for  them  In 
every  way,  unless  they  are  members  of 
the  Molders'   union  and  subject  to   its 
dictates.      The    company      alleges      the 
strikers    will    keep    up    their    annoying 
tactics    and    continue    to    intrude    and 
trespass  at  the  factory  unless  the  court 
restrains  them  by  an  order.     It  asserts 
that  it  has  not  refused  to  employ  the 
i  strikers  nor  sought  to  exact  any  prom- 
I  ise  from  them  if  they  return  to  work; 
!  in  fact,   would  make  no  discrimination 
j  between  the  union  and  non-union  men, 
I  but  would  be  willing  and  ready  to  pay 
a  fair  and  honest  wage  to^onest  work- 
men for  an  honest  day's  work. 

The  company  claims  it  will  be  useless 
for  it  to  manage  and  control  its  busi- 
ness and  continue  to  operate  its  foun- 
dry unless  the  court  grants  protec- 
tion.

Connellsvllle,  l*a,,  Dec.  24.— When 
daylight  broke  thm-e  was  known  to  be 
sixty-two  dead,  the  result  of  last  night's 
wreck  of  the  Duquesne  limited  on  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad  near  Daw- 
son. These  bodies  filled  the  temporary 
morgues  In  this  city  and  It  is  believed 
nearly  a  score  more  will  be  added  to 
the  death   list  before  the  day  is  over. 

Of  the  bodies  recovered  49  have  been 
identified  and  V^  are  designated  as 
"unknown."  Most  of  the  latter  were 
foreigners,  princlitally  Italians.  There 
was  also  one  Chinaman.

TYPHOON   STRUCK   THE    VESSEL 


Snn  Francisco,  Dec,  24.— Capt,  Hen- 
derson of  the  dismasted  British  bark 
Olive  Eiank,  which  has  just  been  towed 
into  this  port  for  repairs,  has  made  a 
statement  of  the  cause  of  the  disaster 
to  hl-«  vessel.  In  this  he  says  that 
ever>-thing  went  well  after  leaving 
Shanghai,  on  Oct.  18,  for  Royal  Roads, 
B.  C,  unUl  Nov.  9,  when  a  typhoon 
struck  the  vessel,  heaving  the  ship 
down  until  her  rail  was  in  the  water. 


When  the  wind  went  down  the  sea  rose 
and  the  vessel  began  to  roll  heavily, 
until  at  last  the  topmast  rigging,  fore 
and  aft,  gave  way  under  the  strain  and 
the  masts  and  yards  went  by  the  board. 
It  took  all  hands  five  days  to  clear  the 
wreckage.  From  that  time  on  fair 
weather  favored  the  vessel,  and  under 
jury  rigging  she  made  the  last  1200 
miles  of  her  voyage  In  good  time.  When 
the  repairs  are  completed  the  Olive 
Bank  will  proceed  on  her  way  North.

A  full  200  yards  from  the  seat  of 
the  first  trouble  lies  the  engine,  a  wreck, 
with  battered  sides  and  dismantled 
trucks,  where  her  great  speed  carried 
after  she  struck  the  wreck.  Almost  100 
yards  beyond  where  the  engine  toppled 
over  is  the  forward  baggage  coach, 
lying  on  the  slope  of  a  bank,  where  it 
rests  at  an  angle. 

This  great  train,  plunging  as  It  was 
through  the  darkness  at  sixty  miles  an 
hour,  dashed  round  a  curve  headlong 
into  a  pile  of  great  timbers  and  was 
wiecked.  The  speed  of  the  train  sent 
it  plunging  ahead  as  wheels  left  the 
rail.*  and  bumped  over  the  ties  until 
the  rails  were  ripped  up  and  out  and 
the  great  engine  fell  over. 

Its  two  baggage  cars  dashed  on 
ahead  past  the  dismantled  engine,  leav- 
ing the  right  of  way  and  plunging  down 
over  a  bank. 

The  first  passenger  car,  a  smoker, 
pushed  past  the  engine  and  tilted  over 
toward  it  at  the  same  time.  This  car 
was  filled  with  passengers,  and  all  were 
killed.  Singularly,  In  such  an  awful 
crash,  the  dead,  with  few  exceptions, 
were  scalded  to  death.  Scarcely  any  of 
them  were  mangled. 

A  fetory  of  courage  and  heroism  sel- 
dom equalled  is  told  of  Benjamin 
Nichols,  steward  on  the  dining  car. 
His  name  is  being  sung  with  praises 
by  railroaders  and  the  surviving  peis- 
sengers  today.  When  the  terrible  slide 
of  the  engine  dragged  the  train  whirling 
sideways  along  the  road,  Nichols  wa» 
in  the  dining  car.  He  was  battered 
from  one  side  to  another  of  the  car. 

Jolting,  bumping  and  swinging,  the 
car  finally  stopped.  It  was  on  the  end 
of  the  train,  and  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  Nichols  and  others  on  that  car 
were  not  Injured. 

Before  the  car  had  made  its  last 
lurch  Nichols  had  leaped  and  was  run- 
ning toward  the  smoker,  which  was 
re-duced  to  a  matter  of  twisted  iron  and 
splinters.  The  crash  had  torn  the 
escape  valve  from  the  top  of  the  engine 
and  the  steam  was  shooting  into  ths 
car  upon  the  struggling  mass  of  human- 
ity. The  escaping  steam  was  the  first 
thing  that  attracted  the  plucky  stew- 
ard.   Taking  off  his  coat  he  ripped  and

"Railway  Building  in  Progre;<.s"  was  pub- 
lUhe<l  on  March  20.  which  ;;howed  8500 
miles  under  contract.  labor  became 
threatening  and  an  epidemic  of  strikes 
and  demaiKLs  for  increase  in  wages— de- 
mands which  in  many  cases  were  unrea- 
8onal)l6— folli)i*cd.  This  caused  railway 
ma»ag«rs  to  call  a  temporary  halt  in  im- 
provements which  required  the  expendi- 
ture of  vast  -sums  of  money.  Later  clouds 
appeared  on  the  financial  horizon  and  the 
apprehension  caused  thereby  was  respon- 
sible for  the  su.^pension  of  much  import- 
ant work  which  was  well  under  way.  The 
upl>eaval  in  Wall  Street  did  not  affect  the 
real  value  of  railway  securities,  for  the 
country  at  large  wa.s  prosperous  almo.st 
to  a  ^gre»^  never  exj^erienced  before  and 
the  rallroa.ls  had  all  tiie  traffic  they  could 
handle.  But  when  a  railroad  company  is 
contemplating  an  issue  of  bonds  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  improvements  it  has  to  go 
to  Wall  Street,  and  It  wa.s  wisdom  on  the 
part  of  those  responsible  for  the  manage- 
ment of  our  railroads  to  hold  up  im- 
provements calling  for  bond  i.ssues  until 
the    financial    skies    shouUl   clear. 

For  tiiese  reasons  latterly  it  h.xs  been 
anticiijated  that  the  cloi«e  of  the  year 
would  show  a  smaller  new  mileage  than 
was  <onipU-ted  in  1902.

Wilkesbarre,  Pa..  Dec.  24.— Alderman 
Donohue,  famous  as  the  punisher  of 
wife  beaters  and  the  dispenser  of  an 
original  kind  of  justice,  has  himself  been 
haled  into  court  and  ordered  to  pay 
$25  a  month  toward  the  support  of  his 
wife  and  children.  This  is  an  unex- 
pected ending  to  a  picturesque  career, 
for  now  It  looks  as  if  he  might  fail  to 
be  re-elected  to  office. 

He  was  certainly  picturesque  as  a 
magistrate.  He  has  said  of  his  office, 
"Justice  reigns  here  if  the  law  does 
not  always.  "  It  was  a  violation  of  the 
law  that  first  brought  him  to  fame. 

He  had  many  wife  beaters  l>efore 
him.  and  each  got  all  that  the  law 
allowed.  But  this  was  not  enough  io 
quench  the  wife  beating  propensity  in 
some  of  them. 

One  man  in  particular  was  brought 
before  him  several  times,  and  at  length 
the  alderman  could  bear  it  no  longer. 

"There  is  no  use  in  sending  you  to 
jail,"  he  roared.  "Fining  you  does  no 
good.  Now,  I  am  going  to  give  you 
what  you  i-eally  deserve  and  when  I 
am  through  with  you.  you'll  have  a 
different  idea  about  the  right  of  a  hus- 
band to  beat  his  wife." 

While  he  was  talking  he  had  stripped 
off  his  coat,  rolled  up  his  sleeves  and 
descended  from  the  bench.  Only  the 
constable  was  in  the  oflftce.  and  he  stood 
by  to  see  fair  play. 

"Put  up  your  hands,"  shouted  th*- 
alderman.  •  "I'll  give  you  all  the  cnancc 
you  are  able  to  take." 

The  wife  beater  was  a  husky  fellow 
and  not  afraid  of  a  fight.  He  put  up 
his  fists  In  a  more  or  less  workmanlike 
fashion.  Then  Donohue  showed  him 
what  he  considered  the  proper  punish- 
ment for  -a  wife  beater. 

There  was  a  lively  fifteen  minutes, 
and  in  that  time  the  wife  beater  had 
been  pummelled,  sat  upon,  banged 
against  the  wall  and  thrown  to  the  fioor 
till  he  was  a  thoroughly  humbled  and 
bruised  offender.  Donohue,  scant  of 
breath,  pufllng  hard  and  with  some 
marks  himself  to  show  for  the  fray, 
clambered  back  to  the  bench. 

"Now  go  home,"  he  said,  "and  see  if 
that  does  not  effect  a  cure." 

It  did  effect  a  cure  and  the  wife  has 
gone  unbeaten  since. 

This  established  Donohue's  fame.  A 
French  society  sent  him  a  ribbon  and  a 
long  letter  of  commendation,  women's 
societies  and  women  personally  all  over 
the  country  wrote  to  him  commending 
his  act. 

When  he  ran  for  re-election  no  small 
factor  in  his  success  were  the  women 
of  the  ward.  They  campaigned  so  ef- 
fectively for  him  that  he  received  a 
large  majority.  In  the  coming  cam- 
paign, however,  it  is  inferred  that  they 
will  sympathize  with  his  wife,  who 
says  he  has  contributed  nothing  to  her 
support  since  last  May. 

A   case   that   made   his   wisdom   seem 
like  Solomon's  was  that  of  an  old  Irish 
woman    and    her   daughter    who   had    a 
dispute  over  the  ownership  of  a  goose. 
Ten   witnesses  on   each  side  gave  con- 
tradictory   testimony.        Donohue      was 
puzzled  for  a  moment.    Then  he  asked: 
"Which  of  you  women  has  a  gander  I" 
"I  have,"  both  exclaimed. 
"Then   each  of   you   must   appear  in 
court  tomorrow  with  your  ganders.    I'll 
Issue  a  subpoena  for  them  and  in  the 
meantime  I  will  keep  the  goose." 

The  next  day  ganders,  contestants, 
witnesse,s  and  friends  were  present. 
There  was  a  large  field  behind  Dono- 
hue's office.  He  sent  two  constables 
with  the  ganders  to  opposite  ends  of 
the  field  and  told  them  to  release  the 
birds.  At  the  same  time  at  his  end 
he  released  the  goose. 

For  a  little  time  the  case  wa^  In 
doubt.  The  birds  paid  no  attention  to 
each  other.  Finally,  however,  the 
goose  spied  one  of  the  ganders,  eyed 
him  critically  for  a  time  and  then  am- 
bled, off  down  the  field  and  joined  him. 
"Whose  gander  is  that  the  goose  went 
to?"  demanded  Donohue. 

"Mrs.    McGroaty's,"   cried   the  crowd. 
"Then     it's    Mrs.     McGroaty's    goose, 
too.

States  Senator  Arthur  Brown  and  take 
him  to  state's  prison  with  her.  Judge 
Morse  ha.s  decided  that  his  cxjurL  h<id 
jurisdiction  over  Brown's  case  in  whicli 
the  senator  is  charged  with  criminal 
relations  with  Mrs.  Bradley.

DOWN  WITH    THE  MOSQUITO. 

Foes  of  the  pestiferous  "skeeter  bug"  are  active  and 
alert.  They  have  organized  into  an  army  of  e.xterminat- 
ing  and  deadly  purpose.  The  m':)Squito  must  go.  The  re- 
cent anti-nio.squito  conference  that  met, in  New  York  was 
nn  imposing  and  determined  body.  The  mosquito  evil 
was  presented  in  all  its  diabolical  phases.  New  Jersey, 
the  first  state  in  the  Union,  in  size,  quality,  quantity  and 
fecundity  of  its  mosquito  product,  was  well  and  ably  rep- 
resented. It  was  solemnly  asserted  that  mosquito  reform 
had  passed  beyond  the  humorous  stage.  There  are  many 
who  have  never  seen  the  humorous  side  of  the  proposi- 
tion. The  mosquito  is  perhaps  the  only  one  that  has  so 
far  perceived  that  phase  of  the  warfare. 

The  meeting  referred  to  above  was  held  on  a  bleak  day 
ir  December.  There  was  not  a  mosquito  about.  None  of 
the  anopheles  were  on  hand.  The  anopheles  are  the 
malarial  mosquitoes.  The  meeting  was  held  in  December, 
perhops,  because  there  was  less  danger  of  the  winged 
?nd  long-billed  pest  being  present  and  breaking  up  the 
august  assemblage.  The  fiendish  persistency  of  the  bane- 
ful bug  was  commented  on  at  length.  No  definite  steps 
were  taken  to  exterminate  the  pest,  but  that  there  is  soon 
to  be  "something  doing"  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
there  is  to  be  another  meeting  which  will  be  called  at  the 
"discretion  of  the  committee." 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  golden  era  of  mos- 
quito reform  has  dawned.    Be  it  reform  or  extermination, 
let  us  rejoice  with  exceeding  great  joy.     If  extermination, 
well  and  good;  if  reform,  let  us  be  thankful.    Let  us  tru'it 
that  if  the  mosquito  is  to  be  reformed  he  may  hereafter 
make  his  visit  as  a  messenger  of  peace  rather  than  of  pro- 
fanity.     Let    the    mosquito   awaken   to   the    fact    that    its 
methods  of  surgery — of  mutilation — are  far  behind  the 
times.     Let  us  trn^t  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when, 
if   the  mosquito   is   determined   to   practice  incision   and 
blood-letting,  he  may  come  provided  with  an  anaesthetic 
and  with  a  thoroughly  antiseptic  bill.    Let  him  l5e  malaria- 
proof  and  tree  from  the  germs  of  yellow  fever.     Let  us 
trust  that  forewarned  is  forearmed,  and  that  hereafter  no 
gentlemanly  and  well-regulated  mosquito  will  enter  the 
circles  of  polite   or  other  society  and  insinuate   hi/  bill 
just  in  the  region  whore  it  is  quite  impolite  to  scratch  and 
under  circumstances  when  cuss  words  are  inappropriate. 
Let  us  trust  that  when  summer  comes  again  and  after  hav- 
i?ig  heard  of  \^e  deliberations  of  the  great  society  of  ex- 
terminators,  the   mosquito,   if   he   must   come.   too.   will 
come  chastened  and  repentant  with  more  enlightened  and 
less  embarrassing  and  painful  methods  of  operating  than 
IP  the  past.     But  if  not— then  death  to  the  mosquito!     Let 
him   be    driven    hence    without   hope   of   resurrection   or 
benefit  of  the  clergy. 


CHICAGO   CONVENTIONS. 

An  article  in  the  New  York  Sun  draws  attention  to 
the  singular  fact  that  Republican  national  conventions 
held  at  Chicago  have  always  resulted  in  tragedies  to  the 
nominees.  The  last  Republican  convention  in  Chicago 
was  that  of  1888.  The  convention  four  years  later,  1892, 
met  in  Minneapolis;  in  1896,  in  St.  Louis;  in  1900,  in  Phil- 
adelphia. Of  the  Republican  candidates  nominated  in 
Chicago,  Lincoln  and  Garfeld  were  assassinated.  Blaine 
died  a  disappointed  if  not  heartbroken  man.  Arthur,  who 
succeeded  Garfield,  lived  to  realize  the  full  meaning  of 
political  ingratitude.  Harrison,  although  renominated  at 
Minneapolis,  was  defeated.  Thus  the  last  presidential 
candidate  nominated  by  the  Republicans  in  Chicago  and 
elected,  was  the  second  Chicago  nominee  of  the  same 
party  to  turn  over  his  party  to  the  Democracy. 

The  Republican  convention  which  met  in  Chicago  in 
t88o  had  one  of  the  most  stubborn  contests  ever  held  in 
the  country.  The  candidates  before  the  convention.  Grant, 
Sherman,  Windom,  Blaine  and  Garfield  are  dead.  VVin- 
dom's  death  was  dramatic.  He  dropped  dead  at  a  banquet 
in  New  York  while  making  a  speech  when  he  was  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury.  Sherman's  friends  believe  to  this 
day  that  he  was  a  bitterly  disappointed  man  from  the 
time  of  his  defeat.  The  defeat  of  Grant  in  that  con- 
vention was  the  occasion  of  a  bitter  feud  in  the  Repub- 
lican party  and  incidentally  led  to  the  defeat  of  the  party 
in    1884. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Democratic  party  found  Chica- 
go to  be  a  winning  post  twice,  in  1884  and  1892,  but  the 
Democratic  candidate  nominated  there  in  1896  was  de- 
feated, though  he  received  a  larger  popular  vote  than  any 
presidential  candidate  previous  to  that  year,  and  his  nom- 
ination and  defeat  led  to  a  serious  split  in  the  party.

This  story  was  copied  extensively  in 
the  exchanges  throughout  the  country, 
and  found  .is  way  into  tne  New  Yorli  Sun 
of  Dec.  20.  The  Herald  yesterday  re- 
ceived a  communication  from  E.  Berry. 
421  Chestnut  street,  on  which  was  pasted 
a  copy  of  the  story  with  the  following 
comment: 

"It  may  cost  you  another  'six'  if  you 
take  chances  on  this,  as  all  bills  are  not 
as  above.  So  take  a  tip  and  investigate 
before   plunging   too  deeoly." 

Upon  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Berry's  com- 
munication, which  was  received  in  the 
same  spirit  In  which  it  was  written,  a  re- 
porter was  at  once  detailed  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  a  cog  had  slipped  when 
the   story    was    written. 

With  the  assistance  of  another  reporter 
he  visited  the  local  banks.  Then,  after 
securing  the  services  of  two  tellers  who 
in  turn  secured  the  services  of  two  police 
men.  945C  bills  of  various  denominations 
were  examined.  It  was  a  tedious  task, 
with  the  eye  of  the  policemen  upon  ihem, 
but  the  work  was  eventually  finished 
with  the  result  that  we  still  think  the 
facts  correct   as  printed. 

It  is  barely  possible  that  Mr.  Berry 
may  have  misunderstood  the  proposition. 
He  may  have  taken  the  series  letter  for 
the  otlier  number  which  ranges  in  size, 
in  the  various  Issues,  from  1-32  to  ^ 
inches  in  height.  On  the  new  $1  bills 
the  letter  is  of  the  old  English  style, 
while  on  the  $5  Indian  head  bills  the  letter 
is  of  the  plain  capital  type.  It  is  almost 
indistingiiishable  on  some  bills.  It  might 
be  said  in  this  connection  that  a  citizen 
of  Duluth  attempted  to  work  tlie  game  on 
a  friend  and  counted  the  large  number 
on  the  reverse  side  of  a  $10  bank  note. 
He  thought  that  he  had  lost,  but  after- 
ward recovered  the  money  when  the 
man  who  won  the  same  told  him  that  the 
number  on  the  bill  was  as  he  had  stated. 
If  anyone  can  show  ^liere  the  rule  re- 
garding the  numbers  and  letters.  as 
stated  above,  is  Incorrect,  we  sliould  be 
pleased  to  receive  the  same  with  the  date 
of  the  Issue,  the  series  letter  and  number 
and    the   letter    in   Question. 

The  man  who  involuntarily  acted  as  tlu 
source  of  information  on  the  (Irst  story 
that  .was  printed  extends  his  sympatliy 
to  Mr.  Berry  if  the  latter  has  "plunged 
too  deeply"  on  the  propciiitlon  under  a 
misunderstanding    of    the    facts.

Philippines  owned  by  the  Spanish  friars.    It  is  announced 

that   the    friars   will    receive    about    $7,239,000    for    their 

lands,   which    include   about   39f.ooo  acres,   and   that   4/^ 

per   cent   thirty-year   bonds   will   be   issued  to   raise  the 

amount.     When  this  sum  has  been  paid  to  the  friars,  a 

perplexing  question  will  have  been  finally  settled.

In    international    affairs,   the 
British  monarch  has  always  had  great  personal  influence,

Teague.  correspondent  on  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  for  the  Times,  says  in  a  news 
letter  to  that  paper:  The  republic  of 
Panama  stands  today  with  one  fool  upon 
the  wreck  of  Colombian  maladministra- 
tion, oppression  and  perfidy,  and  the 
other  upon  the  ruins  of  French  efforts  lo 
cut  a  commercial  waterway  through  the 
narrow  isthmian  strip,  wnile  both  of  Us 
arm.-<  are  extended  In  hope  and  supplica- 
tion toward  the  United  Slates. 

In  this  strange  and  stranied  attitude  the 
republic  is  it  not  more  to  be  envied  than 
lo  be  pitied?  Born  of  a  revolution  effected 
without  bloodshed,  It  faces  prospects 
mbore  roseate  than  were  ever  before  held 
out  to  any  other  nation  within  twenty- 
tliree  days  of  its  birth.  In  fact,  few 
governments,  even  among  tnose  whose 
maturity  is  of  the  ages,  are  more  fortune- 
alely  situated  than  is  this  the  baby 
among  nations.  Straight  ahead  of  Pana- 
ma, with  realization  of  them  all  guar- 
anteed by  the  protectorate  which  the 
I'nlted  States  has  assumed,  lies  the  cer- 
talntv  of  a  pletiioric  treasury,  freedom 
from  debt,  nominal  taxes,  absolute  secur- 
ity in  Independence,  a  prevailing  peace 
and  the  unlimited  enrichment  of  her  citi- 
zens through  the  early  and  inevitable  de- 
velopment of  the  country's  natural  re- 
sources. These  are  advantages  very  few 
nations  have  ever  enjoyed;  but  over 
against  them  must  be  placed  the  cata- 
logue of  disadvantages  and  deterrents— 
a  catalogue  which  excites  the  keenest 
piti'. 

Panama  is  today  a  land  of  indecision, 
hesitation  and  chaos.  In  all  the  repub- 
lics  domain— comprising  an  area  about 
equal  to  that  of  the  state  of  Indiana- 
there  is  not  one  man  (native  Panamaian) 
who  has  ever  demonstrated  the  uosses- 
sion  of  abilities  of  that  order  required  of 
one  who  would  successfully  lead  a  people 
to  the  accomplishment  of  a  great  pur- 
pose. Of  able  business  men,  astute  poli- 
ticians, adventurers  and  schemers  in  gen- 
eral tViere  are  more  than  any  country  re- 
quires; but  of  statesmen,  diplomats  and 
other  real  leaders  there  are  practically 
none  at  all.  The  very  men  who  brought 
the  republic  Into  existence— and  we  are 
speaking  of  the  native  or  quasi-native 
element  among  them— are  novices  in 
everything  pertaining  to  the  science  of 
government.  Tiiese  men  are  now  in 
charge  of  the  government,  and,  while 
there  is  no  suspicion  of  their  integrity  or 
of  the  sincerity  of  their  purpose,  they 
are  woefully  lacking  in  ability  to  do  the 
work  they  have  undertaken  in  the  way 
it  should  be  done  according  to  the  situ- 
ation which  confronts  tiiem.  The  result 
is  that  upon  every  hand  the  inquiring 
I  visitor  encounters  ignorance,  doubt  and 
uncertainty,  where  movement  should  be, 
if  the  independent  movement  is  to  be  car- 
ried to  its  full  fruition,  intelligence,  de- 
termination and  fixed  ability. 

Careful  Investigation  shows  that  there 
IS  more  or  less  reason  for  this  condition, 
which  stands  first  in  the  pily-excltlng 
catalogue.  This  new  republic  came  into 
being  wihout  any  deflnte  political  pur- 
pose. It  was  conceived  solely  of  a  deter- 
mination to  have  the  canal  connecting  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  constructed 
across  the  isthmus,  and  at  no  otlier 
place.  Had  Colombia  ratified 

the  Hay  -  Hcrran  treaty  the 

revolution  of  Nov.  3  would  never  have 
taken  place.  This  is  freely  admitted  by 
everybody  in  any  way  concerned  in 
bringing  about  the  independence  of  Pa- 
nama. The  inevitable  conclusion  is  lliat 
the  Panamalans  were  not  sufficiently 
Oispleased  with  Colombian  sovereignty 
and  administration  to  have  revolted  be- 
cause of  any  desire  for  real  independ- 
ence. That,  too,  is  conceded  by  the 
leaders  in  the  revolutionary  movement.  Jt 
is  true  that  a  strong  Indictment  Is 
,  drawn  l>y  these  men  against  Colombia  for 
j  her  sins  of  omission  anl  commission;  but 
I  that  indictment  Is  more  of  an  after- 
thought, framed  for  purposes  of  political 
justification,  than  it  is  a  statement  of 
lndev)endence-provoklng    grievances. 

The  motive  underlying  the  creation  of 
the  republic  was.  consequently,  more  sel- 
hsh  I. .an  patriotic;  more  sordid  than  sen- 
timental. The  people  of  Panama,  know- 
ing better  than  do  any  other  people  the 
enormous   value  to  them   of  a   slilp   canal

To  such  an  ex- 
tent was  the  plan  of  winning  by  corrup- 

I  tion  carried  out  that  every  dollar  of  pub- 

•  lie  money  in  the  former  department  of 
Panama  was  attached  by  the  revolution- 
ists and  has  since  been  paid  out  to  those 
men  who  accepted  bonuses  from  the  in- 
stigators of  the  movement  for  independ- 
ence. Nor  was  this  sum  sufficient  to 
insure  the  success  of  the  plan.  It  was 
used  as  far  as  it  would  go,  and  when  It 
was  exhausted  the  revolutionists  resorted 
to  promises,  which  have  since  been  re- 
deemed by  the  payment  of  sunis  taken 
from  the  loan  of  $300,000  made  about  the 
middle  of  the  month  to  the  new  republic 
by  J.   P.   Morgan   &  Co..   of  New/iork. 

The  promoters  of  the  revolution  are. 
therefore,  compelled  by  experience  to  dis- 
trust a  large  proportion  of  those  men 
upon  whom  they  are  now  forced  to  rely.

HAS  GONE  TO  PIECES. 


Pacific    Coast  Lumbermen's 
Association  Is  Defunct. 

San  Francisco,  Dec.  24.— The  Call  says: 
The  organization  known  as  the  Pacific 
I  Coast  Lumbermen's  as.eociation, 
'  for  two  years  has  controlled  the  export 
I  lumber  trade  of  the  entire  Pacific  coast. 
I  has  gone  to  pieces,  after  a  conference 
I  in  this  city  of  representatives  of  the  lead- 
1  ing  mlllmen  of  California,  Oregon  and 
1  Washington.     As  a  result  of  tlie  dissolu- 


ing  those  who  were  in  position  to  hinder 
execution    of    their    purpose. 

The  real  revolutionists  know  that  they 
have  to  deal  with  a  good-sized  company 
of  Colombian  Benedict  Arnolds,  and  they 
deal  cautiously  and  suspiciously.

Thev  will,  as  a  matter  01  course.  u<- 
compelled  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  a  regular  government,  but  that  dntV 
will  be  one  In  which  they  will  have  little 
enthusiasm.  The  treaty  w.ill  Insure  the 
canal;  the  canal  is  all  that  Panama 
wants,  and  with  It  assured,  the  Pana- 
mains  would  be  content  to  drift  along 
for  an  indefinite  period  without  proceed- 
ing further  toward  realizing  the  fruits 
of  Independence.

Everybody  in  Man- 
ama, Including  the  members  of  the  Junta 
and  the  cabinet,  will  declare  if  interro- 
gated upon  the  point,  that  Panama  wants 
nothing  except  the  canal;  that  the 
T'nited  States  can  have  anything  it 
wishfs  If  it  ^Wlit.^nlf,  oonstruct  that 
viaterwav.  Sd  .fcee  are  admissions  01 
this  natiirethat  1  have  had  it  from  tho.se 
high  up  in  the  government,  that  had  th; 
United  States  demanded  sovereignty  over 
the  entire  republic  it  would  have  t>een 
ceded  without  question.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  Panamalans  would  very  gladly 
have  relinquished  the  duty  of  organising 
a  government  and  attempting  its  adminis- 
tration. It  is  to  this  sentiment  that  the 
certainty  of  immediate  ratification  of  the 
tn-atv  is  due. 

The  Panamalans  wish  to  be  relieved 
of  responsibility  for  the  integrity  and 
security  of  the  republic  they  have  creat- 
ed, and  although  the  treaty  Is  more  -lib- 
eral in  its  concessions  to  the  I'nlted 
States  than  was  ever  anticipated  it 
would  be,  the  Junta  has  not  for  a  mo- 
ment considered  such  a  thing  as  reject- 
ing it.  or  caviling  over  its  terms.  "We 
would  have  been  entirely  willing  to  have 
signed  our  names  to  blank  paper,"  said 
a  member  of  the  Junta  last  evening, 
"and  to  have  left  it  to  Secretary  Hay 
to  fill  in  overlour^slgnatures  whatever  he 
wished  to  wrfite.j  stipulating  only,  upon 
our  part.  thM  thV  covenant  should  con- 
tain p.  pledge  bv  the  United  States  to 
build  a  canal."  That  statement  exactly 
expresses  the  state  of  affairs  in  Panama 
todav.  and  li»  the  hope  that  subsequent 
negotiations  wKh  the  United  States  may 
result  in  that 'government  assuming  even 
more  responsibilltv  than  it  has  a.ssumed 
under  the  canal  >treaty.  the  Panam:ilan 
revolutionists  are  proceeding  with  halt- 
ing steps  toward  the  organization  of  the 
republic.

RISKS  LIFE  TO 
SAVE  SPARROW 


It  Is  a  Festival  Distinct 

Witli  Color  and 

Poetry. 

Paris,  Dec.  24.— Christmas  in  the  south- 
ern provinces  of  France  is  a  festival  dis- 
tinct with  color  and  poetry.  The  simple 
minds  of  the  people  accept  the  traditional 
observances  with  a  beautiful  simplicity 
and  from  father  to  son  and  motner  to 
daughter,  they  have  been  lianded  down 
and  repeated  in  their  primitive  purity. 

Throughout  the  year  the  trunk  of  an 
olive  tree  covered  with  its  leaves  is  pre- 
served by  each  family.  This  is  brought 
out  on  Christmas  eve  and  placed  on  the 
fire  to  serve  as  the  Chiistmas  log.  Be- 
fore it  Is  placed  tlie  table  where  all  the 
family  will  sup.  But  first  there  must  be 
a  libation  to  the  Christmas  log  and  it 
must    hkewise   be    blessed. 

The  youngest  chila  01  the  house  per- 
forms this  ceremony.  He  pours  a  little 
cooked  wine  on  the  burning  logs,  which 
sparkles  and  crackles  In  response.  Then 
he  supplicates  the  fire,  with  liis  fathers 
benediction,  to  warm  the  feet  of  little 
childrn  and  the  frozen  limbs  of  sickly 
old  people  during  the  year.  He  prays  it 
to  spread  its  warm  light  on  the  homes 
of  the  poor,  and  not  to  consume  the  stub- 
ble of  the  laborer  or  the  ships  at  sea. 

After  this  everyone  sits  down  at  the 
table  and  eats  and  drinks  Joyou.sly.  Then 
a  vigorous  chanting  of  "noels,"  ancient 
canticles  composed  in  honor  of  Christ's 
nativity,  lasts  until  midnight,  when 
everybody  goes   to   the    "messe   de   noel." 

Afterward  a  new  supper  is  spread,  and 
there  follows  much  eating  ol  boudin 
(sausage)  and  drinking  of  white  wine, 
the  conventional  Christmas  midnight 
feast. 

AH  through  the  night  of  Christmas  eve 

the   beggars    have    the    right    to    ply    their 

trade     openl^y.     singing    noels     under    the 

,  windows.     The  children  throw  them  sous 

Wheat—  I  wrapped    In    lighted    tapers,    in    order    to 

"*  show    them    the    place    where    the   money 

falls. 

The  Christmap  feast  lasts  three  davs. 
On  the  night  of  the  25th  the  Christrrias 
turkey   is  served   at  supper. 

The  26th  is  the  day  of  the  Bread  of 
St.  Etlenne.  This  is  baked  in  the  form 
of  a  gourd  and  crowned  with  laurel  A 
multitude  of  virtues  is  attributed  to  it. 
such  as  the  preservation  ot  donkeys  from 
colic  and  dogs  from  hydrophobia  during 
the   year. 

Then  there  is  the  pretty  ceremony  of 
the  "Creche,  "  Christ  in  the  manger,  with 
the  beasts  about  him— exhibited  in  all 
the  churches  until  Jan.  G,  the  Feast  of 
the    Magi.

Sailor  Climbed  to  Dizzy 

Height  to  Reach 

Bird. 

Philadelphia,  Dec.  24.— William  Day- 
ton, a  sailor,  risked  his  life  to  save  a 
sparrow  yesterday.  He  climbed  to  the 
top  of  a  tall  sycamore  tree  In  W^ashing- 
ton  square,  then  crawled  out  upon  a 
branch  and  released  the  bird  held  in  a 
trap  there. 

Stretched  from  the  sycamore  to  an- 
other tree  was  a  tangled  kite  string. 
Flying  across  it,  the  sparrow's  wing 
was  caught  and  the  bird  fluttered  i'j 
air   helpless. 

Dayton,  who  hails  from  North  Caro- 
lina and  tame  to  port  in  a  coast  vessel, 
was  one  of  the  crowd  who  watched  the 
bird.  Then  up  the  sycamore  he  went, 
easily  and  gracefully.  As  he  reached 
the  top,  seventy-five  feet  above  the 
pavement,  the  branches  bent  beneath 
his  weight.  Crawling  cautiously  on  a 
limb,  he  caught  the  string  and  the 
sparrow  was  released. 

The  spectators  cheered  Dayton's  act, 
and  a  colection  of  money  was  lifted  for 
him.  He  was  rewarded  also  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  The  bird 
will  be  kept  in  the  De  Lancey  street 
police  station  until  it  is  able  to  fly.

Deputy  County  Auditor  Joseph  Helm 
received  notice  from  two  outside  far- 
mers this  morning  that  they  had  for- 
warded wolf  pelts  to  the  office  here  to 
collect  the  bounty.  Owing  to  the  great 
ru.sh  of  Christmas  packages,  however, 
there  seems  to  have  been  a  delay  in  the 
delivery  of  the  goods,  but  they  will  keep 
all  right,  unless  they  are  left  too  near 
the  lire. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  settlers  and  far- 
mers in  the  county  are  not  making  any 
special  effort  toward  killing  the  wolves 
for  the  bounty.  When  the  new  law  was 
passed  its  authors  tnought  the  $15 
bounty  offered  would  be  a  great  induce- 
ment toward  the  extermination  of 
wolves,  but  it  is  not  found  to  be  prov- 
ing all  that  was  expected  of  it. 

The  farmers  explain  that  it  is  be- 
cause the  law  is  too  ponderous,  is  bound 
up  in  too  much  red  tape.  They  claim 
that  the  conditions  now  surrounding  the 
certificating  of  the  death  of  a  wolf  and 
the  collection  of  the  bounty  makes  the 
trouble  hardly  worth  while  for  the 
amount  of  bounty  offered. 

One  of  the  bunches  of  red  tape  more 
particularly  complained  of  is  that 
clause  of  the  law  which  requires  the 
successful  hunter  to  carry  the  carcass 
of  the  wolf  to  the  town  clerk  and  skin 
it  in  the  presence  of  that  official  and 
two   witnesses. 

The  killing  of  a  wolf  is  not  easily 
accomplished  because  of  the  cunning 
of  the  animals,  and  often  when  one  is 
killed  the  carcass  is  from  six  to  ten. 
possibly  more,  miles  from  the  town 
clerk,  and  the  farmer  or  settler  doing 
the  killing  must  carry  the  dead  wolf  all 
that  distance  before  he  can  skin  it 
legally. 

Several  of  the  farmers  who  have  been 
to  the  county  auditor  to  collect  the 
bounty  claim  that  were  the  hunters  per- 
mitted to  skin  the  wolves  where  they 
are  killed  and  show  the  pelts  to  the 
town  clerk  to  get  the  proper  certificate, 
the  requirements  of  the  law  would  be 
just  as  fully  met,  and  the  hunters  would 
avoid  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  trou- 
ble.

The  cut  in  wages  of  men  in  the  woods 
has  not  been  local  or  confined  to  the 
Northern  Minnesota  district  alone,  for 
in  the  last  week  announcement  has 
been  made  by  the  lumbermen  of  .1 
general  cut  over  Northern  Wisconsin, 
Minnesota  and  Upper  Michigan  of  from 
$5  to  $6  per  man.  The  cut  in  wages  i;i 
this  district  came  a  few  weeks  earlier 
and  the  policy  of  the  logging  operators 
in  this  section  of  the  country  has  been 
followed  by  those  in  other  white  pine 
districts. 
Winter  operations  in  logs  began  with 
to  be  enter-  |  wages  at  $30  and  $3r>  per  month,  and  tiie 
their  ■  <^"'-  h^s  been  to  $26  and  $30  and  even 
less  for  men  who  are  disposed  to  move 
from  one  camp  to  another.  At  the  prefc- 
ent  time  crews  are  well  filled,  and  the 
weather  conditions  make  the  loggers 
disposed   to   hurry   the   work. 

It  is  a  matter  ftf  general  remark 
among  the  employment  agencies  tha.t 
there  were  fewer  woodsmen  in  the  cuy  i 
for  Christinas  than  before  In  several 
years.  The  usual  custom  has  been  for 
the  men  to  quit  tiie  camps,  draw  their 
pay,  and  go  to  the  cities  a  few  days 
before  Ciiristmas,  where  they  would 
remain  until  aft,er  New  Year's,  if  their 
money  held  out,  then  there  would  be  a 
rush  for  jobs  again. 

Thi;^  year,  so  diflRcult  is  it  for  the 
woodsman  to  find  a 'place  to  work,  that 
the  men  who  are  already  located  ha\e 
be«a  wary  about  quitting  for  Christ- 
mas, and  this  condition  more  than  any- 
thing else  has  held  them  at  the  work. 

Wjt^h  the  reduction  in  wages  a  few 
men  quit  at  various  camps,  thinking  it 
would  be  only  a  matter  of  a  few  week.s 
before  the  operators  would  be  forced 
to  put  wages  up  to  their  original  figure, 
but  some  of  these  are  now  iokiiig  for 
work  at  a  lower  figure  than  they  ex- 
pected and  are  failing  to  find  it. 

Employment  oiflces  are  practically 
without  any  orders,  although  now  and 
then  a  small  order  comes  in  that  can 
be  filled  within  a  few  hours.  lnstanc«3 
have  been  known  of  telegraphic  orders 
for  ten  or  a  dozen  men  for  some  out- 
lying catnp  that  reached  the  employ- 
office  in  the  morning  and  a  full

Duluth  Is  one  of  the  very  few  cities 
indoor  '  »n  the  country  to  have  a  free  slvaling 


baseball  game  played  last  evening  at 
the  Armory  between  Faribault  and  Du- 
luth are  wondering  yet  how  the  visitors 
happened  to  get  into  the  championsiiip 
row,  and  if  they  really  earned  the 
title. 

The  score  of  24  to  2  tells  a  fair  story 
of  how  the  game  was  played.

Mrs.  Millac  was  lying  in  the  upper  ! 
fitory  of  thf  hous-s.  unable  to  make  any 
move  to  save  herself.  The  members  of 
her  family,  aided  by  some  neighbors, 
who  iiad  arrived  on  the  scene,  made  a 
dai^h  up  the  stairs  and  seized  the  bed 
on  which  she  was  lying.  Witii  the 
greatej^t  difficulty  they  succeeded  in 
getting  her  down  stairs  and  free  from 
the  bouse.  Several  times  the  bedclothes 
■were  in  imminent  danger  of  catchmg 
tire  and  the  smoke  was  blinding. 

As  soon  as  she  reached  the  open  air 
phe  was  carried  into  the  house  of  o 
neighbor  ai.d  from  there  removed  to 
the  hc-spltal.

many  lives  are  now  prolonged  which 
under  the  conditions  of  a  century  ago — 
or  even  half  that  period — would  have 
inevitably  been  lost.  The  introduction 
of  vaccination  and  other  forms  of  pre- 
ventive and  curative  inoculation,  in- 
cluding the  various  antitoxins;  the  dis- 
covery of  the  means  and  methods  of 
anaesthesia  and  antisepsis,  and  tlie 
recognition  of  the  importance  of  cleanli- 
ness, personal  and  circumferential, 
have  in  numberless  instances  accom- 
plished what  would  formerly  have  been 
I  regarded  as  scientific  miracles  in  the 
preservation  and  prolongation  of  hu- 
man life.  But  in  considering  the  broad 
question  of  the  actual  increase  of  the 
length  of  life,  there  are  several  aspects 
from  which  it  must  be  examined.  Do 
we  mean  by  increased  longevity  that 
a  larger  proportion  of  individuals  at- 
tain centenarian  rank,  or  that  the 
average  of  age  at  the  time  of  death 
has  become  greater?  Are  we  to  un- 
derstand that  each  indivilual  Uvea 
longer  than  he  would  have  lived  under 
the  conditions  of  one  or  more  centuries 
a£0? 

The  death  rate  has  of  recent  years 
been  decreasing  in  all  the  civilized 
countries.  In  this  connection  we  must 
recollect  that  the  mortality  In  every 
community  varies  with  age.  In  Infancy 
it  IS  very  high,  in  childhood  very  low; 
from  10  to  15  years  of  age  It  is  lower 
than  at  any  other  period  of  life.  Then 
it  continues  low.  but  with  gradual  in- 
crease until  middle  age  is  passed,  after 
which  it  rises  rapidly  In  every  succeed- 
ing decade.  We  find  that,  according  to 
the  common  consensus  of  statistics,  the 
only  trustworthy  means  of  conducting 
this  inquiry  is  by  examination  of  the 
life  tables,  by  which  we  come  to  ascer- 
tain the  expectation  of  life  at  each 
year  of  age.  Such  tables  form  the 
basis   of  all   the   calculations   of   Insur-

Tobacco  blindness  (and  also  the 
failure  of  vision  whicli  conies  froni  the 
c-xcessive  use  of  alcoholic  beverages)  is 
remarkalile  because  of  the  absence  of 
any  change  in  the  structure  of  the  eye 
itself.

Handsome  New  Clubhouse 
al  Thirty-Eighth  Ave- 
nue East. 


One  of  Prettiest  Struc- 
tures of  the  Kind 
In  Northwest. 


Will  Not  Be    Fitted  Up 

For  Occupancy  Until 

Spring. 


"A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever." 
thc'ref<)re  the  handsome  new  clubhou.-e 
of  the  Country  Club  of  Duluth  iz  bound 
to   be  "Joy   forever,"   to  its  members. 

The  new  clubhouse  has  been  built  the 
past  summer  on  a  splendid  site  on  the 
Lixkeside  car  line,  overlooking  the 
Northland  golf  grounds  at  Thirty- 
eight  avenue  East  and  with  a  fine  vlev»' 
of  Lake  Superior.  The  club  owns  a 
five  acre  tract  nestled  at  the  foot  of  the 
big  hill  extending  back  toward  Wood- 
land and  the  view  from  the  location  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  anywhere  jn 
the  titi-.  ^  ^     , 

The  clubhous  waa  built  from  designs 
of  Hill  &  iirfiy.  and  closely  re&emolc 
the  handsome  clubhouses  found  among 
the  wealthy  communities  in  the  East 
and  In  the  South.  If  H  is  to  be  termed 
as  having  a  style,  the  words  "country 
style"   would  probably  best  fit  It. 

The  building  <<>;^t  about  $17,000  and  is 
considcretl  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most 
tinhiue  structures  oi  tbe  kind  in  the 
Northwest.  In  Its  deFigning  special  at- 
lentiDH  has  been  paid  to  planning  it  as 
a  '•semi-house, "  for  It  Is  to  be  used  by 
the  members  of  the  club  both  as  a 
eummer  and  a  winier  resort  for  pleas- 
ure and  reireat'jn. 

The  general  impres.'^ion  Is  that  of  a 
low  rambling  bungalow,  with  deep  por- 
fhts  running  around  It  on  three  sides. 
This  impression  Is  given  by  reason  of 
the  extent  of  the  roof  space  and  the 
fact  that  the  exterior  Is  finished  off 
V  ith  shingles  aiul  timber,  with  roundmg 
cornices  and  attractive  little  gable  win- 
dows. 

Entering  the  hallway  from  the  main 
driveway  the  visitor  passes  into  tne 
office,  then  into  the  main  reception  room 
a  delightful  room  with  stained  oak 
floors  highly  polished,  the  general  in- 
terior having  a  weather  oak  finish.  The 
kevniote  of  the  design  In  the  reception 
room  Is  simplicity  and  comfort,  yet  the 
beauty  features  are  not  lacking.  Over- 
head, in  the  celling  are  natural  beams 
and  runing  about  the  room  and  under 
■windo^\B  and  along  the  foot  of  the 
staircase  are  cozy  seats. 

The  big  fireplace,  capable  of  taknis 
In  a  whole  log,  is  finished  off  In  paviiij' 
brick,  which  gives  it  a  very  striking 
effect. 

To  the  east  of  the  reception  room  is 
the  main  dining  room  beautifully  fin- 
ished with  Flemish  green  effect,  even 
to  thC'  massive  sideboard  built  in  th: 
wall.  Large  rliding  windows  open  into 
the  sun  parlor  which  overlook.-;  the  golf 
grounds  and  the  street  to  the  front. 
One  of  the  features  of  the  dining  roon 
Is  the  half  ceiling  finished  in  Soulhem 
gunwoo<l.  the  first  timber  of  the  kind 
ever  used  in  this  part  of  the  country.  It 
closely  resembles  cedar  in  appearances. 
Off  the  stairway  is  a  very  attractive 
private  dining  room  with  a  stained 
oak  finish  and  walls  covered  with  a 
rich  plaid.  Rack  of  this  room  is  the 
smoking  room  which  has  buffet  con- 
nectUms,  fireplace  and  all  the  other 
facilities  for  comfort  and  ease.  The 
rear  part  of  the  lower  iloor  is  devoted 
to  a  large  locker  room,  off  which  is 
the  tollpt  rooms  and  the  shower  bath. 

The  kitchen  is  ample  and  thoroughly 
modern,  entarnce  to  the  servants'  quar- 
ters on  the  r*^ar  upper  fioor  being  made 
from  it.  The  only  opening  into  the 
club  rooms  pr«iper  from  the  servants' 
quarters   is    from   the  kitchen   and    the 
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Arc  of  Never-Failing  In- 
terest  to  Strangers

THE  COUNTRY  CLUB. 


One  of  the  most  important  features  in 
the  equipment  of  a  sawmill  plant  to 
enable  It  to  manufacture  lumber  dur- 
ing the  winter  season,  wheji  the  bodies 
of  water  on  which  the  mill  is  located 
are  likely  to  be  frozen  over,  is  the  "hot 
jpond." 

Two  years  ago  the  only  "hot  pond"  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  was  that  main- 
tained by  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  at  its 
mill  at  the  foot  .of  Garfield  avenue. 
Since  that  time,  however,  the  increased 
lumber  output  at  the  head  of  the  lake 
mills  during  the  winter  months  has  re- 
quired the  construction  of  other  ponds, 
and  there  are  several  in  existence  this 
winter  on  this  side  of  the  bay. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  from  the 
name  that  the  log  pond  into  which  the 
trainloads  of  big  timber  are  dumped  is 
really  filled  with  hot  water,  for  a  per- 
son that  happened  to  fall  Into  one  on  a 
cold  winter  morning  would  probably 
notice  very  little,  if  any.  difference  in 
the  temperature  of  the  water  compared 
with  that  found  through  any  hole  in 
Che  ice. 
The  name   is  applied   for  the  reai^on 

that    steiam      pipes    about      the     ends    

and  sides  of  the  pond,  fed  from  the  big  as  dense  as  a  fog.  The  morning  the

THE  BONEYARD  IN  DULUTH  HARBOR 


Place  Where  Boats  Are 

Laid  Up  For  the 

Winter. 


"The  Boneyard"  is  the  title  given 
that  part  of  the  upper  harbor  in  which 
a  fleet  of  nine  vessels  is  lying  at  anchor. 
The  boiits  are  laid  up  here  for  the  win- 
ter, as  shown  in  the  above  picture.  ] 

All  of  the  vessels  shown  are  barges 
belonging  to  the  Pittsburg  Steamship 
company.  The  steamer  or  the  company 
that  are  wintering  at  the  head  of  the 
lak.s  :ue  lying  at  the  Superior  ship- 
yard. , 

The  following  is  the  list  of  ve.ssels 
sho-.vn  ill  the  picture,  together  with  the 
gross  tonnage  of  each:  Martha,  32u6; 
Marsala.  5or.<j;  Alfred  Krupp,  3259;  Bryn 
Mawr,  4294:  Maida.  3474;  W.  Le  Baron 
Jenney,  3422;  Nasynith,  3423;  Carring- 
ton, 3180;  George  Corliss,  32.59. 

The  total  tonnage  of  the  nine  vessels 
Is  36,029,  and  when  navigation  opens  in 
the  Eprlng  they  will  be  ready  to  be 
taken  to  the  ore  docks  and  loaded  with 
ore  lor  the  lower  lakes. 

The  nine  vessels  are  but  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  lleet  that  is  wintering  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  A  score  or  more  of 
boats  are  lying  in  winter  quarters  at 
the  shir)yard,  and  a  number  of  olliers 
are  scattered  about  the  harbor  at  the 
various  do/'ks. 

The  total  number  of  vessels  that  will 
spend  the  winter  in  Duluth  is  about 
fifty,  which  is  slightly  more  than  were 
placed  in  winter  quarters  here  last 
year.  Of  this  number  about  two-thitds 
are  vessels  of  the  Steel  corporation. 

The  vessels  .shown  in  the  picture  were 
first  taken  to  the  shipyard  at  Superior, 
where  the  necessary  repairs  were  made, 
and  the  boats  overhauled  and  inspect- 
ed. Thpy  were  then  towed  to  "the 
V'oneyfrd"  and  anchored.

The  big  freight- 
ers are  run  at  high  pressure  throughout 
the  season  of  navigation,  and  there  is 
no  time  for  any  overhauling  of  the 
engines  or  repairs  beyond  what  are 
absoUitely  necessary.  All  the  work  of 
overhauling  and  repairing  the  engines 
has  therefore,  to  be  done  after  the 
boats  are  laid  up  for  the  winter,  and 
this  means  a  heavy  expenditure  of 
money  for  labor  and  material.  On  aome 
of  the  boats  crews  of  men  are  kept  at 
work  from  the  time  they  are  laia  up 
until  they  are  taken  out  In  the  spring. 
In  other  cases  the  work  is  accomplished 
In  a  much  shorter  time,  butt  he  work- 
men figure  that  none  of  the  boats  will 
be  productive  of  less  than  thirty  days' 
work  for  a  crew  of  men.  In  some  cases 
the  repairs  run  up  into  the  thou.=ands 
of  dollars,  and  while  it  Is  very  dilficult 
to  estimate  the  value  of  the  business 
brought  to  the  city  by  the  wintering 
of  the^e  vessels,  it  will  run  Into  six 
figures. 
The  firemen,    engineers      and      other 


workmen  who  are  employed  on  the 
boats  during  the  summer  have,  for  the 
most  part,  charge  of  the  repairs  made 
during  the  winter,  and  in  this  way  they 
are  able  to  find  work  at  a  season  of  the 
year,  when  they  would  otherwise  be 
unenfi  ployed. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  repairing 
and  overhauling  the  boats,  the  city  gains 
the  benefit  accruing  from  the  fitting 
out  of  the  vessel  in  the  spring.  All  of 
the  steamers  have  to  be  equipped  with 
provisions  for  the  crew,  and  any  extra 
dishcp,  bedding  or  other  materials 
necessary,  and  the  merchants  of  the 
city  are  benefited  to  that  extent.

The  woman  who  receives  New  Year's 
calls  must  be  a  mass  of  chiffon  and 
iluff.  If  she  be  a  rich  woman,  this  bil- 
lowy flufRness  may  cost  far  into  the 
hundreds,  but  if  she  be  a  woman  of 
taste  and  economy  she  can  get  up  al- 
most the  same  results  for  a  great  deal 
less. 

When  the  duchess  of  Roxburghe  was 
married  a  guest  created  a  sensation  by 
the  elegance  of  the  gold  embroidered 
upon  her  gown.  The  dress,  made  of 
pale  cream  crepe,  was  decorated  with 
ro.ses,  all  of  gold,  that  stood  out 
charming  distinctness.  A  tiny 
heart  was  set  in  each  gold  rose. 

The  embroidering  of  gowns 
flowers,  while  not  new,  is  a  fancy  which 
has  taken  a  fresh  hold  upon  the  mod- 
iste's fancy,  and  the  execution  of  the 
flower  is  different  In  a  great  many 
ways  from  those  of  previous  years. 
They  are  much  finer  in  their  execution, 
much  richer  in  color  and  are  much 
moie  symbolic,  if  one  may  use  the 
word,  in  their  meaning.  The  seasons 
are  preserved  better,  and  while  a  gown 
that  Is  embroidered  with  daisies  is 
just  the  thing  for  spring  wear,  the  flow- 
ers that  are  now  cho.sen  are  the  luxur- 
iant American  Beauties  and  the  rich 
winter  flowers.  A  great  deal  of  ta.ste 
can  be  shown  in  this  manner. 

So  great  is  the  fancy  for  flowers  and 
flower  decorations  that  pressed  and 
dried  flowers  are  impressed  into  the  ser- 
vice, and  one  gown  of  Paris  importa- 
tion actually  had  large  pink  rose  leaves 
laid  under  tiny  bits  of  glass,  with  the 
whole  caught  in  place  by  a  tiny  stitch- 
ery  around  the  edge.  But  such  elabor- 
ate work  is  hardly  necessary  to  beauty. 
And  another  gown,  also  flower  em- 
broidered, was  trimmed  with  a  ruffle 
of  lace,  which  was  draped  here  and 
there  with  real  sprays  of  natural  flow- 
ers, which  exactly  matched  the  em- 
broidered  flowers  of  the  gown. 

Every  little  trimming  scheme  is  sug- 
gestive to  the  woman  of  taste  and 
fancy,  and  a  glance  at  any  pretty  model 
will  tell  her  something  that  can  be  done 
with  her  own  gown. 

It  is  a  fact  that  a  great  many  of  the 
most  admired  creations  are  the  work 
not  of  the  French  modiste,  but  of  the 
woman  at  home,  and  it  Is  undoubtedly 
true  that  some  of  the  most  exquisjite 
gowns  of  the  New  York  ball  rooms  were 
brought  forth  not  from  the  custom 
house,  but  fiom  the  clever  needle  of  the 
home  student  of  fashion. 
MRS.  GEORGE  WASHINGTON'S 
GOWN. 

Mrs.  George  Washington  once  had  a 
gown  of  which  she  was  very  proud.    It 


was  a  pinkish  silk  o£  a  shade  which  we 
would  now  call  peach  blow.  It  was 
worn  with  an  embroidered  sash  and, 
around  the  neck  there  were  a  great 
many  little  soft  embroidered  ruffle?.  It 
eiscaped  the  ground,  and.  though  not 
fitted  as  to  the  skirt,  it  swept  away  in 
a  very  graceful  line.  She  wore  with  it 
a  string  of  p«-arls,  the  most  elegant 
jewels  of  the  day. 

Almost  the  same  costume  was  seen 
the  other  day  In  the  fitting  room  of  a 
very  fashionable  dressmaking  estab- 
lishment. The  woman  wno  was  having 
it  made  for  a  New  Year  reception  in- 
sisted that  the  waist  be  cut  upon  the 
shirt-waist  model,  with  full  blousing 
front,  while  the  skirt  was  finished  with 
a  deep  ruffle  or  ilounce.  A  wide  folded 
velvet  girdle  finished  the  waist,  upon 
which  was  placed  a  pearl  buckle.  Long 
strings  of  pearls  were  to  drape  the 
neck,  which  was  finished  round  with 
many  soft  ruffles.  The  whole,  while 
charmingly  up  to  date,  presentfrd  a 
curious  blending  of  the  colonial  and  the 
1903  and  1904. 

Though  there  is  nothing  aggressively 
new  this  year,  yet  it  is  a  season  of 
novelties.  And  among  ihe  new  things 
there  can  be  noticed  the  following  spe- 
cialties: 

Large  button  molds  covered  with 
cream  silk,  upon  which  there  is  a  de- 
sign in  Japanese  embroidery. 

Beautiful  girdles  of  silk,  pointed  up 
at  the  back  and  finished  with  two  long 
tabs  In  front,  which  cross  and  are  dec- 
orated with  colored  silks  and  are  run 
through   a  gold   ring  buckle. 

And  lovely  new  shades  in  silk,  the 
mist  popular  of  which  are  spring  violet, 
pomegranate  red.  stone,  French  and 
silver  gray,  fuchsia  red.  crimson  i)ink, 
a  silvery  pink  and  gun  metal,  the  latter 
being  found  in  all  materials. 

NOVELTIES  OF  THE  YEAR. 

There  is  a  lovely  velvet  which  is  com- 
paratively new  and  is  known  as  chiffon 
velvet  because  it  is  so  thin  and  .so 
easily  draped  and  so  becoming. 

And  there  are  exquisite  lining  which, 
on  being  disclosed,  reveal  marvels  in 
handiwork,  embroidery,  applique  and 
padded  work. 

A  new  material  for  dinner  gowns  is 
called  poplinette.  It  is  very  thin,  al- 
most filmy,  and  has  the  i-emarUaiile 
quality  of  wearing  well  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  so  delicate. 

And  there  are  silver  silks  which  re- 
mind one  of  the  treasure  trunk  in  the 
atlc,  yet  which  have  more  sheen.  The.=-e 
are  made  up  into  wonderful  evening 
gowns  and  are  worn  with  old  silver 
jewelry. 

A  beautiful  silver  lace  decorated  with 
overwork  in  chenille  is  one  of  the  nov- 
elties, as  it  is  put  on  by  hand,  gold  lace, 
treated  in  tlie  same  way,  and  imitition 
gold  lace,  which  is  cheap  and  can  be 
easily  managed  by  one's  own  self. 

Odd  lengths  of  lace  are  treated  %vith 
padded  work,  which  is  so  arranged 
that  the  flowers  set  out  with  all  the 
naturalness  of  the  silk  flower,  and  these 
padded  designs  are  among  the  things 
wiiich  a  woman  can  do  herself. 

Buttons  are  covered  with  crer.<e  in 
brilliant  colors,  and  in  the  middle  of 
each  button  there  is  a  queer  little 
worked  animal  s^et  in  the  center  of  a 
greon  foliage.  Frequently  these  little 
designs  are  appliqued  upon  the  orepe 
background  so  that  the  button  becomes 


a  '."eal  little  work  of  art. 

That  Dame  Fashion  is  madly  extrava- 
gant this  season  there  can  be  no  man- 
ner of  doubt.  But.  to  her  favor,  there 
must  be  set  down  the  facts  that  siie  oc- 
C4isionally  balances  matters  with  her 
conscience  and  witir  her  purse.  So  tliat 
just  when  you  have  decided  that  there 
is  none  as  reckless  as  she.  behold,  she 
discloses  to  you  some  clever  makeshift 
which  saves  the  cost  of  a  gown,  and, 
maybe,  of  a  season's  wardrobe. 

For  one  thing,  she  will  show  you  her 
linings,  which  are  made  separate  from 
the  skirt,  thus  saving  a  great  deal  of 
cost.  One  lining  of  silk  or  of  satin  or  of 
brocade,  according  as  the  case  may  be, 
will  do  for  wear  with  a  dozen  gowns. 
And  when  it  is  worn  out  a  new  one  can 
be  employed  as  linings  if  they  exactly 
match  the  dress  they  can  be  worn 
under  an  unlined  skirt  with  the  best 
effe<:t,  as  a  drop  skirt. 

With  a  blue  cloth  gown  of  modest 
pretensions  and  unlined  there  can  be 
worn  a  blue  silk  drop  skirt  or  petticoat. 
It  should  be  cut  very  tight  on  the  hips 
—as  all  good  petticoas  are— and  it 
should  be  made  witli  a  great  many 
Ijouffant  ruffles  around  the  foot.  It  is 
a  good  plan,  if  it  be  a  dressy  skirt,  to 
add  a  ruffle  or  two  of  chiffon  ju.^  to 
make  the  flufflness  certain.  And  one 
woman  who  dresses  a  great  deal  on 
nothing  at  all  a  year  has  a  flounce  of 
gold-j^olored  chiffon  bordered  with  a 
rim  of  gold-lace,  which  she  bastes  upon 
her  silk  petticoat  when  she  is  going  to 
wear  it  for  a  nice  occasion.  All  iier 
skirts  are  unlined. 

While  the  vogue  of  the  shirtwaist 
was  never  greater,  still  there  is  a  great 
fancy  for  the  complete  costume,  and 
the  shirtwaist  is  made  of  skirt  material, 
BO  that  a  whole  suit  can  be  obtained. 
Mrs.  Clarence  Mackay  wears  a  shln- 
wiusit  of  black  crepe  de  chine,  v.ith  a 
skirt  of  the  same.  Mrs.  Cornelius  \  an- 
derbilt  is  very  partial  to  d?ep  purple 
peau  de  .sole,  with  black  skirt  trimmed 
with  bands  of  silk  edged  with  purple 
peau  de  sole.  Mrs.  Potter  Pahr.er  al- 
most lives  in  shirtwaists  of  silver,  gun 
metal,  nickel  and  French  gray,  which 
she  wears  with  a  gray  skirt  or  a  skirt 
of  dull  black,  trimmed  with  colored  lace 
in  a  shade  of  gray  to  match  the  wai.<5t.

Canfield  did  kill  the 
bull,  only  to  find  that  he  was  cov.?red 
a  coat  of  wiiilewash.  whieh  save 
the    appearance    of    being    white    in 
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An  explanation  of  this  phenomenon 
would  not  be  needed  by  people  familiar 
with  the  natural  lime  l>eds  of  western 
Kansa.-'.  The  habit  of  the  buffalo  is  to 
roll  in  every  pool  of  water  or  hole  of 
mud  which  lie  comes  to.  The  well-known 
•buffalo  walliiw"  still  to  be  seen  over 
the  great  plains  was  the  product  of  this 
liabii.  Caiifield's  buffalo  had  simply  been 
rolling  in  a  bed  of  native  lime,  which 
coated  his  hide,  when  dried  in  the  sun, 
with  a  kind  of  pla.<«ter.  And  no  doubt 
these  lime  holes  could  account  for  many 
of  the  white  buffalo  so  often  reported  by 
hunters.

Mont  Pelee  stand.s  unique  in  the  his- 
tory of  volcanoes  in  more  than  one  par- 
ticular. A  little  over  a  year  ago  scien- 
tists who  were  studying  this  volcano  dis- 
covered a  peculiar  tooth-like  formation 
growing  out  of  the  old  crater,  owing 
to  the  quantity  of  vapor  and  smoke  which 
covered  the  muuatain,  this  lurmation  was 
nut  ob.-ierved  until  It  had  grown  to  a 
heiglil  of  l.'95  feet  aljove  the  rim  of  the 
crater.  Tiie  formation  could  not  be  mis- 
taken for  a  cone,  such  as  is  commonly 
formed  in  craters  by  the  heaping  up  of 
matter  ejected  from  the  volcano,  .since 
the  sides  were  quite  smooth,  and  approx- 
imately vertical,  as  shown  in  our  front- 
page illustration.  It  liaa  rainer  ii.e  .tp- 
pearance  of  a  .solid  .shaft  of  stone,  and 
was  hence  cilled  the  "obelisk  of  Pelee." 
From  the  time  it  was  first  discovered  it 
steadily  increa.sed  in  height,  and  when 
measured  in  the  latter  part  of  Mareh.  VMi. 
it  was  estimated  to  be  5143  feet  ab'ne  the 
level  of  the  sea,  or  ll<i9  feet  above  Morne 
L.acroix,  but  this  did  not  mark  the  maxi- 
mum lieiglit,  because  a  period  of  iieavy 
volcanic  explosions  had  reduced  It  some- 
what and  caused  itsform  to  undergo  many 
changes.  Thus,  during  the  spring  and 
last  summer  it  constauliy  altered  in 
height  and  general  appearance  sometimes 
rising  a  number  of  yards,  and  then,  fol- 
lowing a  period  of  expl<jsions,  being  re- 
duced again.  From  the  time  of  its  meas- 
urement in  March,  the  losses  exceeded 
the  gains  until  it  finally  disappeared 
within  the  cone  which  had  been  formed 
about  it.  This  cone  seems  to  be  made 
up  of  lava  and  ejecta  which  have  been 
forced  up  from  the  vents,  and  of  mass»es 
which  have  been  shattered  from  the  obe- 
lisk 

The  peculiar  phenomena  of  the  obelisk 
have  awakened  great  interest.  How  such 
a  huge  manument.  taJler  than  the  Eiffel 
tower  could  be  formed  on  the  top  of  a 
violently  active  volcano  is  a  problem  that 
is  not  easy  of  .solution.  As  far  aa  we 
can  a.icertain.  only  one  plausible  theory 
has  been  advanced,  and  that  does  not 
seem  very  credible;  namely,  that  the 
needle  was  formed  of  molten  lava  during 
some  previous  period  of  activity,  that  this 
lava  solidified  and  formed  a  plug  whlcti 
closed  one  of  the  passages  of  the  ,crai«J' 
and  that  riow  it  has  been  worked  loose 
and  forced  up  by  the  recent  renewed  ac- 
liviiv  The  obelisk  does  not  have  the 
appearance  of  having  been  forced  up  in 
a  .«olld  piece  like  a  stopper  In  the  bottle, 
and  held  by  friction  against  tjj«  "'des  of 
the  opening.  The  northeast  side  of  th» 
obelisk  Is  very  smooth,  almost  poUshed 
In  appearance.  Its  true  color,  however, 
is  a  reddish  brown  partly  covered  with  a 
whitish  inctU3tati«^"-  ^^  ^^^  southwest 
side  fresh  surfaces  arc  constantly  ap- 
pearing, owing  to  the  explosions,  which 
cause  portions  to  continually  fall  off. 
This  side  has  a  gray  or  reddish-gray  ap- 
p.=arance.  It  Is  impossible  at  the  present 
time  to  slate  just  exactly  what  the  na- 
ture of  the  needle  is.  though  In  all  prob- 
abllltv  It  is  largely  pumiccous,  which  is 
judged  from  the  fact  that  masses  breajj 
off  from  It  so  easily,  and  also  becaua* 
of  the  abundance  of  pumice  found  In  th» 
vicinity  of  the  Riviere  Blanche.

They 
all  aim*  at  the-  .same  result,  determina- 
tion of  the  time  needed  by  different  indi- 
viduals for  the  solution  of  the  same  proi)- 
lems.

I     The  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  Institut- 
'  ed  against  J.   Alexander   Dowie,   however 
■  they   may   result,   throw  a  peculiar   light 
upon    much   that    has    recently   been    said 
I  of  him.     For  a   long  time  this  man  who 
^prttendtd    to    be    a    leincarnatlon    of    the 
',  prophet    Elijah,    was    treated    as    a    mere 
pretender  and  humbug.    Gi  adually,  under 
,  the    influence    of    the    apparent    success 
ithat  attended  his  efforts  the  tone  of  com- 
ment changed.     The  newspapeis  began  to 
say   that,    whatever  mignt    be   thougiit   of 
his      peculiar      brand      of      religion.      his 
achievements   prove-d  tiiat   he   was  a  bus- 
iness man   of  extraordinary  endowments. 
Thev  pointed  to  Zlon  <"ity  with  its  large 
i  pf>pulatlon    and    its    Industrie's   as   an    evi- 
dence of  what  his  constructive  genius  nad 
accomplished. 

The    disposition    to    worship    success    Is 
'  general    and    in    America    it    has    attained 
huge    proportions.      In     no    part    ot     this 
country  is  it   more   marked   than   in   Chi- 
cago.    Tliis   disposition   ha.s   its    points   of 
advantage,    but    a   great   drawback    is   the 
'  tendency   to   ignore   the   means   by    which 
success  "is    attained.     Another    character- 
I  ist'c  of  this  cult  is  to  jump  at  conclusions 
and   to   be   influenced   by    mere   di.>>p!ay   of 
gr«at   wealth   without  stopping  to  Inquire 
;  whether  it  is  likely  to  be  permanent.    The 
connection   of   wealthy    names   with   spec- 
ulative  Ventures   within    ilie    past   two    or 
three  vea'.^s   has   cause<l    the   loss  of   liun- 
dreds  "of  millions  of  dollars   by   men   who 
never  stopped  to  inquire  whether  the  mil- 
lionaires   whom    they    followed    were    in 
any    sense   guarante'rs    of    the    success   of 
their    ventures. 

The  •ancients  did  not  understand  bus- 
iness as  we  do.  but  tl.ey  had  certain  gen- 
eral Ideas  of  will' h  we  should  do  weil  not 
to  lose  sight.  The  story  of  the  inter- 
view between  Se>lon  and  Croesus  may  be 
apochrvphal.  but  It  is  none  the  less  In- 
structive. When  the  milllonaiie  of  thai 
age  had  displayed  his  wealth  to  the^ 
Athenian  sage,  he  asked  if  he  d.d  not 
think  him  a  very  happy  man.  To  which 
Solon  replied  that  lie  could  pronounce  no 
man  happv  until  he  was  dead.  The  sa- 
gacity of  tVils  remark  ■w.as  Impressed  upon 
Croesus  by  the  mi.sfortunes  wiiich  sul>se- 
quently  befel  him.  Similarly  tnose  wha 
were  prostrating  themselves  before  Dowl^ 
and  iauding  him  as  a  financial  genius, 
appear  to  have  been  premature  in  their 
estimates  of  him.  And  he  Is  liy  no  means 
the  only  Napoleon  e>f  finance  of  whom 
tlie    same    might    be    said. 

The  spectacle  of  Eliiah  In  a  court  of 
bankruptcy  ought  to  be  enlightenii:g  to 
the  men  who  have  accepted  his  ciaima 
as  the  succesfKir  of  that  j^rophet.  The 
first  Eiijaii  was  himself  edten  In  finan- 
cial straits,  though  this  was  due  entirely 
the  I  to  his  zeal  for  rigliteousness.  But  his 
the  I  meth(xls  were  very  different  from  those 
of  our  modern  Elijah.  He  hid  by  th« 
brook  Cherith  and  drank  of,  its  waters, 
while  the  ravens  fed  him.  When  the 
brook  dried  up  he  went  to  a  widow  of 
Zarephath.  and  was  sustained  by  a  hand- 
ful of  meal  and  a  cruse  of  oil  miracu- 
iouslv  maintained.  The  ravens  tiiat  fed 
Dowie  have  been  men  of  substance  who. 
be  lleving  his  pretensions,  have  turned 
over  te>  him  millions  of  money.  As  the 
brook  Cherith  dried  up.  so  tins  source  of 
wealth  has  oea.sed  to  flow.  The  new 
Elijah  did  not  move,  but  he  called  for 
more  deposits  on  naln  of  exe-ommunica- 
tion.  Those  who  nad  trusted  him  were 
evidently  short  on  faith  and  long  on  cau- 
tion, for  instead  of  making  new  depos- 
its thev  hastened  to  draw  out  those 
which  they  had  already  made,  until  they 
were  headed  off  by  the  r*'f!ulrement  of 
thirty  days'  notice.  Elijah  has  as  yet 
found  no  way  miraculously  to  renew  the 
handful  of  meat  and  the  cruse  of  oil.

scratched  each  other  across  the  bolder 
like  cats  over  a  garden  fence,  and  she 
gets  herself  mixed  in  the  fight.  The 
play  Is  Paul  Kester's  dramatization  of 
Charles  Major's  novel.  Dorothy  is 
Sliakespeare's  Katherlne.  with  a  shrew- 
ish defiance  of  her  father  in  the  choice 
of  a  hus'oand  and  a  wild  temper  to  be 
tamed:  and  she  is  a  Juliet,  too,  with  a 
passionate  suddenness  of  love  for  the 
sci)n  of  a  family  separated  from  her  own 
by  a  hateful  feud,  though  when  her 
Romoo  is  banished  by  a  royal  decree 
neither  she  nor  he  dies,  but  slie  goes  wiili 
him  into  happy  exile.  Elizabeth  Stuart 
and  Mary  Tudor  are  subsidiary  charac- 
ters in  this  romance,  which  reproduces 
the  surrender  of  th  Scotch  Queen  to  the 
English  Queen,  with  Sir  John  Manners, 
the  Earl  of  Rutland  and  Lord  Burleigh, 
to  remind  us  of  the  Schiller  play,  and  a 
monkey-on-a-.stick  court  jester,  hump- 
backed as  ever,  from  dozens  of  fiction.-^. 
But  this  composition  does  not  pass  from 
comedy  into  tragedy,  though  it  does  have 
spells  of  melodrama;  and  It  is  ingenious 
In  its  rearrangement  of  elements  to  make 
a  surely  successful  entertainment,  as  well 
acted   and   l>eautifully    mounted. 

Three  forceful  if  not  high  bids  for 
favor,  are  the  heroine's  greedy  munching 
of  a  cake  at  a  time  of  emotional  stress, 
which  makes  the  people  laugh;  her  i^word 
fight  with  the  villain  from  a  dim  room 
out  to  a  moonlit  balcony,  which  makes 
them  gasp;  and  her  swap  of  gowns  with 
a  maid  for  a  purpose  of  disguise,  which 
make  them  stare.  And  they  stare  hard 
enough  to  strain  tlulr  eyes,  too.  becau.se 
the  sliift  of  clothing  is  made  In  a  lowered 
light,  so  that  the  proce-ss  of  taking  off 
and  putting  on  bodices  and  skirts  is  rather 
indistinctly  Illustrated  by  the  two  women. 
But  the  eyes  of  the  spectators  are  helped 
out  bv  their  ears  a  little,  for  Dolly  ejacu-

Hers  is  blue,  with  a  white  border,  quite 
like  that  which  crowns  the  head  of  our  owu 
Columbia. 

Only  Columbia  has  in  its  white  border  the 
thirteen  stars,  which  represent  the  Thirteen 
Oriuinal  Colonies. 

This  cap  was  first  adopted  by  the  Phlla- 
deljihia  Light  Horse  Troop,  when  they  es- 
corted General  Wasliington  to  New  York, 
and  becoming  the  token  of  freedom,  it  was 
stamped  upon  American  coins  iu  17>>3  as  a 
symbol  of  llbert.r.  The  cap  has  been  traced 
back  to  the  ancient  Phrygians,  who,  after 
conquering  the  east  of  Asia  Minor,  wore  their 
national  caps  as  a  mark  of  Independence  and 
to  distinguish  them  from  the  primitive  in- 
habitants. The  cap  was  also  stamped  upon 
their  coins.  From  them  the  custom  passed 
to  the  Romans. 

A  small  red  cap  placed  upon  the  head  of 
a  slave  signified  that  henceforth  he  was  free. 

When  Satumus  captured  Rome,  203  B.  C, 
he  hoisted  a  cap  on  the  point  of  a  spear  to 
Intimate  that  all  slaves  who  would  Join 
him  should  be  free.  In  the  same  manner 
the  conspirators,  after  the  murder  of  Caesar, 
raised  a  Phrygian  cap  as  a  symbol  of  liberty.
